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ORDINANCE ADOPTING THE CODE. 



An Ordinance Adopting the Revised Code of the City of Rome 

of 1909. 

Section I. Be it ordaied by the Mayor and Council of the 
City of Rome, That the Revised Code of Laws and Ordinances 
of the City of Rome compiled by W. J. Niannally, City Attor- 
ney, be and the same is hereby adopted and declared to be in 
full force and effect. 

Sec. II. Be it further ordained, That all ordiciances not 
herein contained and which are in conflict therewith, except 
the tax ordinances now of force, are hereby repealed.

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PREFACE. 



Rome, '*Tiie Child of the Coosa/' has grown to be **The 
Queen, of the Mountain. ' ' The raiment of Ordinances, which at 
first was well fitted to the form of the infant city, has been 
often pieced amd patched by Amendments to suit the size of 
the lass, a»nd now proving wholly inadequate for the rap- 
idly growing youth, a New Charter has been procured from the 
General Assembly of the State of Georgia and New Ordinances 
have been formulated and adopted by the City Fathers which 
provide for the present statue and anticipate the future growth 
and maturity of the city. During the last sixteen years there 
has been a wonderful expansion of the Municipal Boundary, 
made necessary to enclose sieveral of the neighboring suburbs 
within the city limits. During the same period a much larger 
population, because of natural increase a»nd of legal acquisition 
and of willing immigration, has come within the juricdiction of 
the city government. There has also been added to the indus- 
trial activities many new manufacturing and commercial enter- 
prises a«nd others are being rapidly developed. The educa- 
tional facilities also have been greatly multiplied and widely 
extended, and the necessities for further enlargement press 
ermestly upon the public mind for consideration and seek aid 
and direction from the municipal authorities. Indeed, these 
adva»nces in personal prosperity and in corporate endeavor and 
in social movements and in financial expansion and other mo- 
mentuos changes, which are evident everywhere, have made it 
necessary to procure a New Charter of wider scope and to en- 
act New Ordinances better suited to the new conditions. 

For the information of the general public and for the guid- 
ance of the city officials this volume is published, in which ap- 
pears the New Charter granted August 17. 1909, by the 
General Assembly of the State of Georgia, under which the 
aflFairs of the city are now being administered : also the Ordi- 
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nances made in pureua^nce of the requirements and provisions 
of that Charter. 

A diligent search through the Minutes of the Council for the 
period of sixteen years — since the last City Code was pub- 
lished, was necessary to insure correctness — involved much 
painstaking labor and consumed much valuable trnie. Espe- 
cially was this work of collation and verification tedious and 
difficult, since at least ninety per cent, of the old Ordinances 
had been amended or repealed as the changing conditions of 
the times required. But after a rigid investigation and a crit- 
ical examinatioin by the City Fathers, it is believed that this 
publication is as nearly correct as could be reasonably ex- 
pected. To prevent making the volume too cumbersome and 
expensive, th-e State Laws pertaining to General Municipal 
Government do not appear in its pages. These State Laws are 
now in process of codificatio^n under State authority and will 
soon be given to the public, which will make them easily acces- 
sible to any one who may be interested in them. 

The many subjects treated in this Code have been arranged 
in the several parts and sections of the book and so fully in- 
dexed as to make reference amd consultation an easy matter. 
It is hoped that the City Government administered under this 
Code will eclipse all former attainment, and that its growth 
will be so evident and marvelous as to make it truly the Hill 
City of Georgia, and attractive to thousands who are seeking 
pleasant homes and profitable engagements.

CHAPTER I. 

A>n Act to amend, consolidate and supersede the several Acts 
incorporatini;" the city of Rome in Floyd county and State of 
Georgia ; to create a new charter and municipal government 
for said city; to extend and define the corporate limits 
thereof; and to declare the rights and powers of s^id corpo- 
ration, and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by authority of the 
same. That the inhabitants of the territory hereinafter de- 
scribed, all of which is located in Floyd county, Georgia, be, 
and are, hereby incorporated under the name and style of the 
''City of Rome,'' and the said ''City of Rome'* is hereby char- 
tered and made a city under that nanne, and by that 
namie sihall have perpetual succession, and is hereby invested Rome, city of. 

.,,,, ., ,.., ..^ , .., reincorporated 

With all the rights, powers and privileges incident to municipal 
corporations ni this State, or cities thereof, and all the rights, 
powers, titles, property, easements and hereditaments, within 
or without its corporate limits, now belo«nging to the said city

of Rome, shall be and are hereby vested in the said city of 
Rome as created^ by this Act ; and the said city of Rome as 
created by this Act, may, by its corporate name, sue and be 
sued, contract and be contracted with, plead and be impleaded, 
have and use a common seal, make and enact through its 
mayor and councilmen, such ordinances, by-laws, rules, regula- 
tions and resolutions for the transaction of its business and the 
welfare and proper government of said city a;s to the mayor 
and councilmen may seem best, and which shall be consistent 
with the laws of the State of Georgia and the laws of the 
United States. And the said city of Rome shall have the right 
and power to purchase, hold, rent, lease, sell, exchange, enjoy, 
possess and retaitfi in perpetuity, or for any term of years, any 
property, estate or estates, real or personal, lands, tenements, 
and hereditaments, of w'hatsoever kind, within or without the 
limits of said city for corporate purposes. Said city of Rome, 
created by this Act, shall succeed to all the rights of and is 
hereby made responsible, as a body corporate, 'for all the legal 
debts, liabilities and undertakings of the present city of Rome, 
and its mayor and council, as a body corporate, as heretofore 
incorporated. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That the corporate limits of 
" the city of Rome are hereby declared to be as follows : **Besrin- 
ning near the northwest corner of land lot number two hun- 
dred and thirty-eight (238) in the twenty-third (23) district 
and third (3d) section of Floyd county, Greorgia, at the point of 
intersection of the north boundary line of the Central of Geor- 
corporatc ^^ Railway Company's right of way with the north boundary 
line of the Southern Railway Company's right of way in I'amd 
lot number two hundred and thirty-eight (238) ; thence east- 
wardly along the northern boundary of the said right of way 
of the Southern Railway to the western line of the property 
conveyed to J. L. Bass by Seaborn Wright, thence oiorth to 
the northern line of the street located and being thirty (30) 
feet wide north of the property now owned by Ed Cousins : 
thence eastwardly to the eastern line of the Rome and Summ 'Ir- 
vine road ; thence southerly along said eastenn side of said ropd 



limits. 
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to the north boundary line of land lot number two hundred and 
thirty-seven (237) ; thence east along said land lot line to lov^ 
water mark on the Oostanaula river ; thenoe northerly up said 
river along low water mark to the northern line of the right of 
way of the Southern Railway Company; thence across the 
Oostanaula river, and continuing along said right of way 
boundary to a point -north of the east line and in line with 
the east line of the city pumping station property; thence 
south -along the east side of said pumping station property to 
the southeast comer thereof ; thence west along the south side 
of said pumping station property to low water mark on the east 
side of the Oostanaula river; thence down isaid river, along 
low water mark, to the east and west land line between land 
lots two hundred and thirty-six (236) and two hundred and 
forty-five (245) ;thenee east along said land line to the south- 
east corner of lamd lot two hundred and thirty-six (236) ; 
thence north along the land line between lots two hundred and 
aiirty-six (236) and two hundred and thirty-five (235) 
to a point due east of the south line of the city 
reservoir property; thence west, to and along the south 
side of the reservoir property, to the east line of the property 
formerly known as the C. I. Graves old homestead ; thence 
northerly along the east line of said Graves property, to the 
«ast and west land line between land lots numbers two hun- 
dred and five (205) and two hundred and thirty-six (236); 
thence along said land line betwe'en lots two hundred and five 
(205) and two hundred and thirty-six (236) and between two 
hundred and six (206) and two hundred a»nd thirty-five (235) 
to Spring street; thence northeasterly along the east side of 
Spring street to and across the Southern Railway track, and 
due north from said Railway track to the northern side of 
Park avenue ; thence southeasterly across land lot jnumber two 
hundred and seven (207) and along the northeasterly side of 
said Park avenue and the continuation thereof, to and across 
the Calhoun road, and continuing up the Oalhoun road to the 
north and south land line between land lots numbers two hun- 
dred and seven (207) and two hundred and eight (208) ; 
thenee south along said land line acid along land line between 
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lots numbers two hundred and thirty-three (233) and two 
hundred and thirty-four (234) to the north side of Cothran 
street where the same intersects said land line ; thentce west 
along the north li»ne of Cothran street to a point due north of 
the east side of the public school lot; thence south along the 
east side of said* public school lot to and across the Etowah 
river to low water mark on the south side of said river ; thence 
westerly and southerly along low water mark down said river 
to the north side of the extension of Holmes street to said river ; 
lihence easterly along thie north side of Holmes street to the 
east side of Gordon street; thence south along the east side 
of Gordon street to the north side of Division street; thence 
east along the north side of Division street to a point oppo- 
site a line between Cooper and Hughes property ; thence south- 
easterly along said line between Cooper and Hughes property 
to the la^d line on the east side of land lot number two hun- 
dred and eighty-six (286) ; thence south along said land line to 
the south side of Silver Creek street, designated on Deitz's map 
of Rome and East Rome as Silver street ; thence west along the 
south side of said street to and across Howard avenue to the 
east side of Dean street; thence southerly along the east side 
of Dean street to the south side of Union street ; thonce west- 
erly along the south side of Union street to the west side of 
Maple street ; thence north up the west side of Maple street to 
the south side of Silver Creek street, designated on Deitz's 
map of Rome and East Rome a® Silver street; thence west 
along the south side of said street and continuing along and 
between Anchor Duck Mills and Hank's Foundry ; thonce along 
the southerly side of said street in a westerly direction to the 
west side of the Rome and Cave Spring road ; thence southerly 
along the west side of the Rome and Cave Spring road to the 
land line running east and west between land lots two hundred 
and eighty-four (284) and three hundred and seventeen (317) ; 
thence west along the north boundary line of land lots num- 
bers three hundred and seventeen (317), three hu<ndred and 
eighteen (318), and three hundred and nineteen (319) to the 
Coosa river; thence northerly along said river at low water 
mark on the east side thereof until it strikes the southewi 
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boundary of the Nixon estate ; thehce due east along said south- 
ern boundary line of the Nixon estate to the Western boundary 
line of the Shady Side addition ; thence due north along said 
western line of Shady Side addition and continuing due north 
across the Coosa river to low water mark on the northern bank 
of said river; thence easterly along said northern baink of the 
Ooosa river at low water mark to the western line of land lot 
number two hundred and forty-four (244) ; thence north along 
said land lin^e to its intersection with the west side of the right 
of way of the Central of Georgia Railway Company; thence 
along said west side of said right of way to the southern side of 
Shorter avenue ; thence along the southern line of said ave- 
nue to the west side of River street ; thence north along west 
side of Eiiver street across the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company right of way to the inorth side of said right of way ; 
thence northwesterly along said right of way to beginning 
poitfit. ^ 



Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That a mayor shall be elected 
aB hereinafter provided, for said city, whose term of office shall 
be for two years ; the mayor in all cases to hold his office until 
his successor be elected and qualijSed, and in the event that the 
office of mayor shall become vacant by death, removal, resigna- 
tion or otherwise, the mayor pro tem., or in case his seat is 
vacant, a majority of the council shall order a new election 
by giviflig at least ten days' notice in any one oi: more of the 
city papers, or at two of the most public places in the city, 
and said election shall be managed in the same manner as other 
elections for said office, according to the provisions of this char- 
ter ,except that the last registration made out for any gen- 
eral election had in said city may be used in said election, and 
any person having become qualified since said registration may 
vote; provided, if the office of mayor shall become vacant at 
any time within six months of the expiration of his term of 
office, the mayor pro tem. shall act as mayor during the bal- 
ance of said term and exercise all the rights and powers of 
mayor during said term.

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That said mayor shall be the 
chief executive of said city. He shall see that all the laws and 
ordinances of said city are faithfully executed ; he shall preside 
over the deliberations of the council, but shall have no vote 
except in case of a tie ; he shall preserve order and decorum, 
shall enforce the rules of the body, and shall have the power to 
punish all persons for contempt of such rules and regulations 
as the mayor and council may prescribe. The said n!iayor, or, 
in his absence, the mayor pro tem., shall have four days after 
the passage of any ordinance or resolution, in which to file 
with the clerk in writing his disapproval of any measure 
passed by them, but said council may pass said order, resolu- 
tion or ordinance, notwithstanding the veto, by a vote of two- 
thirds, to be taken by yea and »nay vote, and entered on the 
minutes.

Sec. 5. Said mayor, or any other oflfi.cer authorized under 
the laws of the State of Georgia to administer oaths, shall 
administer the oath of office to all city officers, including th.e 
members of the council ; and the mayor shall appoint the stand- 
ing committees of the council, at the beginning of the term. 



Powers and 
duties of 
Mayor. 



Sec. 6. Said mayor shall have the power to convene in spe- 
cial session whenever, in his judgment, the exigencies of the 
case may require it. He shall be a member ex-officio of all 
municipal boards and commissions, now or hereafter created, 
with the same rights, powers and privileges as other members 
of said boards and commissions. Said mayor shall have an 
adequate salary to be fixed by council not to exceed 
six hundred ($600) dollars per annum, whicih shall not be 
chainged during his term of office. Said mayor shall discharge 
such other duties as may be imposed upon him; and before 
entering on the discharge of the duties of his office, shall take 
and subscribe before some judge of the Superior Court, city 
court, or justice of the peace, the following oath: '*I swear 
that I will faithfully and impartially demean myself as mayor 
during my continuance in office; that I will discharge tihe 
duties of the office to the best of my ability; that in the enact- 
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ment and reriaion of all legirfation I will have due regard for 
the eonstitation and the laws of the State and the Giharter of 
the city of Rome, Georgia. " 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That the legislative depart- 
ment of said city shall be vested in a mayor and board of coun- Qualifications 
cilmen and shall be styled the mayor and council. The mayor ?oSSim«.^ 
and members of the ct)uncil shall have attained the age of 
twenty-one years, and shall have been residents and citizens of 
Rome for two years next preceding the election, and shall be 
qualified voters of the city of Rome. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That the present mayor and 
council shall serve out the terms for which they 'have been 
elected, and that an election shall be held on the first Tuesday Election of 
in March, 19J0, and biennially thereafter to elect a mayor and counSimen. 
three councilmen from the city at large, who shall enter upon 
the discharge of their duties on the first Monday in April 
thereafter, and shall serve for a term of two years, or until 
their successors are elected and qualified ; and that an election 
shall be held on the first Tuesday in March, 1911, and bienni- 
ally thereafter, for a councilman from each ward, who shall 
enter upon the discharge of his duties on the first Monday in 
April thereafter, and serve for a term of two years, or until his 
successor is elected and qualified ; and at said election so held 
that person shall be declared elected mayor who receives the 
greatest inumber of votes cast for said office, and those three 
persons shall be declared elected councilmen at large who re- 
ceive the greatest number of votes cast for that office; and 
those persons shall be elected councilmen from each ward 
who shall have received the greatest number of votes cast 
compared with the number of votes cast for other candidates 
residing in their respective wards: It being the intention of 
this Section that the body of mayor and council shall consist 
of a mayor and three councilmen from the city at large, and 
one councilman from each ward, on and after the fireit Mon- 
day in April, 1910.

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, That said councilmen shal 
receive a salary not exceeding two hundred dollars each pe 
annum, and before entering upon the discharge of their dutie 
shall take and subscribe to the following oath: '^I solemnl; 
swear that I will faithfully and uprightly demean myself a 
councilman during my continuance in office; that I have not, ii 
order to influence my election to this office, directly or indi 
rectly, expressed or implied by promise my support to any per 
son for any office in the city government of Rome, nor for ani 
other office ; that I will not knowi>ngly permit my vote in th. 
election or appointment of any person to a position in the cit^ 
government to be influenced by fear, favor or affection, rewarc 
or the hope thereof, but in all things pertaining to my saic 
office I will be govenned by my convictions as to the public 
good.'*

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted. That any person found guilty 
of a violation of any of the provisions of the above oath, upor 
a fair and impartial trial before the mayor and council of saic 
city, shall be forthwith expelled from office and forever there 
after disqualified from holding any positio-n of honor, trust o^ 
emolument connected with the city government of Rome. 



Sec. 11. Be it further enacted, That only such persons & 
are qualified to vote for members of the General Assembly shal 
be entitled to vote for mayor and councilmen ; provided, thai 
have registered their names, occupation, age and residence h 
the office of the clerk of council, as required by this chartei 
and have paid all taxes, fines and forfeitures, due the said citv

Sec. 12. Be it further emacted, That it shall be the duty o 
the clerk of the council to open a list for the registration 
voters forty days prior to any election held in- said city fo 
any purpose, which list shall be closed ten days prior to sai 
election. In any election to fill any vacancy in any electiv 
office, the last list so made up may be used. It shall be th 
duty of said clerk upon the personal application of any persoi 
qualified to vote as aforesaid, within the time prescribed f<J 
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list to be kept open, to register the name, age, occupation, 
ward and place of residence of the applicant ; but no person 
shall be entitled to register who has not paid the taxes, fines 
and forfeitures required of him by the laws and ordinances of 
said city, or who has ♦not been a bona fide citizen with a con- 
tinued residence within the corporate limits of said city for 
sixty days immediately preceding the election. The clerk may, 
in any case, administer an oath to the applicant touching his 
ri^ht to be registered. 

Sec. 13. Be it further enacted. That the clerk of council 
shall furnish the managers of election, before opening of the 
polls, a complete list of the aames, age, occupation and resi- oath of 
dence of the persons registered, which said list snail be re-"^^^^^' 
turned to the clerk wthen said elections are over. The presid- 
ing managers of said elections shall be authbrized, when chal- 
lenged, to administer the following oath to any person attempt- 
ing to vote: ''You do solemnly swear that you have resided 
in the corporate limits of the city of Rome, and have been a 
bona fide citizen of said city, for sixty days immediately pre- 
ceding this election ; that you have been registered in the time 
prescribed by the charter of said city, and that you are quali- 
fied to vote for members of the General Assembly of Georgia, 
and that you have paid all the taxes, fines and forfeitures due 
the city which have been required of you; so help you God.'' 

Sec: 14. Be it further exacted, That any person voting at 
any such election, who is not qualified to vote, shall be guilty iuesraiiy. 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction before the Superior or 
city court of Floyd county, shall be punished by fine or impris- 
onment, or both, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 15. Be it further enacted, That the persons authorized 
to hold elections uader this charter are Ordinaries, justices of manasrers. 
the peace, and freeholders. There must be three nuanagers at 
each voting place, to be named by the mayor and council. 
Persons Who cannot read and write shall not be competent to 
serve as managers.

Sec. 16. Be it further enacted, Iteit before proceeding with 
election, each manager must take and subscribe to the follow- 
ing oath : ** All and each of us do solemnly swear that we wil] 
faithfully superintend this day's election; that we are Ordina- 
ries, justices of the peace or freeholders, (as the case may be) ; 
that we will make a just and true return thereof, and not 
knowingly permit anyone to vote, unless we believe he is enti- 
tled to do so according to the provisions of this charter and 
the laws of this State, nor knowingly prohibit anyone from 
voting who is entitled by law, and will not divulge for whom 
any vote was cast, u»nless called on under the law to do so ; so 
help me God." (

Sec. 17. Be it further enacted, That said oath shall be taken 
before some oflScer qualified to administer an oath, if present, 
and if none such are on the spot and acting at the time re- 
quired, then said mangers may swear each other, and the oath 
shall be of the same effect as if taken before a qualified officer.

Sec. 18. Be it further enacted, That the place or places of 
holding said electioins shall be selected and fixed by the mayor 
and council and advertised in the newspapers in said city i»n 
which the city printing is done at least ten days prior to the 
date of said election ; that the time for keeping open the polls 
of said elections is from spven o'clock a. m. to six o'clock 
p. m. 



Sec. 19. Be it further enacted, That all votes snail be by 
List of voters. baUot ; there shall be kept by the managers, or by three clerks, 
three lists of the names of voters, which shall be numbered in 
the order of their voting, and also three tally sheets at each 
voting place. As each ballot is received the number of the vote 
on the list shall be marked on his ballot before being depos- 
ited in the box, and when any vote is challenged and sworn, 
it shall be so written opposite his name on the list and also on 
his ballot. 
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Sec. 20. Be it further enacted, Tliat the ina»nagers may 
begin to oount the votes at any time in their discretion, but 
they shall not do so until the polls are closed, if a candidate, 
in person or by written authority, objects. When the votes 
all counted out, there must be a certijScate signed by all the eiectkS!^** ^^ 
nianagers, stating the number of votes eacih person voted for 
received, which certificate shall be placed in an envelope and 
sealed with the names of the nmnagers across the seals thereof, 
and addressed to the mayor and council of the city of Rome 
and delivered by one of said managers to said mayor an4 coun- 
cil at a meeting to be held at the city hall at ten o'clock on tte 
morning after said election, and it shall be the duty of said 
mayor and council to declare the result of said election. Bach 
list of voters «and tally sheet miust have plaeed thereon the 
signatures of the managers and returned with siaid certificate 
of the result of the election. 

Sec. 21. Be it further enacted, That the ballots shall not be 
examined by the managers or bystanders, but shall be carefully 
sealed in a strong envelope or box, with the namjes of the ^^^^jtion of 
managers across the seals thereof, amd delivered to the clerk Of 
the council at the same time they miake return of the election, 
by whom they shall be kept unopened and unaltered for sixty 
days, after which time if there is not a contest begun about 
said election, the said ballots shall be destroyed by said clerk, 
without examining the same himself or permitting others to do 
so. And if the clerk shall violate this Section, he shall, upon 
conviction, be punished las- if for misdemeanor. 

Sec. 22. Be it further enacted, That the vote on any resolu- 
tion or ordinance having for its object the increase of indebt- 
edness of the city, the expenditure of its revenue, the sale of 
any part of the public property of the city or the granting of Financial 
a franchise for any public utility of any character shiall be a"**®"^^** 
yea and nay vote, said vote to be recorded on the minutes by 
the clerk. Any councilman shall have the right to call the 
y^as a«nd nays on any question and have the same recorded on 
the minutes. 
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Sec. 23. Bt it further enacted, That a majority ot the coun- 
cilmen shall constitute a quorum, but in all cases a less number 
may adjourn from time to time a>nd compel the attendance of 
the absentees by directing the marsihal or any of the police to 
coundL* ^^ arrest and bring them before the board. Said mayor and coun- 
cil shall have the right to fix the regular meetings at such times 
as they may select, by resolution, and to adopt such rules and 
regulations for the control and guidance of said board as they 
may see fit, with the right to lalter and change the same at amy 
time by a two-thirds vote. 

Sec. 24. Be it further enacted, That the mayor and each 
member of the board of council shall be to all intents and pur- 
poses a justice of the peace so far as to enable thefn or any one 
Mayor and of them to issuc Warrants for offenses committed within the 
oflsSo SsficS jurisdiction of said mayor and council, which warrant shall be 
executed by the Marshal or any policeman, and to commit to 
the jail of the county of Floyd or admit to bail offenders (pro- 
vided the offense is bailable) for their appearance before the 
next Superior Court thereafter for the county of Floyd. And 
it shall be the duty of the jailer of said county to receive all 
such persons so committed and safely keep the same until dis- 
charged by due course of law. 

Sec. 25. Be it further enacted, That it shall not be lawful 
for the mayor or any member of said board of councilmen or 
any officer of said city to be interested either directly or indi- 
rectly in any contract with the city of Rome, or any subordi-

contracts. natc agcncy thereof, having for its object the public improve- 
ment of the city or any part thereof, or the expenditure of its 
money. Any violation of this Section on conviction thereof 
shall be punished as for a misdemeanor under the laws of this 
State. Neither the mayor nor any miember of council nor any

(7) Where suit is filed against the city of Riome, on account 
of injuriee resulting from the use of the streets or sidewalks of 
said city, by any person, firm or corporation, for any purpose 
whatever ; or where such a suit is filed on account of the defec- 
tive condition of the streets or sidewalks of said city, wlhere, 
by law or ordinances, the duty of keeping th'e same in repair 
is imposed upon any pension, firm or corporation; or where 
such 'a suit is filed on account of the defective condition of the 
street or sidewalk of said city, where, by law or or- 
dinance, the duty of repairing said street or side- 
walk, or laying or re-laying the pavement of said street or 
sidewalk, may be imposed upon any persom, firm or corpora-

(37) To license, tax and regulate public hackmen, omciibus 
drivers, carters, cabmen, posters, expressmen, bill posters, and 
all other persons pursuing like oAsupation for pay or hire, and 
to prescribe their compensation a»nd revoke any license. 

(38) To license, tax, regulate, and prohibit all billiard 
rooms, pool rooms, ten-pin alleys or other such alleys, inns, 
taverns, hotels, restaurants, lunch stands, or other places kept 
for public entertainment. 

(39) To regulate and license lumber yards, livery stables, 
and public sales. 

(40) To tax, license and regulate dealers in second-hand 
goods, junk dealens, pawn-brokers, and to forbid persons en- 
gaged in any such business from purchasi»ng or receiving any 
article whatever from minors without the consent of their par- 
ents or guardians.

(44) To preserve peace and good order, prevent vice and 
immorality, quell riots and disperse disorderly assemblages ; tc General 
prevent cruelty to children and to animals; to suppress gam- 
ing and gaming houses and places or houses of ill-fame and 
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assignation houses, or houses kept for any immoral purpose ; 
to prohibit gaming and to destroy any instruments or devices 
of gaming, and to restrain fraudulent practices ; to license, tax, 
regulate, restrain or prohibit all tables, machines, devices or 
places of any kind for sport or games ; to regulate the time and

Street crossiugs at the intersections of public roads, and streets, 
and to keep the same i»n repair and safe condition lor persons 
on foot, in vehicles or otherwise; to require such persons or 
corporations to construct and maintain gates and keep flagmen 
at railroad crossings and to provide protection against injury 
to persons or property from the operation of such railroads, 
trai»ns or cars ; to require any railroad company running a car, 
engine or train of cars, over any street in the night time to 
maintain a street light at such crossings; provided, that the 
city shall not have the right to require such railroad company 
to maintain any different kind of light at such crossings from 
that maintai.ned by the city at other street crossings ; to author- 
ize and require railroads, interurban or street car cbmpanies 
to change the location, grade and crossing of their respective 
railroads, to compel them to lower or raise their tracks so as 
to conform to any grade that may be establisthed by said city: 
to compel persons or corporations owning or operating rail- 
roads to construct and maintain bridges, viaducts, tunnels, and 
approaches thereto, across their respective railroads or rights 
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of way at streets, alleys, crossings, or other public places ; to 
compel railroads, interurban and street car companies to so 
construct and maintain their tracks in the streets and at cross- 
ings as not to interfere with the drainage of streets and alleys, 
a»nd to keep the tracks on grade level with the streets; to re- 
quire railroad, itertirban or street car corporations, or persons 
owning or operating such roads to keep gutters and street 
crossings clean along their right of way ; to prohibit the laying 
of railroad tracks across or upon any street, alley or public 
place without permission first obtained therefor from the 
mayor and council, and to provide for the taking up and re- 
moving of any track so laid without notice, and charge the ex- 
pense thereof against- the offending persons or corporations; 
to require railroad, interurban and street car companies now 
occupying or that shall hereafter occupy with their tracks any 
of the streets, alleys, or other public places of the city, to im- 
prove, in such manner as the mayor and council may direct, 
so much of the streets, alleys or other public places as is occu- 
pied by such tracks and two feet on each side thereof, and in 
case there are two or more, to require such railroad, interurban 
and street car companies to improve also the space between 
such tracks and cause such improvement to be made and assess 
the costs thereof against such railroad, itnterurban and street 
car companies and make such assessments a lien on the prop- 
erty of such company and collect the same in the same manner 
as against other property in said city; to compel persons or 
corporations owning and controlling railroad, interurban or 
street car companies, to keep their depots, stations or other 
places where passengers get on and off the cars, lighted, 
heated, cleaned and kept in good, comfortable condition, and 
in default thereof to provide a punishme»nt for their violation 
of its ordinances in relation thereto, and to compel interurban 
and street car companies or persons operating or controlling 
the same, to use all modern equipments for the safety, com- 
fort and convenience of the public.

der »no circumstances, grant a license to any person, firm or 
corporation to sell or dispense within the corporate limits of 
the city of Rome any spirituous, vinous, malt or intoxicating 
f^o^cants. liquors, or. near beer, or any substitute for or imitation of any 
of said liquors, or near beer, except under the following regu- 
lations ; 

1st. That the State of Georgia shall first grant a license for 
such sale or dispensing. 

2nd. That the person, firm or corporation applying for 
license to sell or dispense such liquors or near be^r, or substi- 
tute for or imitation or same, shall pay to the city of Rome a 
license of one thousand dollars ($1,000) per annum for each 
plac-e of business for such sale or dispensing, which license 
shall »not be transferable nor subject to any rebate for any rea- 
son whatever. 

3rd. That the person, firm or corporation, before beginning 
siaid business, shall enter into a good and solvent bond in the 
sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000), to be approved by the 
bond commissioners of said city, conditioned to obey the laws 
and ordinan-ces of the city of Rome and of the State of Geor- 
gia, regulating the siale or dispensing of such liquors, near beer, 
or any substitute for or imitation of the same.

4th. That any person, firm or corporation violating the laws

or corporation owning, controlling or having an interest in 
any steam railroad, electric, or other street railway, or any 
other property, whether used for private or public purposes, 
and whether such laaids, easements and rights of way or other 
public or private property be occupied by any person, company 
or corporation or not upon payment of damages for the pur- 
pose so taken. A)nd in case the parties at interest cannot 
agree, then the city may proceed to assess the damage as pro- 
vided by the laws of Georgia as set out in Sections 4657 to 
4686 inclusive, of the Code of 1895.

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drawn on the treasurer for the money, to be signed by the 
cl'erk a»nd countersigned by the chairman of said commission, 
specifying to whom paid and for what purpose. The said bond 
commission shall keep minutes of all of its proceedings, acts 
and doings, which must show a record of all warrants drawn 
the date thereof and the amount, in whose- favor drawn, and 
for what purposes.

collect the same, including all costs accrued thereon, and the 
tax receiver shall be entitled to five per cent, of the taxes so 
collected, as his compensation for searching out said delin- 
quents.

coii^tor^of * sage of this Act, it shall be the duty of the clerk of council and 
unpaid taxes, ^j^.^ ^^^ coUcctor to make a full report to the finance commit- 
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tee of council of all taxes due and uncollected on the first half 
of taxes on the first day o'f October in each year, and shall 
•make a full report of all taxes remaining uncollected on the 
first day of January in each year, and on the fins-t Monday in 
March of each year it shall be the duty of said clerk of council 
and tax collector to make a final settlement for the fiscal year 
with said fi»nance committee.

They shall have authority to purchase all necessary 
materials and implements for any and all work to be done, and 
they may sell any of such material or implements as' may ^not 
be needed or as they m-ay deem advisable ; the proceeds of sucai 
sale to be credited to the respective improvement fund to which 
it belongs; they shall have the right to make any and all con- 
tracts necessary or proper for the prosecution and execution ot 
the work 'herein required and provided to be done ; they shall 
keep or cause to be kept separate accounts showing the re- 
ceipts and disbursements for the street improvement depart- 
ment, the sewerage system and waterworks system of the city, 
and shall keep and file vouchers of all expenditures showing 
the items and price in detail. All drafts for money arawn by 
order of the board shall be. signed by the chairman and coun- 
tersigmed by the secretary and shall bear the time, date arid 
number ; shall state distinctly upon what fund the same- was 
drawn ; for what purpose drawn ; to whom payable, and a cor- 
responding record thereof shall be kept by the board. No 
draft against any fund for any department shall be made ex- 
cept when. there is sufficient funds to the credit of the depart- 
ment subject to draft to which the same is chargeable. The 
board sihall, before beginning to pave or macadamizze any 
street, fix and designate the location and position for tele-

Be it further enacted, That each and every appli- 
cant for a public franchise, or renewals of franchise^ to go 
upon, along, through, over or under any of the streets of said 
city, ^hall duly file said application containing the terms and 
stipulations desired, in the office of the clerk of council, which Applications 

for franchises. 

shall be published at the expense of said applicant i«n at lea»t 
one public daily newspaper in said city, immediately after 
filing. Thereupon said mayor and council shall have power 
and .authority to act upon such franchise or special privilege. 
Said applications as fin&lly adopted by said mayor and coun- 
cil, if it is adopted, containing the' full terms and stipulations 
of such applications and grant, shall at once be published, at 
the expense of the applicant, in a public daily oiewspaper 
published in said city, once a w^eek for four weeks. Said 
grant shall not become operative for the period of thirty days 
from the time it is adoi)ted by the mayor and council, within 
which time, upon petitio»n signed by one-third of the regis- 
tered voters at the last general municipal election, said ap- 
l)lication and grant vshall be submitted to the duly qualified 
electors of said city, in the way and manner prescribed for 
holding general city elections, in which the question shall be 
submitted to said electors*, whether they approve or disapprove 
of said proposed grant. In the eveat a majority of the votes 
cast at said election sihall approve said grant, the samie shall 
then become operative and of force. In the event said elec- 
tors shall disapprove said grant, it shall become null and void. 
The expense of siaid election shall be borne by the applicant.

aging any part of the public works of said city ; to create and 
n^aintain a fire department; to give the mayor and couneil 
power to prevent and remove encroaohments upon its streets, 
and to abolish the police eomlmisedon of the city of Rome, and 
to 'amend the Act amending the eharter of the city of Rome ap- 
proved September 25, 1883; to change the bouffidary lines of 
said city and provide for defining the wards thereof, and for 
other purposes. Approved August 11,1908. '^ 

It is the intention of this Act that it shall embody all the 
charter provisions of the city of Rome, except as to general 
powers now conferred by the general law:s of the State, or that 
may hereafter be conferred by the general laws oi the State 
upon all municipal corporations.

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CHAPTER I. 
CORPORATE SEAL. 

115. Corporate Seal. The Corporate Seal for the City of 
Rome shall be a perfect circle, 1 3-4 inches in diameter. Be- 
tween the outer edge aad an inner circle, 1 inch in diameter, 
shall be the words ''City of Rome, Georgia," and in the cen- 
ter of the circle shall be the word ''Seal." 

116. The seal shall remain in the office of Clerk of Council, 
and shall not be affixed to any instrument of writing except 
by order of the Mayor or Clerk of Council. 



CHAPTER II. 
APPEALS. 

117. Appeals to Mayor and Council. Any person bei»ng dis- 
satisfied with the decision of the person presiding at the Record- 
er 's Court, shall have the right of appeal to the Mayor and 
Council, by payment of costs and giving good and sufficient 
security for the eventual condemnation money, which appeal 
shall be entered within four days from the date of the decision 
complained of, and shall operate as a supersedeas of the execu- 
tion or judgment until the disposition of the appeal by the 
Mayor and Council, whic'h said appeal shall be taken up and 
disposed of at the next regular meeting of the Council, unless 
coci tinned for good cause, to be jiulged of by said JMIayor and 
Council. 

118. Writ of certiorari may be applied for. In all cases 
which may be tried and determined in the Recorder's Court or 
by the Mayor and Council on appeal, or by either of them, 
whether of a civil or criminal character, it sh>all and may be 
lawful for any person who may find hinuself aggrieved by such 
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decision to carry the same up to the Superior Court of said 
county by writ of certiorari within thirty days from the date 
of the decision, plainly setting forth the errors alleged to have 
been committed in said trial. And it shall be the duty of the 
Recorder, Councilman or Mayor and Council on appeal, before 
whom the same was tried, to answer said writ of certiorari, ac- 
cording to law, and said writ shall be returnable to the Supe- 
rior Court of Floyd County and there tried as other certioraris ; 
Provided, tihat before said writ of certiorari shall b© sanctioned 
by the Judge of the Superior Court, the party applying for the 
writ shall pay all costs that may have accrued, and give bond 
with good and aufiicient security to the Mayor of said City for 
the paymient of the eventual condemnation money and costs; 
and if it be a criminal matter, for the personal appearance of 
the party before the City Council at its next regular meeting 
after said case shall have been determined by the Superior 
. Court. It is the i#ntention of thisi ordinance that the manner 
of applying for, obtaining and trying the writ of certiorari 
herein provided for, shall be the same as is laid down in the 
Code of Gheorgia and Acts of the General Assembly for apply- 
ing for, obtaining and trying certioraris. 



CHAPTER III. 
AUCTIONS AND AUOTIONEEBS. 

il9. Vendue masters, how licensed. Vendue Masters or 
auctioneers may be licensed by the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil from year to year, on application to the Clerk of Council, 
by paying the annual tax that mjay be prescribed by the Mayor 
and Council, and giving bond for the faithful perfornuaflice of 
their duties as such, and a just and fair accounting to their 
employers. 

119a. Transient persons licensed to auction goods. Tran- 
sient persons may be licensed to auction their own goods, or 
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g^oods entrusted to them by non-resideiiits at such, rates per day 
as the Council may prescribe. 

120. How business of Auctioneers shall be conducted. The 

business of public auctioneers shall be fairly and honorably 
conducted. They shall not cause the streets or sidewalks to be 
obstructed; they shall not expose to sale articles of general 
merchandise upon the streets or sidewalks, nor at the front 
door of their auction rooms. 

121. Penalty. Any one violating any of the provisions of 
this section siball, upon conviction, be fined not more than one 
thousand dollars, imprisoned in the calaboose not exceeding 
six months, or compelled to work upon the streets or oiiher 
public works of the City of Borne not more than six months, 
any one or more, or any part of any one or more of said pun- 
ishmeflits, in the discretion of the officer trying the oflEense. 



CHAPTER IV. 
BAIL. 

122. Appearance bonds, how taken. The Marshal, Deputy 
Marshal, member of police force. Recorder, Mayor or any mem- 
ber of Council, may take bond with security, or without secu- 
rity, at discretion, payable to the Mayor and Council of the 
City of Rome, in the sum of not exceeding five hundred dol- 
lars, for the appearance of any party accused or suspected of 
being guilty of a violation of any ordi«nance or ordinances of 
the City of Rome, to stand to and abide by his or her trial be- 
fore the Recorder's Court; and also of witnesses to testify in 
any case pending or about to be commenced in said Court. 

123. Failure to give bond. If either party or witness shall 
fail or refuse to give the bond and security as required of them, 
or either of them, sucfh person so faili»ng or refusing may be 
confined in the calaboose or common jail of the County of 
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Floyd, or be kept under a guard, so as to be present to abide 
the trial or to testify as the case may be. 

124. Bonds, how forfeited. All bail taken under this ordi- 
nance shall be special bail, and the power of the security over 
the principal, shall be the same as in special bail. Upon the 
failure to appear, of any principal, in any bond or recoo^nizance 
given by a person charged with a violation of any ordinance of 
the City of Rome or by a witness to appear and testify, the pre- 
siding officer shall pass a rule requiriilg the principal and sure- 
ties on suc'h bond to show cause on any day therein named not 
to. be less than ten days from the passage of such rule, why 
they should not be required to pay the amount of such bond. 

125. Service of rule. A copy of said rule sihall be sierved 
upon the pricipal and security or securities, by any officer or 
member of the police force, if to be found in the city, at least 
five days before the time therein set for hearing the same. 

126. Judgment, how entered. If no sufficient cause is 
jfliown, the Recorder or officer presiiding shall proceed to enter 
judgment against such principal and sureties for the amioumt of 
said bond, and the Clerk of Council vShall issue execution for 
the amount of such judgment and place the same in the hands 
of the City Marshal, who shall proceed to collect the same by 
levy and sale as in case of tax executiouK. 

127. Surrender of principal. Any surety upon a bail-bond 
of any person charged with a violation of a city ordinance* may 
surrender his printcipal at any time to the ^Marshal or Deputy 
]\[arshal, who shall confine such principal, until discharged by 
order of the Recorder, or other proper officer, or by giving 
other and good security. The delivery of the principal as afore- 
said shall discharge the surety or sureties of all further liabil- 
ity upon such bo»nd; provided, that such delivery shall be be- 
fore any jiulgmcnt of forfeiture upon said bond shall have been 
entered. 
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CHAPTER V. 
BICYCLES. 

128. Bicycle riding — ^where prohibited. No person shall 
ride on the sidewalks of the city on a bicycle, tricycle, mlotor- 
eycle or other similar veliicle ; and may do so in the streets only 
in a quiet and orderly manner. 

129. Bicycles. No persons shall skate or ride oa sidewalks 
of the city on a bicycle, tricycle or other similar vehicles ; and 
may do so in the streets only in a quiet and orderly mianner. 
It shall be un:lawful for any person to ride any such vehicle 
within the limits of the City of Rome after dark unlessi the 
vehicles used shall be fully equipped with a lig'ht sufficient to 
show the location of said vehicles. A»nd also an alarm bell of 
sufficient strength of sound to warn pedestrians and other trav- 
elers of the approach of the vehicles. 

130. Penalty. Any person violating the provisions of this 
ordin'ance shall, on conviction, be punished as prescribed i»n 
Section 121 of this Code. 



CHAPTER VI. 
BILL POSTERS. 

131. Bill posters must obtain license. Ail persons engaged 
in the business of bill posting in the City of Rome, and all per- 
sons who may come into the city for that purpose a»nd engage 
therein, shall be required to i)ay such registration tax as the 
Mayor and Council shall from year to year determme. And 
persons who engage in such business without registering their 
business and paying such tax and Clerk 'si fee shall be punished 
as prescribed by sectio»n 121 of this Code. 

132. Bill boards. If any one shall erect any bill board or 
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post any bills thereon within the corporate limits of the City 
of Borne, without first obtaining written permission from the 
Mayor so to do, and also paid the license required of him, he 
shall be puni^^hed as presicribed in section 121 of this Code. 

182. Handbills, medicines. No on^ shall throw amy hand- 
bill, posters or any other article whatever for advertising pur- 
poses upon the public streets, lane® or alleys or upon the prem- 
ises of another in the corporate limits of the City of Rome, but 
the same may be delivered in person to occupants of the prem- 
ises. Nor fiihall any one under any circumstances be permitted 
to distribute from house to house for advertisding pui-poses any 
samples of medicines, drugs or other like articles. Provided, 
this ordinance shall not be construed to prevent regular drug- 
gists from distributing samples of medicines and drugs to their 
customers at their places of business. 

134. Shall not post bills on lamp posts, etc. Any bill poster 
or other person or persons who shall paste, paint or plage on 
any lamp post or corner post in said city, or sidewalk curb, or 
telegraph, telephone or electric light poles, or on the bridges, 
or on any building or fence or shade tree in isiaid city, any hand- 
bills, pictures or advertisements, sfhall, on coniviction, be pun- 
ished as prescribed by section 121 of this Code. 

136. Indecent pictures, etc., shall not be posted. No person 
shall exhibit, expose or paste upon any fence, building, wall, 
post, bill-board or other place in the City of Rome, and expose to 
public view, any representation, picture, design or advertise- 
ment of any description of an indecent, immoral or imimodest 
character, calculated to debauch the public or shock the secise 
of decency or propriety. Any one violating this section shall 
be punished a8 is prescribed in section 121 of this Code. 
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CHAPTER VII. 
BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 

136. Clerks shall keep record of births. The Clerk of Coiwi- 
oil shall keep in his office a book for the retgistration of all 
births occuring in the City of Rome. 

137. Physicians must report births. All physicians and 
midwives practicing in the City of Rome shall miake a monthly 
report to the City Clerk of all births in the City of Rome occur- 
ring in their practice, stating names of parents, sex, and color 
of child. The Clerk shall furnish to said physicians and mid- 
wives blanks for said report. 

138. Books to be kept for registration of deaths. The 
Board of Health shall cause to be kept, at some convenient 
place, a book for the registration of all deaths, as' hereinafter 
provided, occuring in the City of Rome. 

139. Physicians miust furnish certificates of deaths. In all 

cases of death, occurring in the City of Rome, the attending 
physician shall give a certificate, according to a blank form 
prescribed and furnished by the Board of Health, statmg name, 
age, sex, color, nativity, occupation, condition, (married, single, 
or widowed), residence, and date, and cause of death of such 
deceased person, to the family, or person in charge of the dead 
body, and, in case of sudden death, or any death where there 
is no attending physician, the City Physician when requested, 
shall, after satisfactory investigation, or any other physician 
who has investigated the facts may, when applied to, give such 
certificate ; and the Coroner, or other officer acting in his place, 
may likewise give such certificate, m cases coming under his 
notice. If any person authorized to issue such certificate can- 
not state the cause of death, he must certify tJhat it is unknown. 
This certificate must be filed at the office of the Clerk of Oouu- 
eil. 

140. Permit for burial or removal issued on certificate. 
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When such certificate is presented to the Boaj'd of Healtt, or 
to the pereson designated by them, a permit shall be issued 
for the burial or removal of isiuch deceased person, and the cer- 
tificate shall be filed and the facts therein set forth shall be 
duly recorded, amd the fact of the issue of such a permit shiall 
be reported to the Mayor and Council stating whether minor or 
adult. 

141. Provisians. as to non-residents. If the body of any 
person who has died within the limits of the City of Rome, 
shall be brougiht into the thiis city for burial, a certififieate in 
due form shall be presented, and a permit shall be issued as 
provided in cases of persons who die within the city, but the 
record shall show that such person is a non-resident, and the 
death i^all not be charged to the mortality of the city, unlasis 
said deceased person shall be a resident of this city, death 
having oceurred during a temporary absence only from home. 

142. No burial or removal without permit. No Sexton or 
Superintendent, or person in cfharge of any eemetery under the 
jurisdiction of the City of Rome, shall bury in or remove from 
said city the body of a»ny deceased person without first obtain- 
ing such burial permit, and no undertaker or agent of any rail- 
road, or conductor of any railroad train, or agent or employe 
of any express company, or any other person, shall remove the 
body of any deceased person who died in said city, or may have 
been brought irnto said city for burial beyond the limits thereof, 
without a permit from the Board of Health, or from a person 
designated by them. 

143. Penalty. Any person, whose duty it is to report a 
birth or death and the cause of a death ,under the foregoing 
sections, and who shall fail to do so, or who shall violate any 
other provision of the preceding sections, may be summoned 
to appear or be arrested and taken before the Recorder's Court, 
affid i^all, on conviction, be punished as prescribed in section 
121 of this Code, 
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CHAPTER VIII. ' 

BONDS OP OFFICERS. 

144. Fidelity Companies may be sureties. Any company, 
with a paid-up capital of not less than two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars ($250,000), incorporated and organized under 
the laws of Georgia or any other State of the United States, 
or any foreign State, for the sole purpose of transacting busi- 
ness of fidelity insurance, as surety on or guarantor of bonds of 
persons or corporations, and which shall have complied with 
all requirements of law for license to, and the transaction of 
busi>ness by such companies in Georgia, may, upon proper 
proof thereof and upo*n production of evidence of solvency and 
credit satisfactory to the Mayor and Council of Rome, be ac- 
cepted as surety on, or guarantor of any bond or bomds of any 
person or corporation now or that may be required by a»ny law, 
ordinance, or other regulation in or of said city, to exeicute^ 
boind in lieu of any surety or sureties, security or securities as 
now required by any law, ordinance or regulation aforesaid. 
And such company may bei released from its liability o.n the 
same terms and conditions as are by law prescribed for the re- 
lease of individuals, it being the tme intent and meaning of 
this ordinance to enable corporations' created for that purpose, 
to become the surety on or guaracitor of any land all bonds re- 
quired by the laws, ordinances, or regulations of said City of 
Rome, subject to all the liabilities and rights of private persons 
in respect of any one of such bonds. 

145. Mayor or Councilmen not taken as sureties. No mem- 
ber of the Council, or Mayor, sihall become la surety on the bond 
of a»ny city official, or contractor for city work. 

146. Oflflicers of City may not defend criminals. The Mayor, 
members of the Council, the Recorder, the City Attorney, and 
all other officers of the City of Rome are prohibited from de- 
fending or aiding in the defense of persons charged with the 
violation of the laws and ordinances of said city. 
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147. Officers of City shall not practice law a^fainst it. It 

shall not be laMrful for any person holding a position or office 
under the city government of Rome, to whom a salary or com- 
pensation is paid by said city, to institute or bring as attorney, 
any suit or legal proceedings against said city. Nor shall any 
such person hereafter, during his contiuamce in any suoh posi- 
tion or office, become employed as attorney or counsel in any 
matter or cause adversely to said city. 



CHAPTER IX. 
BRIDGES. 

148. Nuisances or malicious mischief on bridges. No per- 
son shall commit a»ny nuisance or depredation on the bridges of 
the City of Rome, or be guilty of any act of malicious mischief 
thereon, or deface or in anywise injure said bridges. 

149. Street and sidewalk ordinances shall apply to bridges. 

All ordinances on the subject of streets and sidewalks shall be 
of force on the bridges, so far as the same may be applicable, 
and all violations shall be punished as is prescribed in sectian 
121 of this Code. 



CHAPTER X. 
BUILDING PERMITS. 

160. Permit to build in fire limits must be obtained. 

No person, firm or corporation, shall build or erect, within the 
fire limits of the City of Rome, as the same are now or may 
hereafter be established by ordinance, any house or building 
of any kind or character, or otherwise add to, build upon, or 
generally improve, or change any house or building without 
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having first appiled to the Mayor and Council of said city and 
obtained a permit for such purpose. 

161. Description of building or repairs must accompany ap- 
plication. Any persbn, firm, or corporation, making applica- 
tion for a building permit, as above provided, shall accompany 
such application with a description of the buildimg proposed to 
be erected, the materials to be used in the construction, the 
street and number of the lot on which the same is to be placed, 
and suoh'other description of the size, character, proposed use, 
and locality of the building, as the Mayor and Council may in 
their discretion require. If it shall b© deemed necessary, the 
applicant may be required to exhibit to the Mayor a»nd Council 
a plan of the proposed building. If the applicant desires to 
cotfinect the premeises proposed to be improved with the city 
sewers, the application must show how and at what point the 
connection is to be made, and for what purpose the sewer is to 
be used. 

162. Building permits. No building of any kind, where the 
cost exceeds twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, shall be erected i»n 
any part of the City of Rome until after the plans thereof, 
with a statement accompanying such plans telling where and 
upon what street such building is to be erected, have been filed 
by the owenr thereof with the Committea of Fire Dpartment 
and Public Buildings, and their consent and approval of the 
erection of such building obtained. 

(a) Whenever a building pemiit is granted any person to 
construct, to remodel or improve any real estate within the 
corporate limits of the City of Rome, the same shall be done 
under the direction and superi»ntendence of the Building In- 
spector, and the same shall conform to all the requirements 
■and rules of the Southeastern Tariff Association as regard ma- 
terial, construction, plumbing and electric wiring. Should any 
such building not conform to said requirements, the same shall 
be made to do so at the expense of the owner thereof or it may 
be torn down in the discretioai of the Mayor and Council. 
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153. Penalty. Any one violating any of the provisions of 
this chapter shall, on co»nviction, be puniished as is prescribed 
in section 121 of this Code. 

164. Clerk must keep separate book for permits. It shall 
be the duty of the Clerk of Council to keep a separate book for 
such purpose, in which he shall record all such building per- 
mits, with, all the papers in connection therewith; and such 
book shall be properly indexed and numbered. 



CHAPTER XI. 
BUILDINGS AND WALLS— BUILDING INSPECTORS. 

155. Building Inspectors, election of. At the first or subse- 
qiijcnt meeting of . the Mayor and Council in any yeiar, there 
shall be elected a Building Inspector for the City of Rome, who 
shall be a resident citizen of said city. 

156. Ther duties. It shall be the duty of the Building In- 
spector, in connection with the City Engineer (if such an 
officer be elected), to inspect all buildings or w^alls located on 
the various vStreets, lanes or alleys of said city monthly, or 
when they shall be requested by the Mayor, and to report the 
result of such investigation to the Mayor and Council, with a 
recommendation as to the best course to be pursued in refer- 
ence to said buildings or walls. 

157. Dangerous walls. The Mayor and Council, if such 
buildings or walls, or any poi^tion thereof, located orn any 
street, lane or alley, are reported to l)c dangerous by said 
Building Inspectors, or a majority of them, shall thereupon cite 
the owner or agent of said buildings or walls to appear before 
them and show cause why said buildings or walls should not 
be removed or rendered secure ; and upon failure of such owner 
or agernt to show sufficient cause, the said Mayor and Coun<;il, 
in their discretion, may order siaid owner or agent thereof or 
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the owner or agent of the lot upon whieh said building or wall 
may be erected, to have thie same taken down or rendered se- 
cure ; if sudh owner or agent shall fail o rref u»e so to do for the 
period of ten days, tfce Mayor and Council shall proceed to have 
the same taken down or remdered secure at the expense of such 
owner or agent ; such exepense to b collected by execution 
agaknst such owner's or agent's property, to be issued by the 
Clerk of Council and coUeicted ss tax executions are now col- 
lected. 

168. Term of office and compensation. Said Building In- 
spector shall hold his office for the term of two years, unless 
the election be held at a subsequent meeting of the Mayor and 
Council ; in that event, then until the expiration of the terms 
of office of other officers as provided in the Oharter. They shall 
receive such compensation for actual services as the Mayor 
and Council may direct, and shall be subject to removal at any 
time by the Mayor and Couflicil without cause. 



CHAPTER XII. 
OELLABS AND CELLAR DOORS. 

169. Cellar doors. No cellar door shall extend more than 
six feet into any sidewalk, street, or alley, nor be elevated 
above or depressed below the level of such sidewalk, street or 
alley. Cellar doors shall be aways kept in good repair and 
shall be kept closed at all times except when in actual use. In 
no case shall they be kept open at night. 

160. Water must be baled out. All landlords in whose cel- 
lars there is water s^hall fill them up or have them thoroughly 
baled out once a day. 

161. Penalties. For a violation of any of the requirements 
contained in this chapter, the party oflfffending shall, upon con- 
viction, be punished as prescribed in section 121 of tJiis Code. 
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162. Stock. No live stock shall be kept in any cellar that 
is under any house or building in the corporate limits of the 
City of Rome u»nder penalty as prescribed in section 121 of this 
CJode. 



CHAPTER XIII. 
CEMETERIES. 

163. M3rrtle Hill Cemetery. The public cemeteries of the 
City of Rome ^all be known as Myrtle Hill Cemetery, situated 
in the Fifth Ward ; Oakland Cemetery, in the Sixth Ward, and 
Riverside Cemetery, in the First Ward, and no corpse shall 
hereafter be buried within the corporate limits of the city, ex- 
cept in said cemeteries or the Jewish Cemetery in the Fifth 
Ward. 

164. Fine for depredations. No person shall commit a/ny 
depredations on either of the public cemeteries, or Jewish Cem- 
etery, mor mutilate or deface any tombstone or enclosure, or 
break foliage or branches from any of the trees or shurbbery ; 
and any person violating any of the provisions of this section 
shall be fined not exceeding one hundred dollars or imprisoned 
not longer than thirty days, in the discretion of the court. 

165. Mayor shall appoint Cemetery Committee. The Mayor 
shall appoint a Cemetery Committee at the first annual meeting 
of the Council, consisting of three members of the Council, who 
shall hold their ofiice for the space of twelve months, which 
committee shall exercise a general supervising power oveir the 
cemeteries belonging to the city, and make provisiocis for keep- 
ing said cemeteries and the lots therein in good repair, and in 
the performance of their duty as such comimittee, they shall be 
subject to the provisions of these ordinances and to the order 
of the Mayor and Council. 

166. Who entitled to lota. Persons shall be totitled to pri- 
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vate burial lots by paying to the Clerk of Oouncil the price set 
upon them by the Cemetery Committee. 

167. Clerk shall issue deeds. Any person desiring a private 
lot in said cemetery shall, upon the paymeot of the price of any 
lot, be entitled to the sole privilege of burying thereon, and it 
shall be the duty of the Clerk of Council to issue to the pur- 
chaser of any lot a deed stati«ng the number of the lot, the 
price, and that he has the sole privilege of buryimg thereon, and 
the number of the lot, name of the purchaser, and date of the 
deed shall be entered in a book kept by the Clerk for that pur- 
pose. 

168. Chairman of Cemetery Committee. The Chairman of 
the Cemetery Committee shall be known as the Superintendent 
of Cemeteries. He shall allow no grave to be dug on any lot 
unil such lot is paid for and a deed executed to the same ; and 
the Sexton shall not dig any grave on any lot, nor allow it to 
be dug, until he receives a written order to that effect from the 
Chairman of said Cemetery Committee. 

169. Pauper burials. No appropiration shall be made for 
coffins and other pauper burial expenses unless the same are 
eontr^cted- by the Mayor or Cemetery Committee. 

170. Charges for digging graves. The charges for digging 
graves and interring the dead in the City Cemeteries shall be 
as follows: For digging a grave for an adult body, $4.00; for 
children, $3.00 ; removing adult body, $4.00 ; for children, $3.00. 
When graves are of unusual size in order to admit a vault of 
brick or rock, or when rock is met with in the digging, the»n an 
additional charge shall be nrnde of $2.00 for adult body and 
$1:00 for children. 

171. Sexton must be furnished with ph3^cian's certificate. 

That all persons applying for burial permits shall furnish the 
Sexton with a burial certificate of the last attending physician, 
in which shall be given the date of death and cause. 
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172. Traffic within cemeteries is proMbitecL Any person or 
persons wftio shall sell or offer for sale any article of merchan- 
dise, or any fruit, drink or beverage, or anything of value, 
within the limits of the cemeteries, shall, on conviction, be pun- 
ished as prescribed in sectioffi 121 of this Code. 

173. Burying outside of cemetery. Any person or persons 
wfho shall bury or cause to be buried, any dead persons or per- 
sons in any other place in this city than th« public cemeteries, 
or Jewish Cemetery, without permission of Council, shall, on 
conviction, be punished as prescribed in section 121 of this 
Code. 

174. Sign. A sign or notice shal be placed at one or more 
places in said cemeteries by the Sexton, warning parties against 
the violation of the ordinances contained in this chapter. 

175. Injury to monuments by drippings from trees, etc. 

That whenever any tree, shrub or plant, standing in said ceme- 
teries shall injure any monument or decoration in an adjoining 
lot, by the drip from its leaves or otherwise, on complaint being 
made thereof to the Sexton, it shall be his duty to notify the 
party owning the said tree, shrub or plant, to remove the same, 
and in case he shall refuse or fail to do so, then, and in that 
event, the Sexton shall notify the Mayor and Council of such 
failure, and said Mayor and Council shall thereupon cite the 
owner of said lot to appear before them and show cause why 
said tree, shrub or plant should not be removed ; and upon fail- 
ure of such party to show sufficient causie, the Mayor and Coun- 
cil shall order said tree, shrub or plant removed fromi said lot. 

176. Work on lots. Any person entering said cemeteries 
for the purpose of working on any lot belonging to another 
person, shall fin&t present to the Sexton an order in writing 
from the owner or agent of the owner of said lot, stating it to 
be his wish that the bearer thereof be permitted to work on 
said lot, and such work must not interfere with the walks, dec- 
orations or other general arrangements m any manner, umder 
the supervision of the Sexton. 
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177. Carriages, etc. No person on horseback or having in 
charge any carriage, wagon, dray or other vehicle shall drive 
the sam€ or allow th« same to occupy any wialk or alley prohib- 
ited by the Cemetery Committee. 

178. Colored Persons, prohbitioffi as to, .The Sexton shall 
not bury or allow to be buried any colored persocis upon 
ground set apart for or used for the burial of white persons. 



CHAPTER XIV. 
CITY ATTORNEY. 

179. Election and duties of. There shall be elected when 
other city officers are elected by the Mayor and Council, an 
Attorney for the City of Rome, who shall' have the title of City 
Attorn-ey, whose duty shall be to prepare all lauch cases as may 
come before the Mayor and Council, when required so to do by 
the Mayor, and prosecute the same, and attond to such legal 
business as may be required of him in favor of said city, and 
give counsel in all cases required of him by the officers of said 
city. He ^hall receive a reasonable sialary to be fixed by the 
Mayor and Council next preceding his election, and shall hold 
his office for the term of two years, unless removed for cause 
to be judged of by the Mayor and Council. 



CHAPTER XV. 
CITY CHAIN GANG. 

180. Chain gang organized. A chain gang is hereby or- 
ganized in «and for the Cit yof Rome, which shall work on the 
streets and public works of said city or elsewhere in said city 
as the Mayor and Council nuay direct. 
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181. In charge of Street Overseer. That said chain gang 
shall be in charge of such officer of said city as miay be desig- 
nated by the Mayor and Council and said officer s^hall be Super- 
intendent of said chain gang. 

182. Convicts where conflned. That the convicts compos- 
ing said chain gang shall at night and on Sundays be confined 
at the city calaboose or in the common jail of Fl6yd County or 
at such other place i»n the said city as the Mayor and Council 
may direct. 

183. Becord book to be kept by Street Oversea. That the 
officer in charge of the chain gang shall keep a book with the 
name of each convict turmed over to him from the Recorder's 
Court, also from the city or Superior Courts of said county; 
the time for whioh each convict is sentenced; when received 
and when discharged ; also the number of days worked. And 
said officer shall make a monthly report to the Mayor and 
Council showing the facts above required to be kept on record. 

184. Also by the Clerk. That the Clerk of Council shall 
keep in a book kept for that purpose, a record of all persons 
sentenced to work in the chain gang. Said Clerk of Council 
shall take a receipt from the officer in charge of the chain gang 
showing the time each convict is required to work. 

185. Punishment for escapes. That a»ny convict attempting 
to escape or who does actually escape from said chain gang, 
shall, on conviction before the Recorder's Court, be sentenced 
and required to work in the chain gang for a term not exceed- 
ing three months in addition to working out the remiainder of 
his original sentence. 

186. Convicts req^iired to work. It shall be the duty of the 
Superintendent of the chain gang to use all reasonable means 
to induce any and all cocivicts to work, who may be by the 
authorities of said city sentenced to the city chain gang, and 
in pursuance thereof are put in his charge to work on lie

streets and public works of said city, as a punisliment for the 
violation of the city laws and ordinances. 

187. Corporal punishment by whipping'— authorized when. 

When any such oflPenders shall become unruly, refractory, un- 
manageable, or refuse to work, it shall be the duty of said 
Superintendent to have said offender or offenders removed to a 
private room in the station house or calaboose of the city, and 
there in the presence of the Marshal or Deputy Marshal of 
said city and one other witness, said Superitendent shall ad- 
minister such corporal punishmeint by whipping as in the judg- 
ment of said Superintendent and Marshal or Deputy Marshal 
is reasonable, proper, a*nd the case demands, — in no instance, 
however, shall said punishment by wthipping be extreme or 
cruel. 



CHAPTER XVI. 
CITY ENOINEEB. 

188. Election, salary and ooath. There may be elected by 
the Mayor and Council, at the time of electing other city offi- 
cers, an Engineer for said city, who shall take an oath before 
the Mayor to faithfully and impartially perform the duties of 
his office, and he shall be entitled to recieve such salary as may 
be fixed by the Mayor and Council. 

189. Duties. It shall be the duty of the City Ilngineer to 
survey, lay out and give the grade of streets and sidewalka, 
and the inelination and shape of darinage for the city and the 
form and dimensions necessary to culverts and the thickness 
and strength necessary to all walls that are to be filled with 
earth, a»nd to perform all other duties in his line of business 
that he may be called on to do by the resolution of Council, 
the Board of Public Works, the Street Committee or the 
Building Inspector, and to do all the engineering necessary for 
the city. The Superintendent of Public Works and Chain 
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•Gang Sui>erintendent shall work to his plans and directions, as 
well as those engaged in any work coming under his depart- 
ment, lie shall also survey such lots and j^rounds as he may 
be called on to do by citizens and others, tlicy i>aying the fees 
therefor. Said fees to be turned over to t^he Clerk of Council, 
who shall receipt for same and turai same over to the city treas- 
urer. 

190. Shall give bond. The City Engineer shall give bond 
with good security, for the faithful performance of his duties, 
in such sum as may be prescribed by the Mayor and Council. 



CHAPTER XVIL 
CITY PHYSICIAN. 

191. Election, salary, etc. The Mayor and Council shall 
elect, when other city officers are elected, a City Physician, who 
shall hold his office for the term of two years, unless sooner re- 
moved for cause, to be judged of by the Mayor and Council, 
a»nd who shall receive a reiasonable com5)ensation for his ser- 
vices, to be fixed by the IVDayor and Council next preceding 
his election. 

102. Duties of. It shall be the duty of the City Physician 
to attend to all kinds of practice among the poor, viz. : medical 
and surgical cases, including obstetrics, venereal diseases and 
smallpox. It shall also be his duty to vacci»nate every pauper 
child in the city, and keep a fresh supply of fresh and pure 
vaccine matter on hand at all times. And he shall perform such 
other duties as may be required of him by the Mayor and 
Council. 

193. Supervision by Relief Committee. The Relief Commit- 
tee shall have supervision over the City Physician, and see that 
he performs his duties faithfully. In case of neglect of duty, 
they shall report the case to the !Mayor and Council, and if, 
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after due inveetigation, the Physicia«n be found guilty, he shall 
be reprimanded, fined or dismissed from office, at the discretion 
of the City Council. 



CHAPTER XVIII. 
CITY TBEASTTBEB. 

194. Oath and bond of City Treasurer. The City Treasurer, 
before he enters on the duties of his office, shall take and sub- 
scribe the usual oath, and shall give bond, with good and suffi- 
cient securities, in sjme indemnity security compa»ny ap- 
proved by the bond commissioners, in such sum, and receive 
for his services such compensation per annum, as shall be fixed 
by the Mayor and Council before his election, by resolution, 
payable quarterly, which compensatipn shall mot be changed 
during his term of office, and shall do all such service® in his 
department as may be pointed out in the Charter and ordi- 
nances of said city. 

196. Duties of. The Treasurer shall keep a correct book of 
entry of all sums of money he may receive and pay out, and 
shall furnish tftie Mayor and Council with a detailed report of 
all recipts acid expenditures, and the different funds out of 
which, and orders upon which, money has been paid out by 
him, and all the different sources through wfhich he has received 
money. This report he shall submit to the Council every three 
months, and his books shall at all times be subject to the in- 
spection of the Committee on Finance, and su<;h other persons 
as the Mayor and Cou»ncil shall authorize to make such inspec- 
tion. He shall pay out no money except upon orders passed 
by the Mayor and Council, drawn up and signed by the Clerk 
and countersigned by the Mayor or Mayor pro tern., and 
specifying on their face on what fu»nd drawn, as prescribed in 
the Charter; provided, that the city's bonds and coupons may 
be paid upon the order of the Bond Commission out of any 
funds the Treasurer may have on hand for that purpose.

CHAPTER XIX. 
GLEBK OF COUNCIL, TAX BECEIVEB AND COLLECTOR. 

196. Oath and bond. The Clerk of the City Council of 
Rome shall, before he neters on the duties of his office, take 
a»nd subscribe an oath to faithfully discharge the duties of his 
office, and shall give bond with good security in sudh sum as 
may be prescribed by the Mayor and Council. 

197. Duties of. The Clerk shall attend all meetings of 
Council and keep a correct record of the proceedings of the 
same; issue all licenses, summons, processes, subpoenas and 
executions, and shall have the custody of all records, papers 
and books belonging to the Council, and shall pay all moneys 
received by him to the City Treasurer, at least once a week. 

198. Books to be kept by Clerk. The Clerk shall keep the 
following books and accounts: 

1. A book of neat and accurate minutes. 

2. A book for recording franchises. 

3. A book for recording buildinig permits. 

4. A book for recording all licenses issued. 

5. An ordinance book. 

6. A book of registratioin of voters. , 

7. A book of charges in which all cash items sball be en- 
tered as coming into the hands of said Clerk ; also a.n ac- 
count of all moneys paid to the City Treasurer. 

8. A check book which shall contain a margin, showing 
the number, amount, date, for w*hat purpose ordered, and to 
whom granted in each case. 

9. A cemetery book in which he shall register all cemetery 
lots by inumber and valuation as given him by the Cemetery 
Committee and all sales of lots made by him, with date and 
name of purdhaser. 

10. A book in w<hich he shall register the names and places

of business and date of license of each person, firm, company 
or corporation doing or carrying on any business, calling, trade 
or profession in said city. 

11. A book for the registration of all births occurring in 
the City of Borne. 

12. An annual Tax Digest as hereinafter provided by ordi- 
nance. 

199. Salary. The Clerk of Council shall receive for his ser- 
vices a salary per annum, to be fixed by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil, prior to his election, and shall do and perform all such du- 
ties as are now or may hereafter be required by the Charter, 
laws and ordinances of the City of Rome. 

200. Clerk shall receive no fees. In addition to his salary, 
the Clerk ^hall be entitled to no fees, but such fees as may be 
taxed by virtue of his office shall be turned over to the City 
Treasurer when collected. 

201. Tax Receiver. The Clerk shall also perform the duties 
of Tax Collector. 

202. Pee Bill. The following fee bill shall be in force in 
said city: 

For ea^h summons to parties accused .$ .75 

For each subpoena for witness 15 

For each judgment of Recorder, Mayor, M^yor pro tem. 

or three members of Council 75 

For entering an appeal 1.25 

For each bond on appeal 1.00 

For each fi. fa., ca. sa., etc 50 

For each 100 wordsi in answers in certiorari 15 

For each warrant 1.50 

Said fees shall be taxed as costs in Recorder ^s Court, and 
same collected and paid to Clerk of Council and by him turned 
into the treasury. 
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203. Tax Receiver, his duties and compensation. The office 
of Tax Receiver, as a separate office, is hereby established ; the 
duties of such Tax Receiver are as set out in the Charter of the 
City. 

(a) The compensation of said Tax Receiver shall be as fol- 
lows : 

(b) Two per cent, of the tax upo»n all personal property re- 
turned to said Tax Receiver for taxation prior to the date fixed 
in the Charter and ordinances of said city as the last day for 
said returns to be made. 

(c) Five per cent, of the tax upon all property, both real 
and personal, given in after such date or returned by said Tax 
Receiver to the Assessors, the same to be added to the rate 
fixed by Council as the per cent, to be paid by the tax-payer, 
and to be collected from said deliaquent tax-payer by the City 
Tax Collector and by him turned over to said Tax Receiver. 



CHAPTER XX. 
. COMMITTEES OF COUNCIL. 

204. Appointment of Committees. The Mayor shall ap- 
point, from the members of Council, the following standing 
committees for preparing and considering of business for the 
action of Council, to wftiom may be referred such business as 
Council may d^eem appropriate, viz.: 

Committee on Finance. 

Committee on Ordinances. 

Committee on Streets, Sidewalks and Street Railroads. 

Committee on Electric and Gas Lights. 

Committee on Relief. 

Committee on Fire Department, 
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Conmiittee on Police. 

Committee on Cemetery. 

Committee on Publie Buildings and Grounds. 

Committee on Public Schools. 

Committee on Printing. 

Committee on Water Works. 

Committee on Sewers and -Drains. 

Committee' on Sanitary Affairs or Board of Health. 



CHAPTER XXI. 
COURTS AND TRIALS. 

205. Recorder's Court, when held. The Recorder, or in his 
absence any member of the Council whom the Mayor shall se- 
lect, shall hold a court, at least one day in each week, at reg- 
ular timie and place, for the trial of persons charged with vio- 
lating any of the laws or ordinances of the City of Rome, or 
for holding a court for committing offenders violating any 
State law. ^ 

206. Summons and trial. Any person who is charged with 
an offense against any of the ordinances of the City of Rome 
s-hall be informed by summons in writing served ca him of the 
nature and cause of his accusation ; shall have compulsory pro- 
cess for obtaining witnesses in his behalf; shall have a speedy 
trial; shall be confronted with the witnesses against him and 
have the privilege of cross-examination as in the Superior 
Courts of ijhe State of Georgia. The same rules as to exami- 
nation of witnesses and the evidence adduced as obtain in 
said courts, as far as they are applicable to examining courts, 
shall be applicable to cases before the Recorder s Court and 
before Council. The party accused shall have the privilege of 
defending himself, by counsel or by himself, or both, as to him 
^all seem proper. No one shall be condem»ned, fined or pun- 
ished without a chance of being heard in his defense. 
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207. Form and execution of summons. It shall be the duty 
of the Clerk in all cases where complaint is made or informa- 
tion given of any violation of the laws or ordinances of said 
city, whether the party be ccofined in the calaboose or not, to 
issue a summons directed to the accused requiring said of- 
fender to appear before the Recorder's Court, or Mayor and 
Council,, on appeal, to answer said charge, which summons 
shall set forth the oflPense, and the time and place of trial, bear 
test in the name of the Recorder or Mayor, be signed officially 
by the Clerk and directed to the Marshal, Deputy Marshal or 
any policeman of said city to be executed, who shall execute 
the same by serving a copy on the accused or leaving it at his 
or her place of residence. 

208. Failure to appear. Any person, summoned as afore- 
said, who shall fail, neglect or refuse to appear or to render a 
satisfactory showing for such failure, neglect or refusal to 
appear and answer the charges specified, may be fined in a 
sum not exceeding fifty dollars, a»nd the cause contiued to such 
time as the Court may direct; and the Court shall issue an 
order requiring the Marsihal or Deputy Marshal, or any police- 
man, to arrest said offender and bring him or her before the 
court to answer said contempt, and it shall be the duty of said 
Marshal, Deputy Marshal or policeman to arrest and keep the 
offender in custody u»ntil he is brought before the court, unless 
he gives bond for his appearance as required by law. 



> a. Subpoena for witnesses. Whenever the attendance of 
any witness may be required before the court to establish any 
fact, the Clerk of Council shall issue a subpoeni, directed to 
the witness, stating the time and place of trial acid the parties 
to the case, w^hich shall bear test in the name of the Recorder 
or Mayor and be served as other summons by the Marshal, 
Deputy Marshal or any policeman. 

209. Defaulting witnesses. If any person, so summoned as 
a witness, shall fail, nieglect or refuse to attend said trial, or 
render at the time a sufficient excuse in the judgment of the 
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court, said' defaulting witness shall be liable to a fine of not 
exceeding fifty dollars ; and if said cause shall be continued on 
^account of the witness' absence, the court may issue an at- 
tachment against said witness, requiring him to show cause 
on the day appointed for trial. Why he should not be further 
dealt with for contempt ; and the Marshal or Deputy Marshal 
or any policeman, shall, by virtue of said attachment, arrest 
and confine said perso»n, so as to have him, her or them before 
the court at such time as may be appointed for further hearing 
of the original complaint. 

210. Continuances. Where the ends of justice require it, 
cases may be continued. All continuances shall be addressed 
to the sound legal discretion of the court, u^nder the rules gov- 
erning the Superior Courts of this State, 

211. Plea of guilty in absence of defendant. Any party 
against whom any complaint is lodged or information given, 
may file a plea of guilty under such regulations ana upo»n sueh 
terms as the court may prescribe, and if said party cannot at- 
tend the trial, the court may pass such order o^- sentence in 
the case as if the party were personally present, il the defend- 
ant is consenting thereto. 

212. Practice in Recorder's Court. The city shall have the 
opening and conclusion of each case, unless the defendant in- 
troduces no evidence; then he shall be entitled to the conclu- 
sion. The city shall announce first whether ready for trial, 
and if not rea<Jy shall be held to as strict a showing for a con- 
tinuance as the defendant. The rules of evidence shall be the 
same as i»n the Superior Court, as far as applicable to the case 
on trial. 

213. Rules of construction. The Recorder's Court shall be 
controlled by the rules of the Superior Courts as far as they are 
applicable to such courts and a sound construction of the Char- 
ter and ordinances of the city. 
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214. Penalties. For violations of any ordinance or section 
or an ordinance, for which no particular penalty has been pre- 
scribed, the court may impose, in its discretion, any fine not 
exceeding oae thousand dollars and costs, or imprisonment not 
exceeding six months in the calaboose, or sentence the defend- 
ant to work not exceeding six months on the streets or other 
public works of the city, any one or more or any part of any 
one or more of said punishments in the discretion of the court 
tryi»ng the same. 

215. Persons implicated may be tried. If on the trial of 
any cause before the Recorder's Court, it appears that any 
other person besides the one on trial has violated an ordinance 
of the city, he may then and there be tried, if present, unless 
the case is continued for legal cause. 

216. Contempt of court. Any perso»n who during a sitting 
of court OS session of Council shall be guilty of a contempt of 
court or Council, or refuse to abide by any sentence or order 
of said court or Council, shall be fined in a sum not exceeding 
fifty dollars, or confinement in the calaboose or both i»n the dis- 
cretion of the court or Council. 

217. Collection of fines. The Clerk of Council may issue 
an execution instanter where any fine is imposed by the court 
or Mayor and Council, to be levied upon the goods, chattels, 
lands and tenements of the person or person§^ fined, if the 
sum is not immediately paid, w'hich execution shall bear test in 
the name of the Court or Mayor, and be signed ioffi"cially by the 
Clerk, and directed to the IMars'hal of the City of Rome; or the 
Court may, by order, compel any person fined, who shall fail 
or refuse to pay^ the fine, to work on the streets or public w^orks 
of said city, or in the chain gang for a term not exceeding six 
months, or to be imprisoned for not exceeding six months. 
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CHAPTER XXII. 
COWS, HOaS AND OTHER CATTLE. 

218. Cattle on streets shall be impounded. Every cow, or 
cattle of any description, foiKid at large upon the streets of 
Rome, either in the night or day time, shall be taken up by the 
Marshal, Deputy Marshal, or policemen, and impounded in the 
city pound, and the cost of ke'cping the same shall not be more 
than thirty cents per day ; provided, that the said cows, or cat- 
tle, shall not be deemed at large w'hen driven through the 
streets to and from pastures or beyond the corporate limits, 
but said cows or cattle must always be in the custody of some 
competent person. 

220. Hogs prohibited in City limits, when. No hogs shall 
be permitted to be kept within the corporate limits of the City 
of Rome, nor shall any hog be kept outside the corporate lim- 
its of the city within 200 yards of any occupied dwelling that 
is within the City of Rome under penalty as prescribed in sec- 
tion 121 of this Code. 

221. Impounding cattle and live stock. Whenever the po- 
lice force shall find any hog, goat, horse, mule, cow or any 
other live stock running at large within the corporate limits of 
the City of Rome it shall be their duty to take up and impound 
such stock in the City Pound and after ten days' notice in 
four of the most public places in the city sell the same at the 
pl^ce in which they are confined at public outcry to the hig'h- 
est bidder. Provided, that the owmters of said hog, goat, horse, 
mule, cow or other live stock shall be entitled to me same by 
proving the property and paying the sum of three dollars per 
head and all expenses before sale. Provided, further, that the 
Mayor may, in his discretion, remit the payment of said three 
dollars. 

222 Fees for impounding stock. The fees for impounding 
stock shall be: For cows, oxen, horses and mules two ($2.00) 
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doUazs each.; for yearling sbeep, goats and liogs one ($1.00) 
dollar each. 

223. Proceeds of sale, how disposed of. Whenever any sale 
made by virtue of this ordinance shall produce a sum exceed- 
ing the fine and costs as aforesaid, the excess or surplus shall 
be deposited to the credit of the Mayor and Council, to be 
given to the o\yner of the property sio sold, upon the same being 
demanded, and satisfactory proof being adduced to the Mayor 
. of said city as to his ownership. 



CHAPTER XXIII. 
CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

224. Cruelty to animals punished. It shall not be lawful 
for any person to overload any animal or animals of burden 
used within the corporate limits of the City of Rome, for the 
transportation of persons, goods, wares and merchandise, or to 
use, work or employ, in any manner, any bruised, maimed, 
sick or lame beast of burden, or to cruelly beat bruise, ill-use 
or in amy manner whatsoever torture such beast or beasts. Any 
one violating any provision of this section shall, on conviction, 
be punished as prescribed in section 121 of this Code. 



CHAPTER XXIV. 
DRAINAGE. 

225. Lots, sinks and cellars. All lots, sinks and cellars, 
within the corporate limits, shall by their owners a»nd occu- 
pants, be kept in such condition as not to allow any water to 
stagnate, or otherwise become unhealthy or offensive, or any 
other nuisance to exist thereon; and upon convictioci of a vio- 
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lation of this ordinance, such owners or occupants may be 
fined not exceeding ten dollars or imprisoned not exceeding 
tea days 'for each day such nuisance exists after the notice 
hereinafter provided for has been served. 

226. Abatement of nuisances. The Marshal or Deputy 
Marshal shall, by order of the Recorder, give said owners or 
occupants written notice of the existence of such nuisances, 
and after three days from the time of said notice shall proceed ^ 
to abate the nuisance by draining said lots amd cellars, or other- 
wise, as may be necessary, when so ordered by the Becorder. 
And the Clerk of Council shall issue executions for the costs 
of such abatement against such o^vners or occupants, and the 
lot on wjhich nuisance may exist. 

227. Filth from privies. It shall be unlawful for a«ny per- 
son to convey, discharge or deposit the filth of his privy, or 
allow the same to be done, upon the streets of the city or the 
property of another person or into any well or sink, or open 
drain or sewer ; but it may be discharged by any private sewer 
into any public sewer discharging into running water. 

228. Dry wells porhibited. It shall be unlawful for any 
owner of real estate, in the City of Rome, to have or permit any 
dry well, or wiell that is not in use, to be and remain on his or 
her lot or lots. But same shall be, by such owner, filled up 
with earth, level with the surface of the surrounding ground, 
within ten days after having been notified by the Marshal or 
his Deputy so to do. Any person violating this ordinance may 
be fined not exceeding ten dollars, or be imprisoned not exceed- 
ing twenty days in the calaboose, for every day such nuisance 
so committed continues. And the nuisance, if ciot abated by 
the offender, shall be abated by the Marshal at the offender's 
expense, when so ordered by the Recorder. 

229. Damming up water on lots or streets, prohibited. Any 

person who shall, by the erection of a dam, or obstruction of 
any kind, prevent the natural flow of water, a»nd cause the

same to be dammed up or collected in pools upon any lots in 
this city, or any street or alley, or shall cause to be done any 
work the effect of which will be to cause any such damming 
up or collection in a pool or pools, shall, upon conviction, be 
fined in a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars and costs, 
or be imprisoned not to exceed thirty days, or either, or both, 
in the discretion of the Court, for each day such obstruction 
shall remain, or such work shall be carried on. Provided, that 
the above shall not prevent owners, or others, from filling up 
lotsi as they may desire if sufficient drainage or surfaceage is 
provided through or across the same for such natural flow; 
and, provided, that the above shall not prevent the changing of 
the grade of any street as may be for the public interest. 



CHAPTER XXV. 
DRAYS AND OTHER VEHICLES. 

230. License to be obtained. Any person having or using 
a dray, hack, wagon or other vehicle in the City of Rome, 
drawn by a horse or horses, or other animal or animals, for 
transporting persons, goods, wares or merchandise, or any 
other thing or things, to or from the depots or other place or 
places in said city for hire (excepting those who haul wood or 
produce into the said city), shall first apply to the Clerk of 
Council, which application shall be accompanied with a certifi- 
cate signed by two reputatble citizens of said city, showing the 
applicant's good character, and give a bond i»n the sum of one 
hundred dollars, with good security, to be approv^e<l by the 
Clerk of Council, for the proper care and safe delivery of all 
goods entrusted to such persons or his agent, and obtain a li- 
cense, for which he shall pay such sum as may be prescribed by 
the Mayor and Council. 

231. Penalty for failure to obtain license. Any persoci Who 
shall transport, haul, or dray for hire (except in the cases speci- 
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fied in the perceding section) without having first obtained a 
license as prescribed, in the perceding section, shall, on convic- 
tion, be pu'nis-hed as is prescribed in section 121 of this Code. 



Penalty for refusing to haul. Any person having and 
using a licensed dray or other vehicle, who ^hall, through ill 
will or'obsttinacy, or without sufficient cause, refuste' to dray, 
haul or carry when money is tendered, when requested by any 
person, shall ,on conviction, be punished as is prescribed in 
section 121 of this Code, and may have his license revoked. 



Rates of charges. N'O person having or using a li- 
censed dray or hack shall c'harge or eoUect more than the fol- 
lowing rates, to-wit: 

Each passenger, twenty- five cents; merchandise, per thou- 
sand pounds, twe»:ity-five cents; cotton, per bale, twenty-five 
cents; lumber, per load, eight hundred feet, one dollar; furni- 
ture, per load, one dollar; molasses, per hogshead, fifty cents; 
sigle packages, per hundred pounds, ten cents ; parts of loads 
in proportion, unless special agreemjut is first made and entered 
into by both parties, then any amount may be charged that is 
agreed upon for such service. 

234. Refusal to pay hire. Any person procuring the ser- 
vices of a drayman and dray, hackman and hack, or other vehi- 
cle, and having become liable to pay for the same as above 
specified, wiho shall fail or refuse so to do, or any drayman or 
hackman or any other person having control of a dray, hack or 
other vehicle, w<ho shall charge or receive more thaa the before 
stated rates for drayage (unless otherwise agreed on) shall, 
upon conviction, be punished as is prescribed in section 121 of 
this Code. 

235. Driving in a boisterous manner. No driver of such 
vehicle, or any drayman, shall drive in a rude, boisterous, dis- 
orderly, dangerous or hurtful man»ner, or in such mianner as to 
put any person in fear of bodily hurt, or shall cause bodily hurt 
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or damage to the property of any person ; and any person vio- 
lating this ordinance shall, on conviction, be punished as is pre- 
scribed i»n section 121 of this Code. 

236. Standing in streets prohibited. Any drayman or 
driver of any other licensed vehicle or of any other vehicle who 
shall allow his dray, vehicle or team to stand in a public street 
(except as is directed by the Marshal) or whose team runs away 
through carelessness or neglect shall, on conviction, be pun- 
ished as is prescribed in section 121 of this Code. 

237. Hacks and drays. If any person shall drive or work 
any animal to any public hack or dray within the corporate 
limits of the City of Rome, while said animal is sick, crippled 
or disabled or shall be too poor and feeble for such work, or 
if any person shall use any public hack or dray that is un- 
sightly or in need or repair, or if any person shall overload, 
overdrive or overwork a»ny animal or shall neglect to provide 
proper food, water and shelter for said animal he shall, on con- 
viction, be punished as is prescribed in section 121, and he 
shall forfeit his license, and no license shall be granted him for 
such purpose for the space of twelve nuonths. 

238. Hacks and drays shall be numbered. Each hack a>nd 
dray license shall have a number thereon, and the drayman or 
owner shall keep that number on his dray or hack, and for fail- 
ure so to do shall be punished as prescribed in section 121 of 
this Code. 

239. Schedule of charges for hackmen. It shall not be law- 
ful for any perso»n or persons engaged in driving a hack within 
the limits of this city to charge for one trip more than the fol- 
lowing^ prices, to-wit: For one-horse vehicle, twenty-five 
GL'Ttts. en eh person; for two-horse vehicle, fifty cents, each per- 
son; provided, that double the price herein named may be 
charged between 10 o'clock P. M. and 5 o'clock A. M. if first 
agreed upon by the parties. 
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240. Penalty. Any person or persons violating the provis- 
ions of the preceding section shall, on conviction,, be punished 
as is prescribed in Section J.21 of this Code. 

241. Failure to pay hack hire, penalty for. Any person or 
persons engaging or using a hack in this city, not intending to 
pay for the same at the time such hack is engaged, but with 
intent to defraud the owner or driver of such hack out of the 
value of the use thereof (and every employment of such hack 
shall be held to be for cash unless time is contracted for when 
the engagement is made) and shall fail or refuse to pay such 
driver his lawful hire at the end of the trip or time for whi<jh 
such employment was made shall, upon co»nvictian, be pun- 
ished as is prescribed in section 121 of this Code. 

242. Hacks shall be furnished with lamps with numbers 
thereon. All persons owning or controlling hacks in the city 
shall keep upon said hacks suitable lamps with the number of 
said hack painted thereon, and sihall keep said lamps lig'hted 
at »night. Any person violating this ordinance shall, on convic- 
tion, be punished as is prescribed in section 121 of this Code. 

243. Hack licenses not granted to persons under eighteen 
years of age. Hereafter no license shall be granted to run a 
hack upon the streets of the city to any person unde reightee^n 
years of age, nor shall any hack be left, by any person owning 
or controlling the same, in control of a person under fifteen 
years of age; nor shall any such person refuse to haul a pas- 
senger when not otherwise engaged under the penalty pro- 
vided in section 121 of this Code. 

244. Hackmen shall not occupy sidewalk for soliciting. Any 

driver or person in charge of any hack or public vehicle, who 
shall leave his hack for the purpose of soliciting patronage, 
shall »not approach nearer than the curbstone of the sidewalk, 
and shall remain immediately opposite his hack or vehicle. 
And a violation of this ordinance shall be punished as is pre- 
scribed in section 121 of this Code.

CHAPTER XXVI. 
DRUMMERS. 

246. Drummers obstructing platforms, etc. Any drummer 
or other person representing hotels or boarding houses, in the 
city, who shall obstruct in any maciner the railroad platform on 
the arrival or departure of trains, whereby passengers or rail- 
road officers are hindered or annoyed ; and any drummer who 
shall fail to wear a card designating the house he represents, 
or wiho shall be guilty of boisterousi or annoying conduct, 
shall, upo'n conviction of violating this section, be punished as 
is prescribed in section 121 of this Code. 



CHAPTER XXVII. 
ELECTRIC WIRES. 

247. City Electrician shall be elected. The Mayor and 
Council may elect, when other city officers are elected, a City 
Electrician, who shall hold his office for the terai of two years 
or until his successor is elected and qualified. He shall receive 
a reasonable salary to be fixed by the Mayor and Council be- 
fore his election, and shall take and subscribe to the oath pre- 
scribed for other city officers. He shall be subject to removal 
at any time by the Mayor aad Council without' cause. 

248. Duties of. It shall be his duty to keep in proper run- 
ning order and repair, the Fire Alarm System of the city. It 
shall also be his duty to attend to and perform all other duties 
prescribed by the ordinances of the city for said City Electri- 
cian. 

249. Permits for setting poles, how granted. No poles shall 
be set in the City of Rome unless applications for permits to 
set poles are first made to the jMayor and Council a>nd accom- 
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panied by a plan indicating the proposed location of siame and 
such plan is approved by the Mayor and Council and City 
Electrician and committee having such matters in charge. 

250. Alleys preferred for erection of poles. No telephone, 
telegraph, electric light or power poles or other supi)orts where 
it is practicable to pe^netrate any district or supply the occu- 
pants of any one square by erecting such poles or supports in 
the alley-ways or back streets, shall be placed upon any main 
street or thoroughfare. 

251. Only one side of street used for main line. The poles 
of a main line on any street must be confined to one side of the 
street, unless a special permit to the contrary be granted, and 
poles of sufficient size and height shall be used as to admit of 
all telephone and alarm wires being placed on the same poles. 
The city reserves the right to place fire-alarm wires on all poles 
erected on her streets, alley-ways or public places, without 
cost. 

252. Power wires to be separated from other wires. All 

poles carrying telegraph or electric light and power wires must 
be placed, whenever possible, on the opposite side of the street 
from telephone and alarm wires, or under ground. 

253: Roofs, tc., must not be used without owner s consent. 
Roofs or other parts' of buildings must not be used in the sup- 
port of wires without the consent of the owners therepf prop- 
erly certified to the City Electrician and Street Committee. 

254. Insulated supports required, and wires to be well in- 
sulated. All electric light and power wires must be fastened 
to insulated supports by insulated tie-wires ; all tie-wires must 
have an insulation equal to that of the conducting wire. Wires 
must be tightly stretched, and never allowed to sag to such an 
extent as to be capable of coming in contact with each other, 
with signs or other neighboring objects. 
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255. Kinds of insulators, etc., required. In running along 
walls all wires sfhall be rigidly attached to the same by non- 
conducting fastenings, and shall not hang from projecting in- 
sulators in loose loops. All arc light wiresi shall be placed at 
not less than one foot, and all incandescent , wires at not less 
than six inches apart, and whenever they approach any con- 
ducting body capable of furnishing a ground connection, they 
must be rigidly secured and separated from the same by some 
approved non-conductor. The use of porcelain knobs as insu- 
lators on the outside of buildings is prohibited, except in dry 
places, w!hen an approved special i.nsulator must be used on the 
wires. Wires must not be so placed as to render it easily pos- 
sible for water to form a cross connection between them. 

256. Quard irons and wires. Where angles occur in the 
line, subjecting the supports to increased strain, guard irons 
must be placed at the outer ends of cross-arms. Guard wires 
must also be placed wOierever their presence would prevent tel- 
ephone, telegraph or other wires from coming into accidental 
contact with electric light, powder and trolley wires for electric 
street railways. 

257. Second company to pay expense of raising wires, when. 

WTierever it is necessary for any electric light, power or trol- 
ley wires to "be run under telegraph, fire-alarm or telephone 
wires, permission shall first be granted to do so by the Mayor 
and Council upon such terms as may seem just to all parties 
concerned, and it shall be done so that said electric wdres shall 
be not less than five feet above said electric light, power or 
trolley wires, to make them entirely safe; and Whenever any 
tlegraph, fire-alarm or telephone company wish, to stretch 
wires above any electric light, power or trolley wire®, they 
must cross »not less than five feet above said wires. The guard 
wires above each trolley must consist of two wires, not less 
than No. 9 gauge, and be tightly strung not less than two feet 
abcWe said trolley wire and twelve inches to each side. 

258. Ground connections must be detecetd and remedied 

All circuits shall be provided with some approved device for 
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declaring or detecting ground con»nections. Tests for grounds 
shall be made at least once each day ; when a ground connec- 
tion occurs, it must be found and remedied without delay. 

259. Poles and supports not in use, must be removed. Loop 
wire poles and other supports no longer i»n use shall be re- 
moved. 

260. Poles to be removed from paved district. All tele- 
phone companies, telegraph companies, electric light compa- 
nies, electric railway companies and all other public utility cor- 
porations and companies doing business in the corporate limits 
of the City of Rome, Georgia, are required to remove all poles, 
respectively, from that portion of the sidewialks and streets 
now paved or hereafter to be paved. Provided, however, that 
all such compa»nies and corporations, as named herein, shall be 
permitted to erect such iron, steel or other metal poles, or 
posts as will meet with the approval of the Board of Public 
Works of the City of Rome, along and upon the paved district 
at such places as may be selected by the Board of Public 
Works, for the purpose of supporting the wires, lamps, &c., as 
may be required and necessary for conveying the electric cur- 
rent. Provided, further, that nothing in this ordinance shall 
be construed as repealing or conflicting with ordinances now 
in effect, or hereafter to be passed, reciuiring the placing under- 
ground of low tension wires within the paved district. 

(a) Should any of said companies or corporations fail or 
refuse to remove all of said poles from within the paved dis- 
trict, then the Superintendcat or Manager, or other person in 
charge of the local office or management of the business of 
said company or corporation, in the City of Rome shall be pun- 
ished for each offense, upon conviction of same, by fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, imprisooment in the city 
prison not exceeding sixty days, any one or more of said pun- 
ishments, in the discretion of the court trying the case. For 

every day that any of said poles are permitted to remain upon 
said paved section or district of the city streets shall be 

deemed a s:eparate offense and so considered and for which 
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pnnis^hement as above stated shall; upon conviction, be in- 
flicted. 

261. Powers reserved to Mayor and Council. In panting 
permits to erect poles for purposes of electric light or power, 
the Mayor a»nd Council reserve the right — if the interest of the 
city so require — to authorize other companies or persons to 
use the same poles for the same purposes, upon the payment 
to the owner thereof of a proper compensation, to be deter- 
mined by agreement. All permits will be subject to this! con- 
dition, and in accepting a permit the applicant binds himself 
according thereto. The same mode of settlemecit or agreement 
applies to telephone, telegraph and other wires. 

262. Metallic circuits required. All currents shall be run 
with metallic circuits, the return wire of each circuit being 
broug^ht to the station on the same route and cross-^arm on 
each pole in ord>er to neutralize the inductive effects, and cre- 
ate as little disturbance as possible an adjacent wires. The 
Electric Light Company shall have permission to trim trees, 
subject to the direction of the Street Committee, whenever nec- 
essary to clear their wires of escape or leakage, to render them 
less dangerous to life. Trees are to be trimlmed with care, and 
only wfhen absolutely necessary. 

263. All privileges suspended for non-compliance with Ordi- 
nance. Any violatioin or refusal on the part of any person 
or company to make such alterations and changes in their pres- 
ent or future construction, as may be demanded in conformity 
to said rules and regulations, shall work immediate suspension 
of all permits held by the company or persons guilty of such 
violation or refusal, and in case of persistent violation of re- 
quirements, and in case of dangerous necessity, the City Elec- 
trician and Street Committee having such matters m charge 
are authorized to instruct a»nd require the police to cut out 
lights or cut out the current in the locality concerned, and to 
enforce the discontinuance of all rights until these require- 
ments are complied with, 
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264. Poles. All telephone and telegraph companies, elec- 
tric light companies, electric power companies, electric rail- 
way companies and all other public utility corporations and 
companies doing business within the corporate limits of the 
City of Rome, are required to remove all poles that are now 
supporting and bearing wires of said steveral above named 
companies and corporations respectively, from that portion of 
Broad street that has been paved, beginning at the intersec- 
tion of Sixth avenue with Broad street a>nd extending to the 
Broad street bridge across the Etowah river. Should any of 
said companies or corporations fail or refuse to remove all of 
said poles from within said district on Broad street, then the 
Superintendent of said company or corporation and person in 
charge of the local office and maoagement of the business of 
said company or corporation in the City of Rome shall be pun- 
ished for each offense, upon conviction of the same, by fine not 
exceeding the sum of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, imprison- 
ment in the City Prison not exceeding sixty days, worked upon 
the streets or other public works of the city not exceeding 
sixty days, any one or more of said punishments in the discre- 
tion of the court trying the same. For every day that any of 
said poles are permitted to remain upon said paved section of 
Broad street shall be deemed a separate and disti.nct offense 
for which punishment as above stated shall, upon conviction, 
be inflicted. 

(a) Provided, however, that all electric light companies 
and all electric railway companies, as aforesaid, shall be per^ 
mitted to erect sudh iron, steel or other metal posts or poles 
as will meet with the approval of the Board of Public Works, 
along and upon the paved district of Broad street at such 
places as may be selected by said Board of Public Works, for 
the purpose of supporting wires and lamps as may be necessary 
for conveying the electric current for the proper running and 
operating of its street cars in said paved district, and as may 
be necessary for the purpose of lighting Broad street in said 
district. 
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(b) No telephone company, telegraph company, electric 
lig'ht company or any other public utility corporation or com- 
pany, operating within the corporate limits of the City of 
Rome any pole or poles that are not sightly a»nd reasonably 
straig'ht, to be judged by the Superintendent of Public Works, 
and said company or corporation shall be required to keep the 
same neatly painted such color as shall be designated by said 
Superintendent of Public Worksi. Should any sudh company or 
corporation or refuse to comply with this last requirement 
after being notified by said Superintendent of Public Works to 
place said poles in proper condition as herein specified, then 
the Superitendent of said company or corporation, and person 
in charge of the local office in the management of the compa- 
ny's business in said City of Rome, shall, upoin conviction, be 
punished by a fine not more than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars 
for each offense, confined in the City Prison not miore than 
sixty days, or worked upon the public streets or other public 
works of the city not more than sixty days; a>ny one or more 
of said punishments in the discretion of the court trying the 
same. 

265. Public corporations. Telegrapih compamies, telephone 
companies, electric light companies, street car companies and 
any other companies or individuals or firms using poles for the 
purpose of tra*nsmitting 'electricity or any other power placed 
on poles, shall be and are hereby compelled when mioving, 
changing or abandoning the same, or replacing same, to take 
up the olS poles entirely, or shall cut the same off at least six 
inclies belo wthe surface of the earth wfhere the same are 
located. 

(a) For the violation of this ordinance the person violating 
the same shall be fined ♦not to exceed one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars, or be subject to work upon the public streets not ex- 
ceeding thirty days, or either or both of them in the discretion 
of the trial court. 

266. Electric wires, poles and underground conduits. Any 

person or corporation transmitting, or causi»ng to be transmit- 
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ted, telephonic or telegraphic messages, by wires, along or 
across any of the streets, alleys or public places hereinafter 
named and otherwise described, shall place such wines under- 
ground in Conduits to be furingihed and laid by such person or 
corporation ibnderneath the street, alley or public place, at 
such location and to such lines and grades as miay be desig- 
nated by the Board of Public Works of the city, through its 
duly authorized officers or agents, and subject to such regula- 
tion as to location, material and workmanship as shall be here- 
after designated or approved by said Board, and to such subse- 
quent change or regulation as public interest may from time 
to time seem to dema»nd. 

(a) The streets contemplated in this ordinance are as fol- 
lows : Broad street from the Etowah river bridge to the south 
line of Sixth avenue; Second avenue from the Oostanaula to 
the Etowah river bridges; from the eastern approach of the 
Etowiah river bridge along East Sixth street to the Southern 
Railway depot property. Also East Pirsft street , from the 
north line of First avenue to the south line of Fourth avenue ; 
also First avenue from the east line of First street to the west 
line of West First street ; Third avenue from the west line of 
East First street to the easit line of Broad street ; Fourth ave- 
nue from the east line of Bast First street to the west line of 
West Second street, and Fifth avenue from the west line of 
Broad street to the Oostanaula river bridge. 

(b) No telephonic or telegraphic wires, pole structure or 
appurtenances shall be permitted above ground upon the 
streets hereinbefore designated, except necessary distributing 
poles, with the usual attachments thereto, including wires to 
the subscriber's stations, on or adjacent to the streets in which 
conduits shall have been laid. 

(c) Distributing posts shall be located only at such places 
as shall be, in the opinion of the Board of Public Wtorks, in- 
dispensable for the proper service to subscribers' stations, and 
the Board of Public Works is hereby authorized and fully 
em,powered to require and regulate the joint usie of any pole 
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by the several public service corporations, when in its judg- 
ment suh use is practicable and for the public good. Provided, 
however, that electric light and power circuits and wires shall 
not be required to occupy the same pole jointly with the low 
tension circuits of the telephone and telegraph companies. All 
materials, arrangement and workmanship for such service 
shall be as prescribed or permitted by the Board of Public 
Works. 

(d) All overhead electric wires for the transmission or dis- 
tribution of electric lig'ht or power, and including main, sec- 
ondary and service wires, together with their supports, attach- 
ments and appurtenances upon, over or across any street, 
alley or public place hereinbefore mentio»ned, shall be subject 
to such arrangement, re-arrangement, control and regulation 
as the Board of Public Works may prescribe or permit, and all 
w'ork and material shall be such as may be allowed. 

(e) Nothing in this ordinance s'hall be construed or consid- 
ered to apply to messenger call Wires and cloek circuits, nor 
to prohibit the use of manholes connecting conduits, but such 
regulations as the Board of Public Works may approve. 

(f ) If at any time any of the streets, alleys or public places 
shall have been paved by or under the authority of the City 
of Rome, and it should become necessary for any person or 
corporation transmitting electric current to remove, repair or 
re-locate any pole, manhole, conduit or other appurtenance, 
whereby the paving shall have been displaced or disturbed, 
such person or corporation s'hall undertake the work only after 
authority therefor has been granted by the Board of Public 
Works, and under its siipervisio»n and direction, and shall at 
his or its expense, promptly renew or replace any paving nec- 
essarily removed or disturbed, in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Board a»nd in the event of his or its failure to 
do so, within the time and in the manner presicribed, the said 
Board of Public Works shall be authorizzed a*nd empowered 
to proceed to make such repairs, and to charge the expense 
thereof to the person or corporation responsible for such eon- 
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dition, and owning or operating such transmission line or ap- 
purtenances. 

(g) Any person or corporation failing or refusing to so 
place such electric wires in underground conduits within said 
streets hereinbefore named, and within the tiinei hereinbefore 
limited or any person or corporation after such time erecting 
or maintainimg any such electric wires, posts, poles or appurte- 
nances for the transmission of electric current upon the streets 
previously designated, except as permitted by this ordinance, 
shall, upon conviction, pay to the City of Rome the sum of 
twenty-five ($25.00) dollars perday for the continuance of such 
failure or the refusal of the continued existence of such pole, 
electric wire or structure above ground. 

(h) The city shall have the right, in consideration of allow- 
ing the same to be placed in the streets, to use any of such con- 
duits as it may hereafter desire for the fire-alarm, police-call 
system or other signal wires which are now or may hereafter 
become necessary. 

267. Electric cars. No electric car, motorcycle or other 
vehicle propelled by electricity, steam or gas shall be run over 
the bridges within the city limits at a greater speed than four 
miles per hour. Aany driver of such vehicle or person operating 
the motive i>ower of same, violating the foregoing ordinance 
shall, upon conviction, be punished. 

268. Electrical wiring. All persons keeping electrical sup- 
plies and contracting for doing other electrical work, shall pay 
a license of fifteen ($15.00) dollars. 

(a) No person shall be allowed to do electrical wiriing in 
any house or building within the City of Rome, except upon an 
application first being made to and approved by the Fire Com- 
mittee ; upon such approval ,the Clerk of Council shall issue 
permit in accordance therewith. Any person who may obtain 
sueh permit and shall do the same improperly sihall be subject 
to have his permit revoked by the Mayor and Council upon rec- 
ommendation of the Fire Comnnittee or Building Inspector. 
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(b) Ajny person doing such work without such permit shall, 
upon conviction, be fined not exceeding one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars, or be imprisoned not longer tiian -thirty days, either or 
both in the discretion of the court trying the same. 



Power reserved to modify or add to these rules. In 

granting permits for overhead electric co»nstruction with these 
rules and regulations, the Mayor and Council reserve the right 
to add to or modify said rules and regulations. 

270. Wires entering buildings. When wires enter a build- 
ing, they must be encased in continuous pieces of hard, i«nsu- 
lating tubing, so inclined as to oppose the entrance of water, 
and the outer end of this tubing must be sealed with some plas- 
tic insulating material in such manmer as to exclude all moist- 
ure. 

271. Inspection of construction of all electrical lines, ap- 
pliances, etc. It shall be m the power of the Mayor and Coun- 
cil at any time to order the inspection of, or have inspected, 
all electrical construction of w*hatever character, connections 
inside and outside, with buildings, insulation of wires, and 
they shall have power to order any defective construction re- 
paired, removed, or built, when, in their judgment, life and 
property will be better protected thereby ; and it shall be their 
duty to see that all laws of force now or that may be here- 
after enacted, govenning electrical power or construction, are 
strictly complied wit^. 

272. Additional duties of City Electrician. It shall be the 
the duty of the City Electrician to look after and keep in 
proper condition the Fire Alarm system of said city. And he 
shall inspect all overhead street construction, poles, bxackets, 
cross-arms, etc., all connections inside or outside of buildings, 
and such other electrical work as may be required of him by 
the Mayor and Council. 

273. Companies and firms not relieved from liability. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed to relieve any 
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firm or company from liability, or moral responsibility, in ease 
of accident to life or damage to property in the operation of 
their plant or plants. 

274. Wires shall not be interfered with or cut. It shall be 
unlawful for any person or persons, in erecting scaffolding or 
in putting up signs, or in any other way, to cut or interfere 
with the arrangement of electric wires (telegraph, telephone, 
etc.), without first (notifying the person or company liiat -the 
wires to be so interfered with belong to, and if any person or 
persons handling timber, or having work done about any of 
said wires should, by accident, cause any of said wires to be 
broken or disarranged, he shall immediately notify the per- 
son or company owning said wires of their condition, and upon 
neglect to so do shall, upon convicti^on, be punished as is pre- 
scribed in section 121 of this Code. 

275. Malicious breaking of globes or lamps, how punished. 

Any person or persons who may in any way maliciously 
deface or break any of the electric globes or lamps -shall, upon 
conviction, be punis'hed as is prescribed in section 121 of this 
Code. 



CHAPTER XXVIIL 

EXHIBITIONS. 

276. Must pay tax or license fee. All shows exhibiting in 
said city, all circuses, theatrical, moving pictures, sleight of 
hand, legerdemain, minstrel companies or other companies of 
like character, and all panorama exhibitions, organ gri»nders, 
singers, and other street music, shall pay such tax or license 
fee as the Mayor and Council miay assess, before exhibiting or 
performing, under the penalty as is prescribed in. section 121 
of this Code. 
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277; Shows, exhibitions, concerts, etc. No one shall put on 
exhibition any show, concert, entertainment, or performance 
of any character within the cori>orate limits of the City of 
Rome, for which any admission is made without first paying 
the license fee requined for such and obtainiaig a permit so to 
do from the Miayor of said city. Any person violating this sec- 
tion shall be punished as prescribed in section 121. Provided, 
the Mayor shall in no case grant such permit unless it is made 
to Appear to him that Such exhibition, show, entertainment, 
cotficert or performance will not tend to debauch the morals of 
the citizens that might patronize the same. 



CHAPTER XXIX. 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

' 278.. .The Mayor and Council shall elect annually a CJhief of 
the Fire Department, and as mamy assisitants, officers and men 
as they may deem proper from timie to time and fix their com- 
pensation and define their duties, and shall require bonds of 
such as they may deem necessary and ini such amount as they 
may deem proper for the faithful performance of their duties. 

278a. Special duties of Fire Chief. It i^all be the duty of 
the Chief of the Fire Department to inspect, or cause to be in- 
spected by his assistant, all buildings and premises within the 
fire limits, semi-monthly, and shall order the removal of any 
hazardous aecunmlation of trash, paper, excelsior, old boxes, 
or other inflammable refuse which within itself might cause 
fire from spontaneous combustion or be easily ignited by fly- 
ing embers. He shall also carefully exami»ne and note the heat- 
ing system of all buildings, inspecting the construction of flues 
and chimneys, and when, in his opinion, same is defective or 
dangerous, he shall order the use of such heating system, flues 
or chimney, discontinued until defects have been corrected and 
his approval obtained. It shall also be his duty to enforce all 
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ordinances regulating the storage of inflailliable liquids, gun 
powder, dynamite, fire works and other explosives. ^ 

(a) To the end of enforcing this ordinance he shall make, 
or have made, periodical ispections at intervals of ♦not exceed- 
ing one month, and shall keep a complete record of such 
monthly inspections to be furnished to tfoe Fire Committee, 

. Mayor or Council on request. 

(b) Any one violating the orders of the Chief or his assist- 
ant, given by virtue of this ordina»nce, shall be punished as pre- 
scribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

279. The Fire Chief shaJl exaaaaine plugs, etc. The Fire 
Chief shall examine, or cause to be examined, all plugs, cisterns 
etc., belonging to the city, as often as he may think necessary, 
and if the same are not in condition to be used in case of fire, 
he shall report the stame to Council or the Committee on Fire 
Department. 

280. Who may be present at fires. No person or persons, 
except firemen. Mayor a»nd Council and other city officers, the 
police force, owners and their agents and insurance agents, 
shall be allowed within the immediate vicinity of the fire, ex- 
cept by request of the Fire Chief or the officers in command of 
the department ; any violation of this ordinance shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 121 of this Code. 

281. Malicious mischief punished. Amy person or persons 
who shall wilfully or knowingly injure or damage in any way 
or by any means whatever any engine, hose, hook, ladder or 
any other implement, material or apparatus of any kind con- 

.nected with or used by any fire company in this city as a part 
of their machinery or material' for extiguishing fires, or who 
shall knowingly or wilfully put any obstruction in front of any 
engi»ne, reel, or hook and ladder house, shall be punished as 
prescribed in section 121 of this Code.

282. Thieves to be arrested. The Fire Chief, or the officer 
in commiand at the fire, shall cause to be arrested bythe police 
of the city any person or persons wiho shall be caught stealing 
goods or any article of value from any store, house or vicinity 
thereof during a fire. 

283. Right of way on streets — Fire Department has. 

In the event of an alarm of fire being given, the apparatus of 
the Fire Department shall have the right of way in and upon 
the streets, lanes, alleys, squares and railroad crossings in 
going to any fire, or being upon such streets, lanes, alleys, 
squares or railroad erossings.' Na person shall obstruct or 
♦neglect to make way for such apparatus being thus in or upon 
any of said streets, lanes, alleys, squares or railroad crossings, 
under a penalty of punishment as prescribed in Section 121 of 
this Code. 

284. Riding or driving prohibited where Department at 
work. It shall be -unlawful for any person or persons 
whomsoever, to ride or drive a vehicle through the streets' amd 
lanes in which the Fire Department are assembled for the pur- 
pose of extinguishing a fire, and should any person or persons 
attempt to ride or drive a vehicle througih the streets and lanes 
in which the Fire Department are assembled for the purpose 
aforesaid, he or they shall be arrested by any offifcer authorized 
to make such arrest, and, on convictioffi, be pumis'hed as pre- 
scribed in section 121 jf this Code. 

285. Riding on wagons or tampering with the equipm,ent of 
the Fire Department. It shall be unlawful for any person, not 
a member of a Fire Company of the city, to ride upon any 
wagon or truck going to or returning from a fire, or to usie or 
otherwise interfere or tamper with any of the equipment of the 
Fire Companies, whether at a fire or elsewhere. 

(a) Any prson violating this ordinance or any portion 
thereof, shall, upon conviction, be fined in a sum not greater 
than one hundred ($100.00) dollars, or impirsoned for a term 
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»not exceeding thirty days, either or both, or any portion of 
either or both, in the discretion of the court trying the case. 

286. Fire apparatus. It shall be unlawful for any street 
car motorman or conductor to fail to stop his car upon observ- 
ing the approach of fire apparatus going to a fire, either from 
the front or rear, until said apparatus has passed. 

(a) All persons driving vehicles, upon observing the ap- 
proach of fire apparatus going to a, fire, either from the front 
or rear, shall immediately pull i»n close to the crub, thereby 
making way for the passage of said apparatus. 

(b) Any person violating either section of this ordinance 
shall be punished as provided for in section 121 of the City 
Code. 

287. Chief of Pire Department provided police powers. 

The Chief of the Fire Department shall have authority to exer- 
cise police powers in the enforcement of amy ordinance per- 
taining to the Fire Department, right of way, inspection of 
buildings, and fire escapes, or other ordinance pertaining to 
the fire protection of the city. 

288. Assistant Fire Chief, his salary. The office of Assist- 
ant Fire Chief of the Fire Department is hereby created a»nd 
his salary fixed at sixty-five ($65.00) dollars per month. 

289. Piremen, supernumeraries and call men. The Commit- 
tee on Fire Department shall have authority to fill vacancies, 
w^hen they occur in the regular force of paid firemen, until the 
next meeting of the City Council, when said appoimtments 
shall be ratified by Council. 

(a) The Committee on Fire Dpartment shall have author- 
ity to appoint twelve men as siupefnumeraries, who shall be eli- 
gible to fill the place of regular men when said regular men 
are oflf on leave of absence. 
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(b) Of the applications for the appointment cm the regular 
force ,those of the supernumeraries shall have preference in 
the order of their seniority. 

(c) It shall be the duty of all supernumerary firemen to re- 
port to the Chief of the Fire Department at the tire upon hear- 
ing a general alarm, and they shall be paid for their services at 
the same rate per diem as that paid the regular firemen, said 
pay not to be less than for one day i»n any case. 

(d) The Committee on Fire Department is given authority 
to appoint six call men for the Sixth Ward Station, and that 
two of said men shall be paid the sum of fifty ($50.00) dol- 
lars per year ^provided, that said two call mien shall s-leep in 
the Sixth Ward Mre Station and shall observe such rules as 
may be provided for their conduct by the Fire Committee. 

290. Firfes, duty of Electrician. It shall be the duty of 
every electric railway or light compaay to have a competent 
electrician to turn off the electric current or take sfuch other 
means as are n-ecessary to protect the safety of the firemen 
and other citizens. Such electrician, immediately upon his ar- 
rival at a fire, shall report to the Chief of the Fire Department, 
and in his absence to the first or second Assistant Chief and, at 
the request of such officer, discomiect wires, cut off the current 
or take such other action as to said wires as may be necessary 
for safety of firemen and other citizens. Upon the failure of 
such com^pany to have an electrician at each fire as required by 
this ordinance said company shall be liable to be citde before 
the Mayor arid Council, and, after hearing, said Mayor and 
Coutncil may impose a penalty of not more than twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars for each failure and enforce the same by exe- 
cution issued under its order. 

291. Alarm, when given. It shall be unlawful for a.ny 
person or persons to give or cause to be given a lalse alarm 
of fire with itent to deceive, or to pull the silde of any station 
or signal box, except in case of fire ; and a«ny person or persons 
guilty of a violation of the provisions of this section, shall, 
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upon conviction, he punished as prescribed in section 121 of 
this Oode. , 

292. Fire alarm — ^interference with prohibited. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to injure, destroy, or m any manner 
interfere with the electric fire alarm of said city, or with the 
batteries, boxes, stations, wires, or other apparatus or appur- 
tenances thereof, -or used in connection therewith. 

293. Any person violating the provisiom of Section 292 
shall, an comviction, be punished as prescribed ia section 121 
of this Code. 

294. Obstructing plugs prohibited. Any person who shall 
obstruct with building material, awning post, or otherwise, an^^ 
cistern or fire plug, such as would obstruct approaches to the 
fiiame by the Fire Department of the City of Rome, shall, for 
each day such obstruction is continued, be punished as pre- 
scribed in sectiom 121 of this Code. 

295. Duties of flremen. It shall be the duty of firemen to 
stay at their respective houses of the Department at all hours 
when on duty. They shall have control of the horses and har- 
ness, and see that the same are properly attended. The fire- 
men shall have charge of and accompany the horses to all fires 
and alarms, and shall keep their horses, harness, stables, etc., in 
good condition and always ready for service, amd i^hall be on 
duty at all hours, except meal hours, and shall give their entire 
time and service to the Department. Temporary leave of ab- 
sence nuay be granted them by the Fire Chief in his discretion. 

296. House regulations. 1. No spirituous, vinous or malt 
liquore shall be permitted upon the premises of any engine, 
hose or truck-house in this Department. 

2. All gambling, profane swearing or wrangling is expressly 
prohibited. 

3. Regular men or substitutees to whom beds are assigned, 
will be required to keep the same neat and clean. 
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4. The firemen of the respective companies are required to 
assis't each other generally, under the direction of the Chief. 

5. Minors and loungers, not connected with this Depart- 
ment, will not b^ permitted upon the company "s premises. 

6. The firemen will be held i)ersonally responsible for any 
violation of the rules of this Department that occurs on the 
premises or in the vicinity thereof, unless the same is reported 
to their Captain as soon as possible. 

7. Horses and houses must be cleaned, ready for service, 
at all times. 

8. Hose must be cleaned and aired every time they are 
used, and once a week if they have »no't been in srvice ; they 
must not be allowed to lie idle in the sun. These hose must be 
placed on the hose-carriage before 9 o'clock p. m. 

9. The houses must be washed out and the windows cleaned 
not less than twice a month. 

10. No leave of absence shall be extended, except by per- 
mission of the Fire Chief. 

11. No alterations must be made in any of the property of 
the Department without first obtaining permission from the 
Mayor and Council. 

297. Investigating duties. It shall be the duty of the Fire 
Chief to investigate the origin of all fires that may occur, and 
cause to be arrested any person or perosons who may be sus- 
pected of setting fire to any building or building®, and he shall 
report annually to the Mayor and Council, the number of fires 
and their origin. 

298. Support and maintenance of Fire Department. For 

. the support and maintenance of the said Fire Department, and 
furinshing said Department with all the appliances necessary 
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for the working and government of the same in all its branches, 
the Mayor and Council of the City of Rome shall appropriate 
to said Department such sums as they may deem proper. 



CHAPTER XXX!. 
FIBE ESCAPES. 

299. Fire escapes — ^what buildings shall have. All build- 
ings in said city three stories or more in height, not including 
basements, used as a factory, work-shop, lodge-room^ hotel, 
boarding-house, public hall, or sleeping-place or apartment, 
shall have thereon suitable, substantial inside or outside fire 
escapes of such character and material as may be required by 
the Mayor and Council of said city. All fire escapes shall be of 
sufiicient strength, and occupy such position, and be connected 
with such platform or landing, or otherwise, as to be safe and 
practicable for use on occasions when such use may be neces- 
sary. 

300. To be constructed within sixty days, after notice. 

When the Mayor and Council shall require fire^, escapes to be 
placed on any building, of the character and material deemed 
by them requisite, it shall be the duty of the owner of such 
building within sixty days after service of notice, vo caus^ to 
be placed on said building fire escapes such as the* Mayor and 
Council shall require. Said notice shall be served by the Mar- 
shal or Deputy Marshal on the owner, agent or tenant in pos- 
session of any such building. Should any owner, agent or ten- 
ant as aforesaid, fail within the time specified in said notice, 
to have fire -escapes placed on any building, as provided by the 
action of the Mayor and Coun<3il, he or she shall be subject to 
fine of not exceed i»ng one hundred dollars and costs, or be im- 
prisoned not exceeding thirty days, in the discreton of the 
court; and for each month thereafter, until said notice and 
order shall be complied with, such owner, agent or tenant in 
possession shall be subject to the same penalty as aforesaid. 
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301. Corporations, etc., how served with notice. In the case 
of a firm, company or corporation who shall be the owner of 
any such building as aforesaid, the foregoing notice shall be 
served on any member or agent of the firm or company, and 
on the chief oflScer of such corporation who is ici the city, or on 
the agent or tenant in possession of the premises, and in such 

case any agent or member of the firm or company, and the 
president, acting president, secretary and directors and agent 
of any such corporation shall be subject to the penalty pro- 
vided by this ordinance in cases of failure to comply with any 
order and notice as to placing fire escapes or to repairing fire 
escapes. 

302. Fire escapes becoming unsafe — ^repaired how. After 
fire escapes have bean placed on any building, as aforesaid, in 
compliance with the provisions of this ordinance, and the same 
shall become unsafe or in need of c*hange or repair, in order to 
make the same safe, the Marshal or Deputy Marshal shall 
serve notice as aforesaid to make such change within ten days, 
and in case of failure of any owaier to have such dhange or re- 
pairs made within the time, and as required by the notice, he 
shall, for such failure, be subject to the same penalty as pro- 
vided for in this ordinance for failure to place fire escapes in 
the first instance. 



CHAPTER XXXI. 

FIRE LIMITS. 

Construction of buildings within fire limits. No per- 
son, firm or corporation shall build or erect, or cause to be 
built or erected, any house or building of any kind or charac- 
ter, 0(n any street or thoroughfare within the territory of the 
City of Rome as hereinafter prescribed, the walls of which 
shall be of any material other than brick, concrete, tiling or 
stone, and said buildings shall not be covered with any mate- 
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rial other than iron, slate, tiles, or something which shall be 
fire proof. Neither shall any person or persons otherwise add 
to, build upon, or generally improve, or chainge any house or 
building within said fire limits except by special consent of the 
Mayor and Coun€il of the City of Rome, or Building Inspector 
for said city. 

304. Fire limits. Beginnitng at the intersection of the east 
side of East Second street with the Etowah river at low water 
mark ; thence up East Second street to the main line of Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga -& St. Louis Railroad ; thence along said rail- 
road to the east side of East Third street ; thence along said 
street to the south side of First avenue ; thence west along said 
avenue to the east side of East Second street; thence ciorth 
along said street to the south side of Third avenue ; thence west 
along said avenue to the east side of East First street ; thence 
north along said street to the south side of Sixth avenue ; 
thence west along said avenue to Oostanaula river at low water 
mark ; thence south along said river to the junction with the 
Etowah river; thence up said river to beginning point. 

305. Boundary lines defined. In all cases where one side of 

a street is the boundary line in Section 304 the limit shall 
be for all practicable purposes one hu^ndred feet beyond or 
outside of said street frontage. 

306. Penalties for violation. Any person or persons who 
shall be convicted of a violation of any of the provisions of 
this Chapter shall be liable to pay a fine of not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned not exceeding thirty days. 
And any person so convicted shall be subject to a fine of not 
exceeding ome hundred dollars or thirty days imprisonment for 
every day he or she sihall permit such house to remain. And 
the Mayor and Council may order the removal of said struct- 
ures ,a«nd if the same are not removed, may instruct the Mar- 
shal to remove the same at the owner's expense. 

307. Blacksmith shops. No building sihall be us>ed or occu- 
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pied as a blacksmith s'hop within the fire limits of said city, 
unless the same be made fire proof. 

308. Stationary steam engines. It shall not be lawful for 
any persoin or persons to erect or run, or cause to be erected or 
run, any stationary steam, gas or gasoline or electric engine of 
any kind or description 's^athin the fire limits of the City of 
Rome without first obtaining the consent of the Miayor and 
Council thereto, and the application shall contain a complete 
description of the size, character, etc., of the eagine to be used 
and of the building in Which it will be placed, and for a viola- 
tion of this ordinance the person offending may be punished 
by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollarg! or be imprisoned 
for imot exceeding thirty days. 

309. Smoke consumers. AH machine shop®, fbumderies, 
manufactories, launderies, bakeries, restaurants, hotels and all 
other concerns doing business and operating furnaces, engines 
or boilers that generate smoke in great quantities, within the 
fire limits, shall provide smoke co»ndenserB or, smoke consumers, 
so as not to annoy citizens residing or doing business within 
said territory. If any citizen shall file complaint with the Re- 
corder he shall require the Marshal to notify the owmer or 
operator of such funnace, boiler or engine to appear before the 
Recorder's Court within twenty-four hours to answer said com- 
plaint. Should the Recorder be satisfied from the evidence 
that a smoke consumer, or smoke condenser, should be pro- 
vided, he shall require said owner or operator to provide one 
within a reasonable time, to be judged of by the Recorder, and 
should such owner or operattor fail to do so he shall be pun- 
ished as is prescribed in Sectiom 121 of this Code, and each day 
thereafter the same is not provided shall be a separate offense. 
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CHAPTER XXXII. 
FIRES— PRECAUTIONS AGAINST. 

310. Kilns. No person sjiall be permitted to build and fire 
any open plank kiln or kilns within one hundred yards of any 
house or fifty yards of any fence, in the corporate limits of said 
city, except by consent of the Mayor and Council, and any per- 
son violating this ordinance shall be punished as prescribed in 
Section 121 of this Code. 

311. Chimneys, stove pipes, etc. It shall be the duty of the 
Marshal or Deputy Marshal and Building Inspector to make 
frequent examination into the condition of the stove pipes and 
chimneys of this city; and if either officer shall deem their 
condition a source of danger from fire, he shall require the ten- 
ant or occupant or owner of the house where such stove pipe 
or chimney is, to remedy the same within^ twielve hours', and on 
failure or refusal of such tenant or occupant or owner to do so, 
such offender shall be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of 
this Code, if from the evidence the court believes the condi- 
tion of such chimney or stove pipe dangerous, thr court 
shall order the alteration to be made at the cost of the occu- 
pant immediately. 

312. Camping and camp fires. Camping and camp fires shall 
be proihibited within the city, nor shall any fire be built at a*ny 
place so that it will endanger property, and persons carrying 
fire shall have it so confined as to prevent danger. Any one 
violating this section shall be punished as prescribed i»n Section 
121 of this Code. 

313. Smoking—- where prohibited. . Smoking shall be pro- 
hibited at all places where cotton, cotton samples or other 
combustibles are kept, and all such places shall have promi- 
nently exposed, placards as follows: '*No smoking allowed.'^ 
Any one violating this section shall, on conviction, be punished 
as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 
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314. Uncovered lights among combustibles. Any person 
who shall be found guilty of carrying an uncovered or open 
light of any kind imto any stable, barn, or any place wthere 
provender, trash or any matter is contained that is easy of 
combustion, shall, on conviction, be punished as prescribed in 
Section 121 of this Code. 

315. Ashes in wooden boxes. Any person who shall place 
receptacle of wood (unless the same is immediately removed 
within any building, in the City of Rome, ashes in a box or other 
from the building), shall, on conviction, be punished a® pre- 
scribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

316. Petroleum and other oils. Petroleum and its products 
shall not be stored or kept within the corporate limits of the 
City of Rome in larger quantities than two barrels, except out- 
side of the fire limits ; provided, that this ordinance shall 'not 
be construed as prohibiting the keeping of an additional 
amount of one hundred gallons on tap, over and above the two 
barrels herein mentioned, provided said one hundred gallons be 
kept in iron tanks. 

317. More than two barrels, how and where kept. It shall 
be lawful for petroleum and its products to be stored in fire- 
proof buildings, said buildings to be contsurcted of brick or 
stone and with metal roof, with no openings except doors on 
one side or end, and these to be entirely cased or covered with 
iron. Said fire-proof building shall not be built without the 
consent of the owners of any poreptry within fifty feet thereof ; 
or in a vault or underground department or cellar, the floor 
of which shall be at least four feet below the surface of th« 
ground immediately surrounding; and said vault shall be not 
less than one hundred and fifty feet from any other buildi>ngs. 
Said fire-proof house or underground vault shall be built under 
the direction and supervision of the Fire Committee of the 
City of Rome. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
the two preceding sections shall be pu»nished as prescribed in 
Section 121 of this Code. 
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318. Gasoline. Gasoline or naptha shall not be kept upon the 
streets of Rome in any quantity, and shall not be kept by con- 
sumers or dealers in quantities greater than five gallons, and then 
only in closed vessels provided that dealers may keep as much 
as one hundred gallons if kept in closed iron tanks under lock 
and key in a special building provided for that purpose, and 
used for no other purpose, provided further that manufacturers 
may transport the same through the City in iron tanks to their 
place of deposit. 

(a) Any person or persons violating this ordinance shall up- 
on conviction, be subject to a fine not exceeding Twenty Five 
($25.00) Dollars or work upon the streets of Rome not exceeding 
thirty days. 

319. Lumber and wood yards. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to keep a lumber or wood yard within the fire limits 
of this city without the consent of the Mayor and Council. 

320. Lumber pile, etc. No one shall keep any lumber, shin- 
gles, boxes, wood, hay, straw, paper or other combustible mate- 
rial piled closer than fifty feet of any dwelling or buildi»ng 
within the corporate limits of the City of Rome, without first 
obtaining permission from the owner and occupant of said 
dwelling or building and t(he consent of the M>ayor and Coun- 
cil ; and provided, further, that the same shall be kept stored 
within an enclosure and covered building. Any one violating 
this ordinance shall, on conviction, be punished as prescribed 
in Section 121 of this Code. 



CHAPTER XXXIII. 

HEALTH. 

321. Board of Health. The Mayor and Council may elect, 
whe«n other city officers are elected, a Board of Health, to con- 
sist of three members (in addition to the regular Board of 
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Health Committee of Council and City Physician) who, to- 
gether shall constitute the Board of Health, a majority of 
whom shall constitute a quorum. The three members of the 
Board of Health shall hold their offices for two years (unless 
sooner removed by the Mayor and Council) and shall receive 
such reasonable copensation for their services as the said 
Mayor and Council may prescribe. 

322. Powers of. They isihall have full power and authority 
to require the owner or occupant of any lot in the city to re- 
move or remedy anything on said lot which, in the opinion of 
the Board may endanger the public health, and on failure of 
the owner or occupant to remove or remedy the same the 
Board the Board shall direct the Marshal to do "so, at the cost 
of said owner or occupant, or if the occupant has but lately 
come into possession and the same has »not been placed there 
by him or any member of his family, or by his permission, order 
or direction, then it shall be removed at the cost of the prior 
occupant, and if not to be found, then at the cost of the owner 
of the lot. 

(a) And it shall be the duty of the said Board to make such 
suggestions as they may deem advisable to the Council to pre- 
serve the public health. 

323. Health, sanitary regulations. Where the Sanitary 
Inspector giveis notice to the owners or occupants of any prop- 
erty witihin the city liits, to clean up his premises or remove 
any offensive matter therefrom, or otherwise comply with any 
of the sanitary ordinances of the city, it s'hall not be necessary 
to give a similar notice within the next twelve months, but if 
within said time said owner or occupant allows said property 
to get in a similar condition, or he again violates the sanitary 
ordinances, it shall be the duty of the Sanitary Inspector to 
make a case against said offenders, without further notice. 

324. Board of Health. Whenever the Board of Health of 
said city, or when there is tno board of Health, whenever the 
Health Committee of said city i^all be informed that there is 
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any place within the limits of said city any clothing, bedding, 
or other article or thing infected with, or by any ifectious or 
contagious disea^, and dangerous to the public health, then, 
and in that event said board or committee, or a majority of 
either shall have power to hear testimony as to the fact of such 
ifectian or danger, and if after hearing testimony said Board 
or Committee or a majority of either shall determine that the 
article or thing testified of are dangerous to the public health 
and safety of said city they may condemn said article or thing 
and order them to be disinfected or destroyed, as in their 
judgment may seem best. 

325. Notice of such hearing shall be given to the person in 
charge of such articles or things at least six hours prior to the 
hearing, and such person may present testimony before said 
Board or Committee; provided, he shall not have power to 
summon any person to testify who has, in the opinion of the 
City Physician, bt^en exposed to infection or contagion recently 
enough to be dangerous. In the eve»nt that no oime appears in 
the charge of such articles or things, then the hearing may pro- 
ceed without notice. 



Owners or occupants of houses infected with conta- 
gious diseases. Owners or occupants of all residences, tene- 
ments or rooms in the city where smallpox, scarlet fever, dip- 
theria or other contagious or infectious diseases exist, shall 
display a card with the name of the disease upon same, at 
some conspicuous place on said premises, which shall not be 
removed until the City Physician consents thereto. 

327. Report cases. Any practicing physician or other per- 
son Who shall know of the existence of a case of smallpox or 
variloid, scarlet fever or diptheria or other contagious or infec- 
tious diseases in the City of Rome, and who shall fail within 
six hours to report the same to the Board of Health or to the 
Marshal or Deputy Marshal of said city, shall be arrested and 
taken before the Recorder's Court, and, on conviction, shall be 
punished as prescribed by Section 121 of this Code. 
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328. Quarantine. The Board of Health of the City of Rome 
shall have full opwer and authority to seind to a hospital or 
quarantine at home any person within the city limits of Rome 
who may be sick with smallpox, epidemic, cholera or yellow 
fever, scarlet fever, diptheria or other contagious or ifectious 
diseases, when ,in the judgment of said Board of Health, such 
isolation is necessary for the portection of the public. Said 
Board of Health shall also have authority to subject all persons, 
who have been exposed to contagion or infection of any of the 
aforesaid diseases, to such quarantine restraints and regula- 
as may be deemed necessary and be promulgated by said Board 
of Health. 

329. Food Inspector. The Sanitary Inspector is hereby 
miade Food Inspector, and is given all the power and all duties 
imposed upon the Food Inspector. 

330. Expenditures by. They shall present to the Miayor and 
Council before the first of April of each year an ©stimiate show- 
ing what appropriation is necessary for the Sanitary Depart- 
ment for the year. The Council may then appropriate such an 
amount for the use of the Board of Health as the income of the 
city will authorize for the year. 

331. Reports of. They shall at the end of each year report 
to the Council the amount of all expenditures and for what 
purpose made, together with such other matters and sugges- 
tions as they may deem proper. 

332. Examination of lots and yards. It is hereby made the 
duty of the Marshal and Deputy Marshal and Sanitary Inspec- 
tor to make frequent exominations (more especially in the 
spring, summer a»nd fall months) into the conditions of the lots 
and yards of the citizens to see if they are kept in a clean and 
healthy state, and if he or they shall find anything which may 
become a nuisance, he shall notify the person or persons on 
whose premises the same may be found, to remove the same in 
six hours; and upon a failure to remove the same they fiiiall, 
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on conviction, be punished in the manner prescribed in Section 
121 of this Code. 

333. Contagious diseases to be reported. It shall be the 
duty of every hotel keeper, boarding house keeper, and other 
citizens within this city, to give immediate notice to the Board 
of Health or Mayor of any case of cholera, smallpox, yellow 
fever, or any other contagious or infectious disease, of a dan- 
gerous character, which may occur in his or her hotel, boarding 
house, or other dwtelling, and the Board of Health or Mayor 
shall report forthwith to Council ; a»nd if any hotel keeper, 
boarding house keeper, or other citizen shall fail or neglect to 
report as aforesaid any and all such cases of said disease as 
may occur or be at their hotel, boarding house or place of 
dwelling, each and every offender shall, on conviction, be pun- 
isfhed as prescribed by Section 121 of this Code. 

334. Smallpox flags. Owners or occupants of all resi- 
dences, tenements or rooms in the city where smallpox exists, 
shall display a red flag at some conspicuous place on said 
premises, and on failure to do shall be punished as prescribed 
in Section 121 of this Code. 

335. Sale of infected bed clothing prohibited. Any person 
who shall knowingly sell, or cause to be sold, or otherwise dis- 
pose of, any bed clothing or other clothing, or any article or 
articles whioh are infected with smallpox or yellow fever, and 
all other contagious diseases, whereby these diseases may be 
spread, or made liable to be sperad or disseminated, shall, on 
conviction, be punished as prescribed by Section 121 of this 
Code. 

836. All residents must be vaccinated. Every resident of 
the City of Rome is required to be successfully vaccinated, or 
to be vaccinated a sufficient number of times to make it evident 
that successful vaccination is impossible. 

337. Free vaccination. It shall be the duty of the City Phy- 
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sician to vaccinate, free of charge, all residents of the city who 
may apply to him for that purpose. 

338. Failure to be vaccinated. Any resident of the City of 
Rome over fifteen years of age, who has not been successfully 
vaccinated, and who shall fail or refuse after twenty-four 
hours' notice to be vaccinated, may, on conivction, be pu»nished 
as prescribed by Section 121, for each day such person so re- 
fuses or fails. And any parent, guardian or any other person 
having control of a child under fifteen years of age, who has 
not been successfully vaccinated, and who shall fail to have 
such child so vaccinated, after twenty-four hours' notice shall 
be subject to the penalties above provided. 

3*^9. Concealing smallpox. Any practicing physician or 
other person who shall know of the existence of a <;ase of 
smallpox or varioloid in the City of Rome, and who shall fail 
within six hours to report the same to the Board of Health or , 
to the Marshal or Deputy Marshal of said city, on convlctiosi, 
shall be punished as prescribed by Section 121 of this Code. 

340. May subject persons to quarantine regulations. The 
Board of Health of the City of Rome shall have full power and 
authority to send to a hospital or quarantine established or 
designated for the purpose, any person within the City of 
Rome who may be sick with smallpox, epidemic, cholera or yel- 
low fever, when in the judgment of said Board of Health such 
isolation is necessary for the protection of the public. Said 
Board of Health shall also have authority to subject all per- 
sons who may have been exposed to contagion or infection of 
any of the aforesaid diseases to such quarantine restraints and 
regulations as may be deemed necessary a*nd be promulgated 
by said Board of Health. 

341. Obstructing removal to smallpox hospital. Any per- 
son who shall hinder or obstruct any member of the Board of 
Health, member of the police or sanitary force, or other person, 
from removing to the smallpox hospital or quarantine any per- 
son whom they desire to remove or are so removing, or who 
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shall in any way hinder or obstruct the proper officials i»n en- 
forcing any of the provisions of this ordinance, shall, on con- 
viction, be punished as provided by Section 121 of this Code. 

342. May establish quarantine. That the Board of Health 
of the City of Rome shall have authority to establish a quaran- 
tine against aay place, person or railway train or steamboat 
being dangerously infected by epidemic, cholera or yellow 
fever, whenever, in the judgment of the Board of Health a 
quarantine becomes necessary for the protection of the city. 

343. Enforcement of preceding Section. It shall be the duty 
of the Board of Health to make necessary regulations to insure 
the faithful enforcement of this chapter. 

344. Railroad authorities violating — ^punished. Any rail- 
road conductor or engineer, or other person who shall bring 
into this city an excursion train i»n violation of the regulations 
of the Board of Health, after having received notice to that 
effect, shall, on conviction, be punished as prescribed in Section 
121 of this Code. 

345. Regulations as to school children. Wjhen tiAy child in 
the City of Rome, eligible to admission at the public schools of 
said city shall have a contagious or epidemic disease, or when 
a contagious or epidemic disease exists in a family, or house- 
hold, in said city, in which a child of school age shall reside, it 
shall be the duty of the attendng prysician in either of the 
above recited caises of sickness from contagious or epidemic 
diseases, to report to the parent or guadian and to tne Super- 
intendent of Public Schools, the existence and nature of such 
contagious or epidemic disease ; and any attending physician 
who shall fail, refuse or neglect to report as aforesaid, shall, 
on conviction thereof, *be punished as prescribed by Section 
121. That any parent or guardian who shall, in said city, 
knowingly permit a child to attend the public schools off said 
city when said child has a contagious or epidemic disease, or 
when either of said diseases exists in a family or household in 
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which a child of school age resides, shall, on convction thereof, 
be punished as prescribed by Section 121. That authority is 
hereby conferred upon tl)o Board of Education of said city to 
prescribe w'hen, and under what evidence, a child may be re- 
fused admission to or, if already admitted, discon'tinued from 
attendance upon the public schools of said city, and when and 
upon what evidence re-admitted to said public schools, by rea- 
son of such child havinJ^^ or having had, a contagious or epi- 
demic disease, or when either of said diseases have existed, or 
shall exist, in a family or household in- which such child of 
school age resides. 

346. Olanders. Any owner or person in possession of any 
horse or mule with glanders, who shall keep the same within 
the limits of said city three hours after the knowledge of the 
fact that said horse or mule has glanders, or three hours after 
a notice to remove said horse or mule beyond the limits of said 
city, shall, on comviction, be punished as prescribed by Section 
121 of this Code. 

347. Horses with glanders prohibited on streets. No per- 
son shall lead, ride or drive on the public streets any horse or 
other animal that has the gla»nders, or other infectious or con- 
tagious disease, under penalty prescribed in Section 121 of this 
Code. 

348. Failure to elect Board of Health. Should the Council 
fail to elect a Board of Health, the duties laid down in this 
Code to be performed by a Board of Health shall be performed 
by the regular Health Committee of the Council, and City Phy- 
sician. 
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CHAPTER XXXIV. 
AUTOMOBILES. 

349. AutomobUe, Include What. Section a. The terms 
** automobiles/' as used in this ordinance, shall include all 
machines or vehicles known as automobiles, locomobiles, autos, 
and other veihicles propelled otherwise than by muscular 
power, except electric and steam railwayts or vehicles run upon 
rails and tracks, and excepting also bicycles and similar 
machines propelled exclusively by muscular pedal powder and 
excepting motorcycles. 

Sec. b. It shall be unlawful for aciy person to run or operate 
an automobile without having secured ;a certificate of profi- 
ciency, or license, as hereinafter provided, and without having 
registered samie with the Clerk of Council. This ceirtifieate or 
license shall be issued by the Clerk of Council, upon the pay- 
ment of a fee of $1.00 for each certificate or license, to those 
applicants only whose application is approved by the board of 
automobile examiners, 'as hereinafter provided. When said 
license is issued, the name of the licensee, with his number, 
shall be registered in the book kept for the purpose by the 
Clerk of Council and also entered uponi thei certificate or license 
as aforesaid. That all licenses t^hall expire at the end of the 
city fiscal year after being issued, and before the party hold- 
ing such license can co»ntinue to operate such automobile his 
license must be renewed. 

Sec. e. A board of automobile examiners be and the same 
is hereby establisfhed, to consist of three nuen, two men expert 
in the operation of an automobile, together with the chief of 
police as an ex-officio member of said board. The elective 
members of said board shall be elected at the first meeting of 
the General Council following the approval of this ordinance, 
to serve, without compensation, for (a period of two years 
thereafter, or until their successors shall have been elected. 
All applicants for license to run or operate an automobile shall 
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first submit thteir application to said board, and said board 
shall exiamine the applicant as to his proficiency and experi- 
ence in hamdling or operating? an automobile,as well as to the 
character of the applicant for discretion and sobriety. If said 
board shall approve the application, thon the Clerk iShall issue 
a certificate or license to such applicant. If such board de- 
clines to approve said application, then no certificate or license 
shall issue to said applicant, and it ^hall be unlawful for said 
applicamt to run or operate an automobile witMn the limits of 
the City of Rome. Said board ^hall issue no license to any 
person of less than sixteen years of age. 

Sec. d. Every persion operating an automobile must observe 
the law of the road or other vehicle, and keep to the right hand 
side of the street, and shall operate or run each automobile 
displaying his own number, a»nd it shall be unlawful for isaid 
licensee to run an automobile under the number of any other 
person or licensee, or to operate an automobile (not his own) 
without the written permission of the owiner. 

Sec. e. In the operation or running of an automobile, the 
person operating shall exhibit upon the back of said miachine, 
in a conspicuous place, so as to be plainly visible at all times 
during daylight, in separate Arabic Numerals of not less than 
three inches in height, the strokes thereof to be of a width of 
not less than one-half an iach, and no other number shall be 
placed upon the rear of said automobile. Every automobile 
shall carry (when operated upon the street) from one hour 
after sunset to one hour before sunrise, at least two lighted 
lamps, showing white lights visible at least two hundred feet 
in the direction in which said automobile is proceeding, a»nd 
shall also exhibit at least one red lig'ht visible in the reverse 
direction, and so adjusted that it will shine upon the number 
of the machine so that it can be .read at nig'ht. Every automo- 
bie shall be provided with good and efiicient brakes, and also 
with sfuitable bell, horn or signal device, and said bell or sig- 
nal shall be sounded whonever approaching danger. The per- 
son or dirver in charge of the automobile shall not leave the 
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same upon tbe street with the engine running, but, in depart- 
ing from the automobile, he shall stop the motion of the en- 
gine. ' 

See. f. It sihall be unlawful for a*ny person operating an 

automobile to run or operate same upon streets of the city at 

a greater rate of speed than eight miles per hour within the 

fire limits, and at a greater rate of speed than fifteen 
miles per hour without such limits. Provided, that physicians 

and surgeons sihall not be subject to the provisions of this sec- 
tion as to speed restrictions when u^ing their automobiles in 
answering emergency calls. 

Sec. g. It shall be unlawful for any driver or person in 
charge of an automobile to run or operate same in a careless or 
reckless manner, whetlher said automobile is running over or 
under speed limits herein provided. Said automobiles must be 
operated with due regard to the safety of persons land vehicles 
upon the streets and public placesi, and in such manner as to 
avoid collisions therewith, and no person shall at any time op- 
erate the same when he is under the influence of whiskey or i»n 
an intoxicated condition. 

Sec. h. Any person violating, or participating in the viola- 
tion of any of the sections of this ordinance or operating an 
automobile without obtaininig the certificate or lioense herein 
provided for, or exceeding the rate of speed herein provided, 
or running an automobile in a oareless or reckless mjanner, or 
without exposing the lights or numbers or giving the signals 
as herein provided, or violating any of the other provisions of 
this ordinance, shall on conviction in the Recorder's Ck)urt, be 
fined not exceeding $100.00 or sentenced to work upon the 
public works for a term not exceed:»ng thirty days; either or 
both penalties to be inflicted in the disicretion of the RecoDder, 
and provided further, that in case of such conviction, it shall 
be discretionary with the Recorder to suspend said licensee 
from the opeartion of his license for a period not exceeding 
thirty day§ thereafter, and upo»n the second offense or each 
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subsequent offense, his licetiBie shall be suspended for sixty 
days. 

Sec. 1. All licenses hertofore granted by the Clerk of Coun- 
cil shall stand repealed and revoked upon the expiration of 
thirty days after the approval of this ordinance. All persons 
who desire to run or operate a>n automobile after the passage 
of this ordinance must comply with its terms and if they do 
not so comply and undertake to run or operate an automobile, 
they shall be subject to all the penalties above provided. 

Sec. j. No owtoer of an automobile shall permit anyone to 
operate his automiobile unless said person has a certifioate of 
proficieaicy permitting him to operate sam'e. 

350. Penalty. Any person who sh'all violate any portion 
of the foregoing section shall on conviction be punished as 
prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

351. Alarms and Signals to Be Used on Autam6biles and 
Other Vehicles. No person, while operating an automobile or 
other vehicle of whatever character, to w'hich is attached any 
whilstle, horn, device or contrivance for giving alarms, sig- 
nals or warnings, shall use any such whistle, horn, device or 
contrivance in any manner or to any extent more than is abso- 
lutely necessary and required at the timiei for the protection 
of travelers on horseback, in vehicles or on foot who may be 
then occupying the same street, lane, alley or public highway 
within the corporate limits of the City of Rome ; nor sihall any 
person sound any nightengale, syren, klaxon, exhaust or other 
whistle, horn or attachment that is capable of producing a 
shrill or unnecessary loud alarm, signal or wamimg, nor shall 
the signal, alarm or warning at a»ny time be more shrill or 
louder than that produced by the ordinary bulb horn, within 
the corporate limits of the City of Rome. Any person violating 
any provision of this ordinance shall, on convictio»n, be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, im- 
prisonment in the calaboose not more than thirty days or 
worked upon th^ streets or public works of the city ^not more 
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than thirty days, any one or more of said punishments in the 
discretion of the Court trying the same. 

352. Registration of Automobiles. Every preson owning pr 
operating an automobile within the corporate limits of the 
City of Rome is hereby required to register with the Clerk of 
Cou»ncil the mame of the owner of said miachine, the name of 
the operator, the place of residence of each, the nanne of the 
miachine and the factory manufacturing the same, the horse 
pow-er used; for which he shall pay the sum of two dollars 
($2.50) and fifty cents for registpatio»n, and the Clerk shall 
threeupon place upon said registration sheet a suitable nuinber, 
which shall be furnished siaid owner or operator w^ho shall be 
required to have the same distinctly painted or placarded in 
some substantial manner, conspicuously upon the rear axle of 
said machine, in figures not less than four inches high. Any 
person violating the provision of this ordinance shall, upo»n 
conviction, be punisihed by fine not more than twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars, or imprisoned in the City Prison not more 
tha*n thirty days, or worked upon the streets or public works 
of the city not more than thirty days, any one or more of said 
punishments in the discretion of the Court trying the same. 



CHAPTER XXXV. 
KEARKETS. 

353. Markets, how established. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to sell fresh mieats at a»ny place in the city, if objections 
are made thereto by parties doing business by or near said 
place. 

354. Must be kept clean. Meat houses, booths and stalls 
shall be kept clean and free from offensive odors or displays. 
Meats shall not be hung in front of booths or buildings so as to 
obstruct the sidewtalks, 
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355. Pure food, fresh meat uncovered through the streets. 

It shall be lunlawful for any one to haul fresh meat through 
the streets of the city unless the same is sufficiently covered to 
protect the same from flies, dust and other foreign matter. 

(a) Any person violating this ordinance, shall, on convic- 
tion be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Oode. 

356. Sale and consumption of decayed vegetables, fruits, 
tainted meats, &c. It shall be unlawful for any persom to sell, 
or offer for sale, or to offer to another free of charge ,within 
the corporate limits of the city, for the purpose of being 
eaten or being used for food in any way, any unsound or de- 
cayed vegetables or fruit, or any tainted or spoiled meat of 
any description w'hatever, iiKjluding fi^, gamie and fowl, or 
a»ny other impure, unsound or adulterated food stuflfs of what- 
ever class or > description, including milk and butter. Every 
person owning or having in his possession, custody or control 
within said city limits any such unsound or decayed vegeta- 
bles or fruit, or any tainted or spoiled meat as above stated, 
or any other impure, unsound or adultereated food stuff as 
above indicated, shall be required to immediately convey the 
same to the city dumping ground and deposit the same, or dis- 
pose of it as, in the opinion of the City Inspector, health 
will be best conserved. 

357. Any person violating the provisionis of this chapter 
shall, upon conviction, be punished as prescribed in Section 121 
of this Code. 



CHAPTER XXXVI. 
MAYOR, MAYOR PRO TEM. AND OTHER OFFICERS. 

358. Duties of Mayor. The M'ayor shall be the chief execu- 
tive officer of the city ; he shall take care that the orders, by- 
Jaws, ordinances^ act? and resolutions of the Council are faith- 
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fully executed; in conjunction with the Police Committee he 
shall have control of the police of the city, and may appoint 
special police oflBceins, whenever he deems it necessary, and it 
shall be his duty especially to see that the peace and good order 
of the city are preserved and that persons and property therein 
are protected, and to this end he may cause the arrest and de- 
tention of all riotous and disorderly persons in the city before 
issuing his warrant therefor. He shall perform all other duties 
required of him by the Charter and laws of said city. 

359. Office and compensation. The Mayor shall keep his 
office at some central point of the busi»ness portion of the city, 
and shall receive as his salary six hundred ($600.00) dollars 
per annum, payable quarterly. 

360. Remit pealty. The Mayor or, i»n his absence or inabil- 
ity, the Mayor pro tein., shall be authorized upon a proper case 
made, and in his discretion, to remit a portion or all of the 
penalty imposed by the Recorder's Court for the violation of 
the city ordinance. Provided, if the fine in any case be ten 
($10.00) dollars or less or the seatence to imprisonment for less 
th€un thirty days, the Mayor shall not entertain any application 
for executive clemency unless the petition for pardon is accom- 
panied by a written recommendation from the Recorder of 
court trying the case. 

361. Mayor pro tem. The Mayor and Council at their first 
meeting in April of each year shall elect a member of Council 
as Mayor pro tem. He ^hall hold his offiffice for one year and 
shall perform the duties prescribed in the Charter and ordi- 
nances of the city. 

362. Oaths of office. Each officer of the city shall take a»nd 
subscribe to the oath for the faithful discharge of the duties 
of his office im the form prescribed by the Charter for the 
Mayor and members of Council, where not otherwise specially 
provided, ' 
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863. Salary of Councilmen. The salary of members of 
Council shall be one hundred ($100.00) dollars per annum, pay- 
able quarterly. 

364. All officers must make weekly reports. The Marshal 
and all other executive officers or agents of the incorporation 
are hereby required to make weekly reports to the Clerk of 
Council, in writing, of all sums of mony and of property re- 
ceived by them, and all sums paid by them. They shall also 
report all charges that may occur in connection with their 
offices in favor of or against the corporation, aind all officers 
and agents must make quarterly reports, in writing, to the 
Mayor and Council of their actings and pay over all moneys 
or other things received by them to the proper officer. On fail- 
ure of any officer or agent to comply with this ordinance, he 
shall be liable to be dealt with as for other misfeasance or mal- 
feasance in office and fined at the discretion of the Mayor and 
Council, or be dismissed from office, or both, as to them shall 
seem proper. 



CHAPTER XXXVII. 

NUISANCES. 

■» 
365. Board of Health may hear complaints as to nuisancef. 

The Recorder of the City of Rome is hereby empowered, in any 

case in which complaint may be made before him by any citi- 
zen, or upon information received from any source, to sum- 
mon before him the owner, agent in control of, or tenant in 
possession of any premises, in the city on w^hich it is claimed 
a nuisance exists ; or any person charged with the commission 
of any nuisance at or on the lands constituting the waterwforks, 
parks, or a»ny other property, public or private, within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Rome, and to hear evidence and 
determine the question of the existence of such nuisance. 
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366. And where the existence of a nuisance is thus deter- 
mined in any such case, the Recorder may, in his discretion, 
pass an order requiriag the owner, agent in control of, or ten- 
ant in possession of the permises, whenever such nuisaiMje ex- 
ists, to abate the same in such numhcT of hours or days as may 
seem reasonable to said Recorder, or pass an order requiring 
the City M-arshal immediately to abate the samie at the expense 
of such owner, agent or tenant. 

367. Penalty for refusal to abate nuisances. In any case 
wherein the owner, agent or te»nant as aforesaid shall have 
been required to abate a nuisance adjudged by the Recorder on 
a trial as aforesaid to exist on his or her premises, and fail to 
abate the same within the time allowed by said ordier of the 
Recorder, such owner, agent or tenant, as the case may be, 
shall, on convictiom, be punished as prescribed in Section 121 
of this Ck)de ; and each day such nuisance is continued shall con- 
stitute a new offense. 

368. Execution for fines. When any nuisance is abated by 
the Marshal under order of the Recorder, in cases tried by him 
as ^foresaid, the City Clerk shall issue an execution in favor 
of said Marshal against the owner, agent in control, or tenant 
in possession of the premises wihereon such nuisance was 
abated, for the expense of such abatement, and such execution 
shall be lievied and collected as in case of tax executions, and 
shall be a lien on the property whereat such nuisance was 
abated until fully paid off. 



Recorder's Court has jurisdiction. The Recorder's 
Court shall have full jurisdiction to try and dispose of all ques- 
tions of nuisance affecti.ng the public health, and shall also 
have jurisdiction to try .and, in case of conviction, to punish 
persons, failing to abate nuisances, as prescribed in Section 121 
of this Code. 

370. Decayed flesh and vegetables. Any owner or occupant 
of any lot who shall suffer to remain on his lo t,owned or occu- 
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pied by liim, any decayed flesh or vegetable, or any other thing 
which may annoy his neighbors, or tend to affect the health of 
a#hy citizen, gfliall, on complaint to the Recorder, be required to 
remove the same within six hours, if it can be done, and on 
failure to do so, shall, on conviction, be punisihed as prescribed 
by Section 121 of this Code, for every six houns it is suffered 
to remain. And if it be adjudged a nuisance, the Marsihal shall 
in that case, by ord'er of the Recorder, abate the same, a»nd the 
offender shall pay the cost of trial and abatement; or if the 
occupant has but lately come into possession, and the same has 
not been placed there by him or any member of his family, or 
by his order or conisent, the cost of the removal shall be 
charged to the prior occupant, and if not to be found, the 
owner of the lot ; and on judgment of the Recorder, execution 
shall be issued by the Clerk of Council in favor of the City of 
Rome against the persons liable under the provisions of this 
ordinance. 

* 

371. Slops or waste ma*tter. No person or persons shall 
throw the rinds of mielons or other fruits, slops, or any waste 
animal or vegetable matter, in the streets or on the sidewalks 
of said city, nor allow the samie to accumulate or decay on his 
or her premises ; but the same shall be deposited in a box or 
barrel, which shall be placed on the street or alley, threie feet 
from the sidewalk curb, to be carried off each day by the city 
carts ; provided, however, that no such rinds, fruits, or waste 
animal or vegetable matter, including slops, sihall be so depos- 
ited as hereinabove set forth,and so placed between the hours 
of nine o'clock a. m. on Saturdays and 4 o'clock a. m. on Mon- 
days, and firms or stores between the hours of 4 p. m. Satur- 
days and 4 a. m. Mondays. 

(a) Any person violating this ordinance shall be punished 
as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

372. Garbage cans. Any persons or persons who i^all de- 
stroy, deface or in any other manner injure any of the garbage 
cans of the City of Rome shall, upon conviction, be punished 
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by a fine not to exceed one hundred ($100.00) dollars, by labor 
on the public works of the City of Rome not to exceed thirty 
days. Either or both of said penalties or the alternative of 
either may be imposed by the court convicting the offender. 

373. Nnuisance shall not be cerated. Any person creating 
a nuisance on his, her, or th^eir lot occupied by them, or allow- 
ing a nuisance to remain six hours oin their lot, or a lot occu- 
pied by them, shall be imediately summoned before the Re- 
corder's Court, and, on conviction, sthall be puciished as pre- 
scribed by Section 121 of this Code. The following are declared 
♦nuisances : Slaughter-houses, pig^pens kept for use in the city 
limits, a dead cat, chicken, rat, or other animal ; stagnant 
water, decayed vegetablesi and fruits; filthy privies, or any- 
thing causing offensive odors that worketh Oiurt, inconvenience 
or damage to another, are nuisances, and shall be regarded as 
such. Any perso»n throwing or placing a dead rat, chicken, cat 
or other animial, tainted meat or decayed vegetables, or fruits 
of any kind, filthy water, or excrementitious matter, in the 
streets or alleys, or water works reservoirs, upon their own 
premises or premises of another, shall be guilty of causing a 
nuisance, and on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed 
by Sectio»n 121 of this Code. 

374. Obstructing drains or gutters. Any person or persons 
who shall obstruct any gutter or drain in any street or alley 
of said city, or shall place anything therein likely to obstruct 
the same, shall, on conviction, be punished as prescribed by 
Section 121 of this Code. 

375. Butcher pens and slaughter houses. No person shall 
keep a butcher pen or slaughter housei within five hundred 
yards of the dwelling or business house of any citizen of said 
eity without perission of the Mayor and Council for such pur- 
pose. 

376. Hides, filthy rags, etc. No person shall keep hides, 
dried or green, filthy rags, or guano, or anything else, that may 
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be adjudged a nuisance, to the annoyance of any citizen or the 
detrinnent of the public health, within three hundred yards of 
the dwelling or business house of any citizen of said city ; and 
any person violating this ordinance, shall, on conviction, be 
puinished as prescribed by Section 121 of this Code. Provided, 
however, that dry hides, thoroughly cured and odorless, may 
be kept for sale in the city adjoining business houses ; and that 
green hides, after being thoroughly salted outside the city 
limits, may also be kept in the city for sale, and in houses ad- 
joining business houses, during the onths of November, Decem- 
ber, J«unuary, February and March ; and, provided furtiier, that 
no dry or green hides sihall be kept in the city limits, if they 
do, in fact, amount to or may be adjudged a nuisance. ^ 

377. Carcasses, how removed. Whenever the Marshal or 
Deputy Marshal shall see or be informed of any dead carcass 
within the corporate limits of Rome, whicih may annoy any per- 
son, it shall be the duty of said officer to notify the owner 
thereof to remove the same within four hours, a»nd on f Jtilure or 
refusal of said owner so to do, he shall* on conviction, be pun- 
ished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code ; and in case the 
owner cannot be found, said officer shall remove the same im- 
mediately a»nd report to Council, and the Marshal or Deputy 
Marshal shall receive for the removal of a horse, cow or calf 
the actual cost of removal, when the street hands cannot be 
procured for this duty, which the owner shall pay, and if no 
owner can be found, the same shall be paid by the city. 

378. Disinfecting privies. All privies and water closets in 
the City of Rome (except such as are actually run by water 
and connected with a sewer) shall be funnisihed with a box or 
other receptacle which shall always be kept thoroughly disin- 
fected with earth, lime or other disinfectant, and shall be emp- 
tied and cleaned at least once a week during the spring and 
summer months, and at least once a month during the remain- 
der of the year. 

379. Pits forbidden. It shall be unlawful to use pits aa re- 
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ceptacles for privies and water closets, but a box, or other re- 
ceptacle, may be used, which s-hall be at all times well limed 
and emptied once each week outside the city limit®. Any one 
violating this section s'hall be punished as prescribed in Section 
121 of this Code. 

380. Water closets on railroad cars. All rairoad and sleep- 
ing car companies, running cars into the City of Rome, shall 
keep their closets securely locked a»nd S'hall not permit the 
same to be used by any one, while i>n the corporate limits of said 

city. The agents, conductors or representatives of said compa- 
nies, who sihall violate this ordinance, shall, on conviction, be 
punished as prescribed by Section 121 of this Code. 

381. Examination of provies. The Marshal or Deputy Mar- 
shal and Sanitary Inspector sihall, during the spring and sum- 
mer months, make examinations every two weeks into the co-n- 
tion of all privies, or cause the same to be done ; and whenever, 
in his or their judgment these ordinances are violated, the Mar- 
shal, Deputy Marshal or Santitary Inspector shall notify the 
owner, tenant or occupant of said lot to put said offensive 
privy forthwith in order, and in case of refusal or neglect on 
the part of siaid ow»ner, tenant or occupant to comply within 
twenty-four hours thereafter, he, she or they shall, on convic- 
tion, be punished as prescribed by Section 121 of this Code. 

382. Chicken coops in front of stores, forbidden. .No per- 
son or firm or corporation shall be allowed to keep in front of 
their stores, on the sidewalk i»n said cty, any chcken coop or 
coops. Any person volating this ordinance shall be punished 
tion, be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

383. Loose glass thrown on streets, forbidden. It sihall not 
be lawful for any person or persons to throw, place or leave 
any loose glass, glass bottles, ejther broken or otherwise, or 
other objects or substances or articles of any character that 
will injure vehicles, animals or persons, or hinder or tend to 
hinder free tarevl, in any of the public streets or alleys or high- 
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ways of the City of Rome. Any person violating the provisions 
of this ordinance shall, on conviction, be punished as pre- 
scribed by Section 121 of this Code. 

384. OflFensive matter. No person shall throw or 
place on any street, alley, or on the lot of another any decayed 
flesh or vegetables or other offensive matter calculated to an- 
noy the citizens of the neighborhood or endanger their health. 

385. Rivers, rubbish and filth in prohibited. If any one 

shall wilfully cast any rubbish, offal, carcass of any dead ani- 
mal, fowl, decayed vegetable matter or any impurities of any 
character into any of the rivers or their tributaries within ten 
miles of the corporate limits of the City of Rome shall, upon 
conviction, be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this 
Code. . 

386. Sewers. Any person who shall empty any sewer or drain 
from any water closet, privy, stable, slaughter 'house, tannery, 
factory or other place of like character into the Oostanaula or 
any of its tributaries above the intake of the water works 
pun^ping station within ten miles of the corporate limits of the 
City of Rome shall, upo»n conviction, be punished as prescribed 
in Section 121 of this Code. 

387. Banks cleaned. All persons owning or leasing lands 
in the City of Rome extending to low water mark of any river 
or stream within said city shall be required to keep said land 
clear of all weeds, undergrowth, brush, logs and rubbish. Any 
ocie violating this ordinance shall be punis'hed as presicribed in 
Section 121 of this Code. 
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CHAPTER XXXVIII. 
PEACE, ORDER AND MORALS. 

388. Public indecency. No person shall, within the 
corporate limts of Rome, be guilty of an act of public ideicency, 
tending to debauch the morals of any of the citizens, or of 
quarreling, or of using obscene, vulgar, profane language, or 
malicious imschief, or otherwise act in a disorderly manner 
(whioh offense is not recognized as penal by the laws of this 
State). 

389. Noises prohibited. The beating of drums, firing of can- 
non, guns, pistols, and fire crackers (except by permission of 
the Mayor) and all other noises calculated to disturb the citi- 
zens are prohibited. 

390. Breaking horses or mules on the streets, prohibited. 

No person or persons shall be permitted to break horses or 
mules on any of the streets of this city, and any violaton of 
this ordinance shall be punished as prescribed by Secticn 121 
of this Code. 

391. Bathing in rivers. Bathing in either of the rivers and 
other streams, opposite to the city, on Sunday, or between day- 
light and dark on any other day (unless in proper bathing 
suits) is prohibted. 



Feeding stock in streets. No person shall be allowed 
to feed horses, hogs, or any ki»nd of cattle in any ot the public 
streets of the city. 

393. Indecent dress and obscene publications and perform- 
ances. No person shall, in the City of Rome, appear in any 
public place naked, or in an idecent or lewd dress, or shall 
m-ake an indecent exposure of his or her person, or be guilty of 
any idecent or lewd act or behavior ; or shall exhibit or sell any 
obscene, vulgar or licenitous book, picture or painting of any 
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character whatever; or shall exhibit or perform in any hall, 
house or public place in said city, any indecent, immoral or 
lewd play or dance, or shall sing to a public audiemce any sac- 
riligious, indecent, vulgar or lewd song. It shall be the duty 
of the police and officers of said city to arrest the person or 
persons violating this ordinance in their presence or on com- 
plaint of any citizen, and, upoa conviction, such person or 
persons, sjhall be punished as prescribed by Se<3tion 121 of this 
Code. 

394. Noises at night. Any person who shall make any noise 
at night calculated to disturb the public peace, or to annoy 
any of the citizens, or who shall be found dru»nk upon the 
streets, either day or night, shall, upon conviction, be punished 
as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

396. Against whistle blowing. Any person operating any 
locomotive engine, who shal blow the whistle thereof within 
the corporate limits of the city, shall, on conviction, be pun- 
ished as prescribed by Section 121 of this Code. 

397. Sunday traffic prohibited. No merchant, billiard table 
or ten pin alley keeper, or other dealer, shall keep open doors 
on Sunday, or trade or traffic on that day. 

398. Offering newspapers for sale near churches on Sunday. 

It shall be unlawful for any news dealer, or news boy, or other 
person to cry or offer for sale on the Sabbath day, any news- 
paper or periodical in the streets at or near churches, or where 
any congregations are assembled for religious worship. 

399. Minors shall not enter pool or billiard rooms. It shall 
not be lawful for any person or persons having charge or con- 
trol of any pool or billiard room and tables kept for hire, to 
admit into any such room any minor, or to allow any minor to 
play at any such billiard or pool table, without the \\Titten con- 
sent of the parent or guardian of such minor for each time he 
is allowed to enter or play. 
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400. Pool or billiard rooms, prohibiting the use of screens, 
etc. No licensed billiard or pool room shall have any screens, 
blinds, painted or groucid glass or other obstruction of the 
view through the doors or windows thereof, nor shall it be di- 
vided into compartmemnts where billiards or pool may be 
played not fully exposed to view from the street ca which the 
same fronts. License shall not issue for any place which does 
not front on or have the main entrance thereto directly from 
a public street, but this requirement shall not apply to hotels 
where the billiard or pool room is situated so as to be open to 
the view of persons stopping at said hotel. 

(a) No place for which license has been issued to ru«n a res- 
taurant, lunch counter, ice cream parlor, soda fountain or 
other similar places, shall have any screen, blinds, painted or 
ground glass or other obstruction of the view through the 
doors and windows thereof, nor shall it be lawful for the room 
in which the customers are served to be cut off into compart- 
ments or private rooms. 

(b) Any person violating any of the provisions or failing 
to com*ply with any of the requirements of this section shall, 
upon conviction, be fined in a sum not exceeding one hundred 
($100.00) dollars, or imprisoned not longer thain six months, 
or both, in the discretion of the court trying the case. 

401. Regulating the hours of opening and closing near beer 
saloons, pool and billiard rooms. It shall be unlawful for any 
person owning, operating or engaged i»n the business of selling 
near beer or any substitute for lager beer, or owning or oper- 
ating any pool or. billiard room or hall within the corporate 
limits of the City of Rome, to keep open his place of business 
between the hours of ten o'clock p. m. and six o'clock a. m., 
a»nd said place of business shall be closed on Saturday at 
eleven o'clock p. m. and remained closed until six o'clock a. m. 
Monday. Any person violating this ordinance shall forfeit his 
license to carry on said business and shall be fined not exceed- 
ing twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, or compelled to work on the

streets or other public works of the city not more- than sixty 
days, any one or more bf said punihmemts in the discretion of 
the court trying the same. 

402. Lotteries, lottery tickets, etc. Lotteries, wheels of for- 
tune, and other similar devices, are prohibited within said city ; 
and also the vending of lottery tickets, or tickets for chance • 
drawing of any valuable thing. 

403. Pool rooms, how established. No person, firm or cor- 
poration shall be permitted to establish a pool or billiard room 
or ten pin alley, to be operated for hire, without first obtaining 
written; permission of both the landlords and tenants nearest 
such place on either side, and no license will be granted until 
such permission is obtained. 

404. Shooting fireajms. No person shall isihoot with any 
fire arms in said city, unless it be in a licensed shooting gallery, 
or by permission of the Mayor. 

405. Using Alabama slings and air guns on the streets pro- 
hibited. It shall not be lawful for any person within the limits 
of this city to use any Alabama slings, or other sling, or in- 
strument for throwing projectiles; nor to throw any stone or 
other missile from such sling or instrument, or by the hand, in 
any of the streets, la»nes or squares of said city, nor s^hall it be 
lawful for any person to use or shoot any parlor rifle or air 
gun or other gun of like character on any of the streets, lanes 
or alleys of this city. 

406. Defacing buildings, etc. No persom shall write, paint, 
draw, carve or cut any letter or letters, word, words or device, 
or in any way mutilate or deface, any church, public building, 
well-house, shade tree, private house, wall or fence belonging 
to another in said city ; nor shall post any bills on the same, 
without the owner's consent. 

407. Fighting chicken cocks. No person shall fig^t ohicken 
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coks, in the corporate limits of this city, either with or without 
gaffs. 

408. Prize fight, prohibiting persons to act as referee or 
time-keeper. It shall be unlawful for any person to take part 
or engage in or act as referee or time-keeper at a>ny profes- 
sional prize fight, boxing match or pugilistic encounter of any 
kind or character, at any plaee within the City of Rome, to 
which any admission fee is charged or any contributicm is re- 
quested, either directly or indirectly, or any prize fight 
whether a charge be made therefor or not. 

. (a) Any person violating this ordinance shall, upon convic- 
tion, be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

. 409. Injuring lamps, etc. No person shall break, injure or 
deface any of the street lamps or lamp posts, or gas or electric 
light fixtures belc»nging to the city or to any gas or electric 
light company. 

410. Barber shops. All barber shops in the city shall be 
closed on Sunday, and no work shall be done in them on said 
day. 

411. Houses of ill-fame. No 'owner or agent of such owner, 
of any house or houses shall rent or cause to be rented or oc- 
cupy or allow to be occupied any house or portion of a house 
to be used as a house of ill-fame in the City of Rome, nor shall 
suffer or permit any woman of ill-fame to occupy any house or 
houses within said city for the purpose of fornication or adul- 
tery. 

412. How abated. Any person being the owner or occu- 
pant of a house of ill-fame, who shall continue the same or al- 
low the same to be continued for two days after the same has 
been adjudged by the Recorder's Court to be a house of ill- 
fame, shall ,on conviction thereof, be puaished as is prescribed 
in Section 121 of this Code. And it shall be lawful for the Mar- 
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shal or Deputy Mtarehal, by order of the Recorder's Court, to 
abate said nuisance by ejecting said tenants, and closing up 
such house or houses. 

413. Evidence. Circumstances from which it may be rea- 
sonably inferred that any house is inhabited by disorderly per- 
sons of immoral character and notoriously bad fame, sihall be 
sufficient to establish the fact that such house is a disorderly 
house, or house of ill-fame. 

414. Disorderly houses. Any person or persons who shall 
permit parties of disordely character to assemble in his or their 
house or houses, within the corporate limits of the City of 
Rome, to the disturbance of the citizens residing in his, her or 
their neighborhood, shall be guilty of keeping a disorderly 
house, and punished accordingly. 

415. Assembling and loitering on streets. Ainy persons who 
shall assemble and loiter on the streets in sufficient numbers, 
or in such manner as to be an obstructio»n to free passage on the 
streets or sidewalks, and failing to disperse upon notification 
of any officer or member of the police force shall ,on conviction, 
be pu»nished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

416. Idling in front of churches, etc., prohibited. Any and 
every person who, in said city, after having been directed by 

' any officer or member of the police force to move away there- 
from, shall remain or loiter in front of any church or other 
place of public worship during service therein, or in front of 
amy theatre, concert hall, ball room, etc., or in front of any 
other place of public gathering, or ishall loiter or idle his or 
her time on the sidewalks of public streets of this city, shall 
be deemed an idle a*nd disorderly person, and, on conviction 
thereof, shall be punished as prescribed by Section 121 of this 
Code. 

417. Loitering about schools. It ^hall not be lawful for any 
person or persons, to ^semble or loiter on the premises, or 
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on any street, sidewalk, lot or alley adjacent to any school or 
college in the City of Rome, to the annoyance of the pupils of 
said school or college, or the teachers and faculties thereof ; 
aor shall any person or persons be guilty of rude, boisterous, 
disorderly, idecent or unbecoming conduct, or of any conduct 
tending to disturb or annoy the pupils, teachers or. faculties 
in, at or near any school or college in said city; or be guilty 
of any conduct tending to disturb or a>nnoy pupils, teachers or 
faculties while on their way to or from any school or college in 
said city. 

418. Arrest of offenders. The Marshal, Deputy IMarshal or 
any policeman shall arrest and confine in the calaboose, any of- 
fender against the laws and ordinances of this city, where, in 
their judgment, such arrest and confinement are necessary to 
secure said offender's appearance before the court, to answer 
his or her offense, or preserve the peace of the eity; or they 
may take bond with good security, to be judged of by the ar- 
resting officer, to appear and abide the trial before the Record- 
er's Court. 

419. Duty of Marshal and Deputy. Any person who shall 
commit a violation of the penal laws of this State, in the pres- 
ence of the Marshal or Deputy Marshal, shall be arrested by 
them, or either of them, and carried before some proper offi- 
cer for examination, and if ordered by the Mayor or any mem- 
ber of the Couneil to prosecute sueh offender, he shall do so. 

420. Persons summoned to suppress affrays. Any person 
or persons i»n said city between the ages of eighteen and fifty 
years, who,, upon being summoned by the Marshal or Deputy 
Marshal, or police or Mayor or a member of the Council to aid 
in suppressing an affray, breach of the peace or other outrage, 
shall refuse to do so, or refuse to arrest or aid in arresting any 
offender against the laws of this State, or any ordinance of 
this city,and any person who shall oppose, resist or obstruct 
the Marshal or Deputy Marshal or police in the arrest of any 
of the offenders, against any ordinance of the city or laws of 
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this State, or other discharge of duty, shall ,on conviction, be 
punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this ode. 

421. Menacing or threatening policemen. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person or persons to menace or theraten the 
Marshal or Deputy IMiarshal or police wihile in tne discharge 
of duty, and no person or persons s'hall follow up said oflScers, 
or men, while in charge of prisoners after he or she has been 
commanded to desist, or after amy crowd shall have been com- 
manded to disperse, and any person or persons wiho shall or 
may be guilty of the foregoing acts, shall, upon conviction, be 
punished as prescribed by Section 121 ofthis Code. 

422. Vagrants. All idle, loafing, mischievous, disorderly 
persons, without visible means of support, found in the City of 
Rome, shall be taken up by the police and confined in the cala- 
boose, preparatory to trial before the Recorder, and, on con- 
viction, shall be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this 
Code. 

423. Lewd women not allowed in public places at night. It 

shall be unlawful for any prostitute, or wonuan of notoriously 
lewd character, to walk the steets, alleys or other public thor- 
oughfares of the City of Rome, or ride around the same during 
the night seasori. 

424. Men not to talk with the familiarly. And it shall be 
unlawful for any male person to talk in a familiar manner to 
any such woman or women, or be in company with any such 
woman or women, knowing the same to be such, upon the 
streets, alleys or thoroughfares of said city. 

425. Loitering or sleeping in stairways, etc., prohibited. It 

S'hall not be lawful for any person or persons in said city to 
loiter or sleep on or at the foot of any stairwiay of any build- 
ing in said city, or to loiter or to sleep in or on boxes or hogs- 
heads, or other things, in streets or sidewalks or alleys, or on 
public grounds, or on the private premises or grounds of aai- 
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other without the consent of the person in control of any such 
premises or grounds, or to habitually loaf around the hotels 
and public places of the city. 

426. Distrubance at Opera House, etc. Any perso»n wiho 
shall be guilty of rude, boisterousm or disorderly conduct in 
any theatre, opera house, or public hall in said city, shall, on 
conviction, be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this 
Code. 

427. Penalty. . Amy one violating any of the provisions of 
this chapter shall, upon conviction, be punished as prescribed 
i>n Section 121 of this Code. 



CHAPTER XXXIX. 
PEDDLERS, DRUMMERS AND ITINERANT TRADERS. 

428. Itinerant traders and peddlers. Any itinerant trader 
or peddler who shall offer for sale any goods, wares or mer- 
chandise within the corpmorate limits of the City of Rome, 
without first obtaining from the Clerk of Council a license, for 
which he shall pay such sum as may be fixed by the Mayor and 
Council, shall be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this 
Code. 

429. Sale of meats from wagons. Any person who shall sell 
any fresh or green meats upon the streets of the city from any 
wagon or other conveya»nce, without first obtaining a license 
from the Clerk of Council and having such wagon or other con- 
veyances duly numbered and registered, sihall, on conviction, 
be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

430. Street drummers. Every street drummer shall be re- 
quired to take out a license in his own name, paying therefor 
such sum as may be prescribed by the Mayor and Council ; and 
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for a failure to do so, may be punished as prescribed by Section 
121 of this Code. 

431. Peddling not allowed. No peddling, itinerant 
traders, or selling from stands on the streets, shall be pemitted 
within the coporate limits of this city, except the selling of 
bread and milk, and of country produce from wagons by pro- 
ducers; provided, that nothing herein contained shall be so 
construed as to prohibit producers from selling their owin prod- 
ucts. Any person violating this odinance shall be punished as 
prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

432. Patent medicines, disposed how. No one shall be per- 
mitted to sell within the corporate limits of the City of Rome 
any medicines, remedies or appliances for the cure of diseases, 
except regular practicing physicians, merchants and drug- 
gists having a license therefor, without finst obtaining a license 
from the Clerk of Council so to do. Any person violating this 
section shall be punished as prescribed in section 121 of this 
Code. 



CHAPTER XL. 
PLTTMBINO AND HOUSE DRAINAGE. 

433. Regfulating plumbing and house drainage. All plumb- 
ing and house drainage, in both public and private buildings 
within the City of Rome, shall be done according to the rules 
and specifications herein contained, under the direction of the 
Board of Health and Building Inspector. 

434. Material and work. AH materials shall be of good 
quality and free from defects ; the work shall be executed in a 
thorough and workman-like mamner. 
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435. Soil and waste-pipes and traps. The arrangement of 
soil and waste-pipes sball be as direct as possible. 

436. Shall be exposed to view. The drain, soil and waste- 
pipes and the traps shall, if practicable, be exposed to view 
for ready inspection at all times, and for convenience in repair- 
ing. Whan necessarily j^laced within partitions or in recesses 
of walls, soil and waste-pipes shall be covered with wood-work, 
so fastened with screws as to be readily removed. In no case 
shall they be absolutely inaccessible. 

437. Ventilation of water-closets. All interior water-closet 
compartments shall be ventilated by windows into the open air, 
or into air-shafts of not less than three square feet in area. 

438. Houses shall connect with sewers. Where there is a 
sewer in the street every house or building shall be separately 
and independently connected with it. When possible, such con- 
nection shall be made directly in front of the house. 

439. Glazed pipes used. Where the soil consists of a nat- 
ural bed of loam, sand or rock, the house sewer may be of hard, 
salt-glazed and cylindrical earthenwiare pipe, laid on a smooth 
bottom, free from all projections of rock, and with the soil well 
rammed to prevent any settling of the pipes. Each section 
shall be wetted before applying the cement, and the space be- 
tween each hub and the small end of the next section shall be 
completely and uniformly filled with the best hydraulic ce- 
ment. Care shall be taken to prevent any cement being forced 
into the drain to become an obstruction. No tempered up ce- 
ment shall be used. A straight edge s^hall be used inside the 
pipe, and the different sections shall be laid in perfect line on 
the bottom and sides iProvided, always, that only cast iron pipe 
shall be used from the lower end of the main vertical soil-pipe 
to a point beyond the house, foundation or area line. 

440. Private sewers, how laid. Where there is no sewer i>n 
the street, and it is necessary to construct a private sewer to 
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connect with a sewer in an adjacent street or avenue, it i^hall 
be latd outside of the curb, under the roadway of the street on 
which the houses front, and not, when otherwise practicable, 
throug-h the yards or under the houisies. 

441. Cast iron house drains. The, house drain shall be of 
cast iron, with a fall of at least one-quarter inch to the foot, 
and when water closets discharge into it, the house drain 
shall be at least four inches in diameter. 

442. House drain shaJl be laid in straight line. It shall be 
laid in a straight line if possible. All changes in direction 
shall be made with curved pipes, and all connections with 
Y-branch pipes and one-sixteenth or«one-eighth bends if possi- 
ble. Under no circunBtances shall more than one-sixth bends 
be used. 

443. Traps on house drains. A running or-half-S trap shall 
be placed on the house drain at an accessible point near the 
house. This trap shall be furnished with a hand^hold for con- 
venience in cleaming, the cover of which shall be properly 
fitted and made gas and air tight with some suitable cement 
properly applied. 

444. Fresh air inlets. There shall be an inlet for fresh air 
to enter the drain just inside of the trap described in the fore- 
going section, of at least four inches in diameter, leading to the 
outer air a>nd opening at some suitable place not less than ten 
feet from the nearest window. No cold-air box for a furnace 
shall be so placed that it can possibly draw air from this inlet 
pipe. 

445. Ventilators. No brick, sheet-metal, earthenware or 
chimney-flue shall be used as a sewer ventilator, or to ventilate 
any trap, drain, soil or waste-pipe. 

446. Iron waste-pipes. Every vertical soil and main waste 
pipe shall be of iran, and it sthall extend at least two feet 
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through the roof, and have a diameter above the. roof not less 
than that of the pipe proper, and in no case sfhali it be less 
than four inches in diameter above the roof. 

447. Soil, waste ajid vent-pipes shall go above roof. Soil, 
waste and vent-pipes in a*n extension shall be extended above 
the cornice or roof of the main building when otherwise they • 
would open within twenty feet of the windows of the main 
house or of the adjoinifag houi&e. 

448. Size of pipe. When lead pipe is used to ocnnect fix- 
tures with vertical soil or wiaste-pipes, or to con»nect traps with 
vertical vent-pipes, it shall not be lighter than D-pipe. 

449. No traps on soil or waste-pipe. There shall no traps 
on main vertical soil or waste-pipes. 

450. Gas-tight joints. All joints in iron drain-pipes, soil-pipes 
and waste-pipes shall be so filled with oakum and lead and 
hand-calked as to make them gas-tig'ht. 

451. Lead and iron pipes, how constructed. Ail connec- 
tions of lead with iron pipes, shall be made with a brass sleeve 
or ferrule of the same size as the lead pipe, put in the hub of 
the branch of the iron and calked with lead. The lead pipe 
shall be attached to the ferrule by a wiped or overcaist joint. 

452. Wiped joints. All connections of lead, waste and 
ve»nt-pipes shall be made by means of wiped joints. 

453. Trays for closets, etc. Every water-closet, urinal, simk, 
Wash-tray, bath, a»nd every tub or set of tubs, and hydrant 
waste-pipe, and every area and court-yard drain connected 
with a sewer, shall be separately and effectively trapped. 

454. Traps near fixtures. Traps shall be placed as near the 
fixtures as practicable, and in no case shall a trap be more than 
two feet from the fixture.

453. Strainers. All waste-pipes from fixtures, other than 
water-closets, shall be provided at the inlet of such fixtures 
with strong nietallic strainers to exclude from such waste- 
pipes all substances likely to obstruct them. 

466. Bathrtubs separately trapped. Ln no case shall the 
• waste from a bath-tub or other fixture be connected with a 
w^ater-closet trap. 

457. Traps protected from syphonage. Traps shall be pro- 
tected from syphonage, and the waste-pipe leading from them 
shall be ventilated by a special air-ppe, in no case less than two 
inches in diameter for water-elosets traps, and one inch and a 
half for other traps, except when special anti-syphan fixtures 
or devices, which render the trap-vent unnecessary, are used; 
which fixtures and devices shall first be approved in each case 
by the Building Inspector. In all cases vertical vent-pipes shall 
be of cast or wrought iron. 

458. Continuous slope. Vent-pipes shall extend at least 
two feet through the roof, or the single or combi»ned pipes may 
be connected above the highest fixture with the main vertical 
vent-pipe. They may be combined by branching together those 
which serve several traps, but t^e area of the combined' pipes 
shall not be decerased. These air-pipes shall always have a 
continuous slope to avoid collecting water by condensation. 

I 

459. Vent-pipes. No trap vent-pipe shall be used as a soil 
or waste-pipe. 

460. Overflow pipes. . Overflow pipes from the fixtures shall 
i»n each case be connected on the inlet side of the trap. 

461. Refrigerators, etc., how drained. The drain-pipe from 
refrigerators and the drain pipe from the supply-pipe shall not 
be directly connected with the soil or waste-pipe, or with the 
drain or sewer; it should discharge into an open and water- 
supplied sink, or it may discharge upon the ground i»n such a 
manner as will not create a nuisance. 
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462. Water-closets, how furnished with water. All water- 
closets within the house shall be supplied with water from 
special tanks or cisterns, the water of which is not used for 
any other purpose. The closets, except closets placed in the 
yard, sihall not be supplied directly from the supply pipes. A 
group of closets may be supplied from one tank, but water- 
closets o»n different floors shall not be flusihed from one tank. 
No direct connecting closets will be allowed within the house. 

463. Water-closets. ,No privies or water-closets shall be 
permitted upon an}' lot or premises within thie City of Rome 
unless the privy or closet is actually run by water and con- 
nected with a sewer discharging into one of the rivers flowing 
by this city; provided, that this ordinance shall tnot apply to • 
any lot, which does not front on, or otherwise about on a 
street in which there is such a public sewer within fifty feet of 
the lot ; and provided, further, that wherever a sewer is within 
the boundaries of the street, the width of the street shall not 
be counted in ascertaining the distance from the sewer to the 
lot. 

(a) Any person using or keeping for use such privy or 
closet shall, upon conviction, be fined not exceeding ten 
($10.00) dollars for each day the privy or closet is kept or 
used, or imprisonment in the City Prison, or compeled to work 
upon the public works not exceeding twenty days for each of- 
fense, and the court trying the offender may, in its discretion, 
impose any or all of said penalties. 

464. Out door closets. Water-closets, w^hen placed in the 
yard, shall be so arranged as to be conveniently and adequately 
flushed, and their water supply pipes and traps shall be pro- 
tected from freezing. The compartments for such water-closets 
shall be ventilated by means of slatted openings. 

465. Rain-water leaders. Rain-water leaders shall not be ' 
used as soil, waste or vent-pipes, nor shall any soil, waste or 
vent-pipes be used as a leader. 
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466. Cast iron leaders. W'hen within the (house, the leader 
shall be of cast iron with leaded joints, or of copper with sol- 
dered joints. When connected with the house drain, it shall 
he trapped beneath the ground, or just inside the wall, the trap 
being arra»nged in either case so as to prevent freezing. In 
every case where a leader opens near a window or light shaft, 
it shall be properly trapped at its base. 

467. Steam exhausts. No steam-exhaust or blow-off pipe 
from a steam boiler shall connect with any soil or wiaste-pipe, 
or directly with the house-drain or sewer. They should dis- 
charge into a tank or condenser, the^ waste from which, if to 
be discharged into the sewer through the house-drain, J^all 
be connected on the sewer side of the house or ru»nning trap. 

468. Tenements. The general water-closet accommoda- 
tions of tenement or lodging houses, or of office buildings, or 
of any building in which accommodations are permitted to be 

t used by the public, shall not be placed in the basemont or cel- 
lar, but they shall be so located and constructed that no offense 
or nuisance may be caused. 

469. Notice to Building Inspector. Notice in writing shall 
be given to the Building Inspector, by the contractor, builder 
or plumber, in all cases of new work, or the remodeling of old 
work, or in any and all cases in which repairs involve the re- 
moval of fixtures, or changes in the location or arrangement of 
fixtures, when the work is sufiiciently advanced for inspection, 
and no part of the work shall be covered or concealed in any 
way until after it has been examined by the Building Inspector. 
And the contractor, builder or plumber shall test the work to 
the satisfaction of the Inspector, after plugging all openings, 
by filling the soil-pipes and vent-pipes with water or usicig 
other tests for the purpose of detecting any imperfections, or 
any other defect in the material or workmanship, which may 
permit the escape of foul air into or under the house ; and all 
such defects that may exist shall be made good, as provided 
in this ordinance. Any plumbing work, as aforesaid, or any 
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house sewer, or a»ny house-drain put up in and covered without 
due notice to the Building Inspector, s-hall be uncovered for in- 
spection by direction of the Inspector. And the contractor, 
builder or plumber who may be in charge of the work, and 
who may be responsible therefor, shall be subject to the pen- 
alties prescribed in this ordinance for any violation of the pro- 
visions of this section. 

< 

470. Penalty. Any plumber, or other person who shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of Sectiom 469, or any person who 
shall knowingly permit any violation of any of the provisions 
thereof upon premises owned or controlled as agent or other- 
wise by them, shall, upon conviction, be punisihed as prescribed 
in Section 121 of this Code; and the plumber shall forfeit his 
license and »not be permitted to do any further plumbing in 
the city for twelve months if it shall appear that the plumber 
was at fault. 



CHAPTER XLL 
POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

471. Of whom police force consists. The police force of the 
city shall consist of a ^Marshal, Deputy Marshal and such num- 
ber of patrolmen, and such others as the IVIJayor and Council 
may deem mecessary. 

472. Election and oath. . They sihall be elected by the Mayor 
and Council when other city officers are elected, and hold their 
offices for two years, unless sooner removed by the Mayor and 
Council. They sfhall, before entering on their duties, take and 
subscribe to the oath hereinafter prescribed, and shall receive 
such salaries as the Mayor and Council may prescribe previous 
to their electio»n. 

473. Marshal and Deputy shall give bond. The Marshal 
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and Deputy Marshal shall also, before entering on the duties 
of their office, give bond with good and sufficient security, to be 
judged of by the Mayor and Council, conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of their duties, in such sums as may be re- 
quired by the Mayor and Council. 

474. Rules for police force, how prescribed. The Police 
Committee shall, an»nually, within ten days after its appoint- 
ment, prescribe sucli rules for the government of the police 
force, and for promoting the proficiency of, and prescribing 
the duties of the same, as shall control and govern the Marshal, 
Deputy Marshal and policemen for and during the next ensu- 
kig year; which rules shall be submitted to the Council for 
their ratification. And said rules shall be printed in pamphlet 
form and a copy of same furnished to each member of said 
force. And said Police Committee shall diligently inquire into 
every complaint made by citizens of the laxity in the perform- 
ance of duty on the part of policemen, or into any grievance 
complained of as by them committed. 

475. Policemen must acquire knowledge of rules. All po- 
licemen must acquire a full knowledge of the requirements of 
the rules and regulations provided for the government of the 
police force, in order to U/nderstand a»nd properly perform their 
duties. 

476. Duties of Marshal. It shall be the duty of the Marshal 
to execute the orders of the Mayor and Council, serve and exe- 
cute all kinds of processes, summons, executions, etc., sup- 
press disorderly conduct, and arrest offenders, and do such 
other duties as are usual for such officer. It ^hall also be his 
duty to attend to the collection of fi. fas. and other matters 
pladced in his hands for said city; to attend generally the 
meetings of Council; to attend the Recorder's Court, and do 
all such things as the said court may require ; to preserve the 
public peace; to see to the enforcement of all the ordinances 
and laws made for the government of the city ; enforce all or- 
ders and resolutions of the Mayor, Council or committeesi of 
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Council, and to see the judgments of the court executed. He 
shall keep the following books in his office : 1. A book wherein 
he shall take recipts from the Clerk of Council for all moneys 
paid over by him to said Clerk. 2. A book showing all cattle 
taken up and the disposition of the same. 3. A book showing 
the dis|>asition made of persons convicted and sentenced in 
the Recorder's Court and also the ftnes collected. 

477. Report of force. He is required to report all violations 
of the rules and regulations governing the police force to the 
Police Committee, in writing, and, on failure to do so, will be 
tried for neglect of duty. 

478. Oflace of Marshal headquarters. The offiee of the Mar- 
shal shall be in the city Hall, which is hereby declared to be the 
headquarters and rendezvous of the police force of the city. 

479. Further duties of the Marshal. The equipment of the 
police force shiall, at all times, be under the eontrol and direc- 
tio»n of the Mayor. The disposition, control and general man- 
agement of the police force shall be entrusted to the Marshal. 
And as he is held responsible for the general good conduct of 
his men, he must give clear and precise instructions to the offi- 
cers under him, and report every instance of neglect or bad 
conduct to the Mayor. The Marshal will be firm and just, at 
the same time kind a»nd conciliatory to the officers and men 
under his command. He shall keep in his office a regular file of 
all letters and telegrams received by him, which have or may 
have any bearing on his official duties to the city, and in no 
instance allow one to be lost or msplaced. These papers must 
be kept and held as a record of the office for future reference. 

480. Duty at fires. Upon any alarm of fire it will be the 
duty of the Manshal immediately to repair to the spot, a»nd take 
command of the police force assembled there, and render such 
assistance to the Fire Chief as may be in his power. The Mar- 
shal shall see to it that as many men as can be spared from 
other service report promptly at all fires. 
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481. At public meetings. The Marshal must see tfiat all 
public meetings of every kind and character, including thea- 
tres, circuses and political gatherings, are well guarded and 
attended by at least two policemen. 

482. In riots or insurrections. In case of riot or insurrec- 
tion of any kind the Marshal must immediately place himself 
in command of all the force and take such steps as he may 
tihink proper to suppress disorder. In all such cases, he will, 
if possible, confer with the Mayor or such authority as may be 
aieting in his stead. 

483. Marshal shall not absent himself. In no case must the 
Marshal absent himself from, the city for more than a day with- 
out the knowledge and consent of the Mayor. 

484. Sergeant. The Marshal shall have power to designate 
some member of the police force as Sergeant of the night 
force, to'whiom all reports shall be made by the men on duty, 
and such Sergeant shall submit his report to the Marshal at 
the tim<e of his going off duty. 

485. Hours of relief. The Marshal sihall have tihe power to 
name the hour of relief between the day a»nd night force, and 
to so arrange tbe service of the men as will secure the best 
interests of the city. 

486. Special policemen and inspection. The marshal may 
appoint persons of suitable character who may be in the em- 
ploy of the city government in other branches, as special police- 
men ; but such persons so appointed shall receive no additional 
pay for their services as such special policeman. The Miarshal 
shall also have an inspection of the whole force at least once 
in each quarter, and report the result of said inspection to the 
Police Committee. 

487. Other powers and duties. The Marshal ^all have 
power to direct, temporarily, any or all of the police force to 
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any place within the incorporate limits, when in his opinion 
their services may be required. He shall report to the Mayor 
or Health Committee, when brought to his knowledge, the 
presence of any contagious or infectious disease in the city, 
or the existence of any nuisance which may be detrimental to 
the public health. 

488. Shall report subordinates. The Marshal shall report 
to the Mayor or City Council, in writing, all violations of the 
prescribed rules and regulations by any of his subordinates, 
that may come to his knowledge, and shall promptly report to 
the Mayor all complaints made to him against the officers and 
nueci of the force. 

489. In cases of emergency. In all cases of emergency, 
where the immediate arrest of any person is necessary to se- 
cure the public peace, the Marshal or the police may arrest 
such person, without written warrant or summons, and detain 
him or her until warrant or summonts can be issued a»nd served, 
but in no case shall the party be imprisoned before trial in 
the calaboose or jail, without having a reasonable opportunity 
to give bond and security for his appearance, except such per- 
son be in a state of drunkenness or intoxication, in which 
case he shall not be allowed to give bond until he becomes 
sober. 

490. Marshal, how tried. On complant of any person on 
oath that the Marsfhal neglects or refuses to discharge the du- 
ties of his office faithfully and vigilamtly, or acts without 
authority of the law, or is guilty of malpractice in office, or 
charges more than his legal costs, or acts oppressively by him- 
self or ofher officers, it shall be the duty of the Clerk of Coun- 
cil to summon the Marshal, in writing, to appear before the 
Mayor and Council at a called mieeting or at their first regular 
meeting after complaint is made, or as soon thereafter as con- 
venient, to answer such complaint, a»:id upon conviction, they 
shall adjudge such penalty as they may deem fit and expedient 
in the premises, either a fine, reprimand or dismission from 
office, in their discretion. 
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491. Deputy Marshal. The Deputy Marshal, in the absence 
of the Marshal, or in his inability to act, shall have all the 
power and authority that is or may be conferred on the Mar- 
shal. The Deputy Marshal, like the Marshal, shall be on duty 
at all times as a policeman, and shall perform such duty as may 
be required of him by the Marshal. 

492. Policemen shall not absent themselves. No policeman 
will be allowed to leave the city or absent himself from duty 
without the con-sent of the Mayor and Marshal. Any officer 
or policeman absent by leave for more than one day must sup- 
ply his place for the time with a substitute acceptable to the 
Mayor and Marshal, otherwise he will be charged with such 
lost time. 

493. Shall have no other business. All the officers and men 
of the police force shall devote their entire time to their duties 
as such, and are prohibited from giving their attention to any 
other business. And it shall not be lawful for any member of 
the force to appear in his uniform coat and hat whilst off duty. 

494. Conferring police powers upon certain employees. 
The Superintendent of Public Works, the foreman of street 
hands, the Engineers at the Pumping Station and the attend- 
ants at the filter plant, after being duly sworn, shall be in- 
vested with police powers to enforce the ordinances and laws 
of the city pertaining to streets, alleys, parl^, waten\^orks, 
including filter plant and sewers of said city; to make arrests, 
bring charges and otherwise perform all the duties of police- 
men in pursuance of their duties. 

496. Should prevent personal difficulty. The duty of po- 
licemen is to interfere in all cases where they have good rea- 
sons to believe that a personal difficulty is pendi»ng. 

496. Oppression, etc. Any policeman who shall be con- 
victed of using his office with malice, to oppress or persecute, 
or annoy any person, or persons, shall be suspended or dis- 
missed from the force, 
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497. General deportment. Policemen shall not be allowed 
to use kisulting or profane language to persons in their cus- 
tody, to use any violence, except in case of resistaaice to their 
authority and in self-defense : they shall be civil and orderly at 
all times, must maintain command of temper, observe decorum 
and exercise patience under personal provocation; s<hall be po- 
lite and attentive to all pei'^o.is of every class, ra^nk or color 
who may claim or ask their assistance. Lnsolence or incivility 
will not be tolerated in any officer. They must not smoke pipe, 
cigar or cigarette while on day duty, nor must they expecto- 
rate upon the sidewalk, or floors or wall of any public build- 
ing, and the slightest appearance of intoxicatioa shall be fol- 
lowed by immediate dismissal from the force. , It shall be their 
duty at all tim^ to render to the ]\LTrshal and his orders im- 
plicit obedience. 

498. Must appear in uniform. Policemen a,ppearing in the 
Recorder's Court must be in full uniform and must on all such 
■occasions display their badge of office. No excuse will be 
taken for a violation of this rule. 

499. Taste and gentility. A strict regard to taste and gen- 
tility must be olxserved by every member of the force. And 
when any policeman ceasc^s in any manner his connectica with 
the force, he shall at once surrcndei' his entire uniform, the 
same being furnished by the city and therefore the property of 
the city at all times. 

500. Using obscene language. Any policeman known to be 
guilty of indulging in vulgjr, obscene or profane language 
while on duty, the {-ame sliail l)c considered a sufficient cause 
for suspension or removal. 

501. Failure to report bad conduct. Any officer who shall 
see or hear of the bad cenduct of another officer and shall not 
report the same to the ]\Iay()r nr Police Conniiittee, shall ,oa 
conviction of said failure, he dealt \.ilh at the discretion of 
the Mayor and Council. 
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602. Unbecoming conduct. Any policeman who shall be 
found at any disreputable place whilst on or off duty (except 
in discharge of official duty) or found conducting (himself in 
afliy manner unbecoming a gentleman and officer, shall be dealt 
with by the Mayor and Council at their discretion. 

603. Lounging and idling. Policemen seen lounging about 
or hiaaiging idly around stores or street cornens wlhile on duty 
will be deemed unfit for service. They are required to con- 
stantly patrol their respective beats and not engage in conver- 
sation except upon matters pertaining to their duties or giving 
information. 

504. Shall arrest drunk aoid disorderly persons. Policeman 
shall arrest, at any time, all persons who miay be guilty of 
drunkennes® or disorderly or indecent conduct on the streets 
or places of public gathering. But sound discretion should be 
used at all times. 

505. Must report. Policemen going on or coming off duty 
must report in person to the Marshal, his Deputy, or Sergeant 
at the proper hour. 

606. Concealed weapons. Policemen must arrest amy party 
who may be guilty of s^hooting in the city, or who may be 
found carrying coincealed weapons. And where minors are 
found carrying concealed weapons, said weapons shall be 
taken by the police and retunned to the parents or guardians 
of said minors, and ascertain, if possible, the person wiho fur- 
nished said minor with said weapon, and shall at once secure a 
warrant for and arrest said person. 

607. Shall report defective lamps, etc. Policemen shall re- 
port to the Miarsshal promptly all gas or electric lamps tihat may 
not be lit or cleaned, or that may be in ffiay way out of order, 
as well as any break or defect in the streets or streei sewerage, 
sidewalks or crossings which may come under their notice 
while on duty, and the Marshal shall immediately report the 
same to tih^ Superintendent of Public Works. They shall also 
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examine carefully all doors and fastenings on their beats, a>nd 
see that the same are secure. 

508. Shall report leaks in water pipes. It shall be the duty 
of the policemen to report to the Superintendent of Public 
Works any unnecessary leaks in the water-pipes, hydrants, or 
private sprinklers that t^ey may notice in their rounds, and 
they Bihall have authority to enter any premises where any 
useless waste of water may appear, and notify the owner or 
tenant of the same, and if such waste is not stopped, a case 
shall be made before the Recorder against the person allowing 
suc!h waste, and on conviction, the offender shall be punished 
as presicribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

609. Stolen and lost property. All stolen or lost property 
that may be found by or come into the possession of a police- 
man, shall be carried to police headquarters and delivered to 
the Marshal. The policeman shall note and mark the property 
delivered so that he may afterwards identify it. 

610. Stolen property. Hereafter a»ny property wihich may 
be taken possession of by the police force from persons who 
have stolen the same, or otherwise, shall be disposed of in the 
following manner: All such property shall be taken to the 

^ Cty Hall and safely kept for sixty days, a*nd if after that time 
the same shall be unclaimed by persons making satisfactory 
proof of title, the Mrashal shall advertise the same for sale for 
ten days by posting in three of the most public places in the 
city a, written notice which shall fully specify the articles to be 
sold, and the time when and place where each sale will take 
plaoe. 

511. Disposition of. At such time and place the property 
shall be sold to the highest bidder for cash ; such sales shall 
take place betw^een ten a. m. and four p. m. in fromt of the 
City Hall ; provided, that any perishable property may be sold 
after such notice, or such disposition made of the same as the 
Mayor may direct. The Marshal shall keep a complete record 
of when such property came into the possession of the police 
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force, where found, or from whom taken, a description of the 
property, when the same is claimed, and by whom, or when ad- 
vertised, and when and for what aniouat sold. All money 
arising from such sales shall be paid to the City Clerk, and by 
him to the Treasurer. 

512. Shall not accept gifts. No policeman shall acept from 
any person while in custody or after he may have been dis- 
charged, nor from any of his friends, any gratuity or reward. 
Nor shall he receive from any person any componsation for 
any damages sustained in the discharge of his duty. Nor shall 
he receive any other reward for. his services, except by permis 
sion of the Mayor. 

513. May arrest certain persons. Whilst all members of the 
force are cautioned againtit allowing themselves to be readily 
provoked by uncivil or rude language, yet, if the offense be of 
aggravated character, or anything Vike an assault made or 
attempted on their persons, they are authorized to arrest the 
offender on a charge of breach of the peace or an assault, as 
the circumstances may warrant, and said person, upon convic- 
tion, shall be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this 
Code. 

514. Entire force constitutes one body. The entire police 
force of the city constitutes one body, and they may be at any 
time placed on day or night duty temporarily or permanently, 
anywhere within the corporate limits, without regard to the 
beat to which tliey may have been attached, or to the duty pre- 
viously assigned them. 

515. Shall note drinking houses. Policemen will carefully 
note a^nd report to the Mayor all drinkng houses that are kept 
open at unusually late houns, or at which they may have reason 
to suppose that the Sunday licjuor law is violated., and they 
shall also o])serve and r(^]H)rt anything on the streets or else- 
where within their beats likely to produce damage or public 
inconvenience, or anything oppressive or unpleasa»nt to the 
residents within their respective beats. 
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516. Shall watch suspicious persons. They shall strictly 
watch the conduct of suspicious persons or those of known bad 
character, who may live or be found in their respective beats, 
and take notice of the time a»nd the particular part of their 
beats where such persons may be seen, and of any attending 
circumstances worthy of note. Where amy serious offens-e shall 
be discovered to have been committed, the policemen shall 
state to the Marshal what person of such character they have 
observed and at what places. They i^hall also report to the 
Mayor all persons who frequent gambling and disorderly 
houses and houses of ill-fame. 

517. Gambling houses. They shall observe all houses and 
places in which they may have reason to think that gambling 
is being carried Otn, and report the result of their observations 
to the Marshal. 

518. Gambling, etc. When, in the opinion of the Mayor, 
Chairma»n of the Police Committee or Chief of Police, there is 
reasonable cause to believe there is a gambling house or blind 
tiger being' operated, or that spirituous, vinous or malt liquors 
are being sold or dispensed contrary to law, the police are em- 
powered and authorized to enter, and, if necessary, to break 
open any place and seize and destroy any gambling parapher- 
ffialia, or stock of liquors found in such place, or retain posses- 
sion of same, to be used as evidence against the violators of 
the law. Provided, however, that before any police officer shall 
be authorized to break open any such place he shall first obtain 
a warrant, supported by an affidavit, that there is reasonable 
cause for belief that gambling is being done in said house or 
that liquors are being illegally sold or dispensed therein. 

519. When policemen may leave beat. No policeman shall 
leave his beat, until regularly relieved, except for the purpose 
of taking a party arrested to the calaboose, or rendering as- 
sistance when summoned by a policeman on a neighboring 
beat, or of interfering to prevent crime or arrest offenders in 
cases falling u»nder his own observation in the adjacent parts 
of neighboring beats. Special instructions will be given by the 
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Marshal as to the mode in which, signals for assistance are to 
be made and the circumstances under which they are to be 
given and to be attended to. 

520. Guns. The guns provided by the city for cases of 
emergency, a»nd the ammunition therefor shall be in charge of 
the Marshal and the Deputy Marshal, and shall be kept locked 
up in a case and neither Marshal nor Deputy Marshal shall 
allow any of said guns to be taken from their cases except in 
case of riot or insurrection, or drill or inspection. Said guns 
shall be numbered and the officer of the police force whose 
(number corresponds with the number on the gun sihall put the 
same in order after every drill or inspection and return it im- 
mediately thereafter for safe keeping to the Marshal or his 
Deputy. 

(a) Inspection and drill will be had each month or oftener 
if required by the Chairman of the Police Committee. Any 
member of the police force or other city officer violating the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be subject to trial and puin- 
ishment as provided in the ordinance for regulation of the po- 
lice force. 

521. Shall not electioneer. No officer or member of the po- 
lice force will be allowed to advocate the claims of any citizen 
for any municipal office, other than to cast his vote, in any 
mujnicipal election. 

522. Assuming to act as policeman. Any person, not being 
a policeman, in the city who assumes to act as such, or repre- 
sent himself as such, shall, on conviction, be punished as pre- 
scribed in Section 121 of this Code. 
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CHAPTER XLII. 

COCAINE. 

623. Cocaine. It shall be unlawful far any person, firm or 
corporation to sell, furnish or give to any person any cocaine 
or any solution of cocaine except it be upon a prescription 
from a lioensed physician, who shall state in said prescription 
the »name of the person by whom the cocaine is to be used, and 
that he or ^e needs it for his or her physical welfare. 

(a) A separate prescription shall be procured for each pur- 
chase of said cocaine, and each of said purchases must be 
labeled separately with a white label on which shall be printed 
*' Cocaine" in red letters. The person, firm or corporation sell- 
ing or furnishing cocaine shall first register their names with 
the City Clerk, who shall procure and keep a book for such reg- 
istration. The person, firm or corporation selling cocaine shall 
keep a book in which shall be registered the name of every 
person purchasng cocaine, together with the date of purchase, 
the amount purchased and the name of the person for whom 
said purchase was made. 

(b) Each name in said register shall be numbered consecu- 
tively as it is registered, and the prescription upon which the 
cocaine was obtained shall bear a corresponding number to the 
name as it appears in the register, and shall be filed away sepa- 
artely. Said register and file of prescriptions shall be subject 
to inspection by the Mayor, Ohiairman of the Board of Health 
or any person authorized by either of them, when in the dis- 
cretion of either it shall be deemed proper. The Mayor and 
Council shall at any time have authority to order any of the 
persons, firms or corporations selling cocaine to furinsh under 
oath a full report of all sales of cocaine for their inspection. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for any person, or persons, to run 
within the city limits a cocaine joint, where cocaine can be 
shifFed or injected into the system in any way. Any person, 
or persons, who furnishes or sells cocaine without having first 
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registered with the City Clerk as prescribed by this ordinance 
shall be declared by the Mayor and Council to be the keeper of 
a cocaine joint. 

(d) Any person, firm or . corporation violating any of the 
foregoing provisions of this chapter shall, for each offense, 
on conviction thereof, be fined not exceeeding o.ne hundred dol- 
lars, or imprisonment for ninety day*, or either or both, in the 
discretion of the Recorder, Mayor or other such persc»n having 
jurisdiction and trying each offender. Nothing contained in 
the foregoing ordinance shall in any way intertere with the 
wholesale trade of jobbers, or sales to drug dealers. 



CHAPTER XLIII. 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

524. Board of Education. The Board of Education of the 
City of Rome shall cc»nsist of five members (three of whom 
shall constitute a quorum. 

525. Who eligible. Any person having resided in the city 
for one year next preceding his election shall be eligible to 
membership in said Board of Education. 

526. Powers and duties of Board of Education. The Board 
of Education shall have charge and control of the public 
schools in the city and shall have power, with the concurrence 
of the City Council first obtained: 

To erect or purchase buildings suitable for school houses 
and keep the same in repair. 

To buy or lease sites for school houses, with the necessary 
grounds. 
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The Board shall have power to elect a Superintendent and 

fix his salary. 

To furnish School houses with the necessary fixtures, furni- 
ture and apparatus. 

To provide for an»nual examinationis and the distribution of 
rewards, honors and diplomas. 

To rent buildings for the use of schools. 

To employ teachers and fix the amount of their compensa- 
tion. 

To prescribe the school books to be used and the studies in 
the different schools. 

To lay off and divide the city into school districts, and from 
time to time alter the same and create new ones, as circum- 
stances may require; and generally to have and possess the 
rights, powers and authority required for the proper manage- 
ment of the schools, with power to enact such by-laws, rules 
and regulations as may be necessary or deemed expedient for 
the establishment aind maintenance of a proper and uniform 
system of discipline in the several schools, said by-laws, rules 
and regulatio»ns having been first submitted to and approved 
by the Mayor and Council. 

527. Power to suspend or expel. They shall have power to 
suspend or expel any pupil who may be guilty of gross dis- 
obedience or misconduct, and to dismiss and remove any 
teacher whemever in their opinion he or she is not qualified to 
teach, or whenever from any cause, the iterests of the schools, 
may, in their opinion, require such removal or dismission. 

528. Apportioning pupils. They shall have power to ap- 
portion the scholars to the several schools. 

529. Non-resident pupils. They shall have power to admit 
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as pupils in the public schools any children residing without 
the limits of the city, and to fix the rate of tuition for non- 
resident pupils, which shall be uniform. 

530. Shall take care of school property. It shall be the 
duty of the Board to take oharge of the school houses, furni- 
ture, fixtures, apparatus, grounds, and other property belong- 
ing to the public schools, and siee that the same are kept in 
good condition, and not suffered to be unnecessarily injured or 
deteriorated, and also to provide fuel acid such other necessa- 
ries for the schools as in their opinion may be required in 
the school houses. 

531. Officers of the Board. The siaid Board shall appoint a 
President and Secretary from fheir own number. They shall 
provide well bound books at the expense of the school fund, 
m which shall be kept a faithful record of all their proceed- 
ings. 

532. Yeas and nays. The yea® and nays shall be taken and 
entered on the records of the proceedings of tJhe Board upon 
all questions involving the expenditure of money. 

633. When powers may be exercised. None of the powers 
herein conferred upon the Board of Education shall be exer- 
cised by them except at a regular or called meeting of the 
Board. 

534. Shall report to City Council. It shall be the duty of 
the Board to report to the City Council quarterly any sugges- 
tions they may deem expedient or requisite in rektion to the 
schools and school fund or the management thereof, or oftener, 
if required by the Mayor and Comncil. 

536. Annual report. It shall be the duty of the Board of 
Education to prepare and submit to the City Council an annual 
report covering the entire operations of the schools for the past 
scholastic year. They shall also submit an estimate of the 
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amount of money which will be required for the maintenance 
of the public schools for the succeedi»ng scholastic year; said 
statement shall set forth the various items of expense as accu- 
rately as possible, and shall be published with the annual re- 
ports of the city government. 

536. Shall communicate information desired. The Board 
of Education shall also communicate to the City Council from 
time to time such information within their possession as may be 
required by the Mayor and Cou»ncil. 

637. School fund, how used and paid out. All moneys 
raised by taxation for school purposes or received from the 
State common school fund, or from any other source for school 
purposes, to be paid out only upon warrants signed by the 
Mayor and attested by the Clerk of Council, a»nd the said Board 
shall not add to the expenditures for school purj>oses anything 
over and above the amount that shall be received from the 
State common school fund, fhe amount annually raised by city 
taxation for school purposses or from other sources for school 
purposes. If said Board shall so add to such expenditure, the 
city shall not in any case be liable therefor. 

538. Injuring buildings and disturbing schools. Any per- 
son going to or loitering around the schools While in session, 
or while pupils are going to or rtunning from school for the 
purpose of disturbing thgem, upon conviction shall be punished 
as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 
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CHAPTER XLIV. 
RAILROADS. 

539. Regulations as to railroads in city. The running speed 
of trains and engines on all railroads ^Vithin the city limits 
shall not at any time be at a greater rate than six miles an 
hour. Nor shall they incommode the crossings. They shall 
give ample notice to drivers of vehicles and to pedestrians of 
their approach, so as to afford all reasonable opportunity for 
either of them to avoid collisions or accidents. And they shall 
not blockade streets or crossings for more than two minutes 
at any one time. For a violation of any of the provisions of 
this section, the person in charge of such trains or engines and 
the Superintendent and President of the company sihall be pun- 
ished as prescribed by Section 121 of this Code. 

540. Getting on or off trains. All persons unconnected 
with railroad trains are prohibited from getting o^n or off the 
engines or cars while the same are in motion. 

541. Speed of trains. The running of trains and engines on 
all railroads within the city limits ishall not at any time be at a 
greater rate of speed than six miles an hour and not over four 
miles a»n hour at street crossings. They shall give ample notice 
to all persons of their approach by tolling or ringing their bells 
so as to afford all reasonable opportunity to avoid collisions 
or accidents. 

542. Blockade streets. No train, or portion thereof, shall 
blockade any street, sidewalk, or crossing or any portion 
thereof, for more than two minutes at any one time and then 
only when absolutely necessary. 

543. Whistles. No person operating any locomotive engine 
shall blow the whistle thereof within the corporate limits of 
the city. 
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544. Orders of officers. No yardmaster, superintendent or 
other railroad official shall issue, or cause to be issued, any 
order for the violation of the above ordinance, or knowingly 
permit their employees to violate the same. 

545. Steajn. No locomotive engine shall be permitted to 
blow off or get up steam within two hundred feet of any street 
crossing, except when attached to passenger trains. 

546. Section trains. No person shall statio»n on any rail- 
road track, within the corporate limits of the city for the night, 
any train occupied by section crews or employees except at 
such points as may be designated in writing by the Marshal. 

547. Watchmen required. It shall be the duty of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway Company to keep a watchman at the 
following crossings', to-wit: At the point where said railroad 
crosses Broad street, a»nd where said railroad crosses the street 
at the Anchor Duck Mills; and it shall be the duty of the 
Southern Railway Company to keep a watchman at 
the point Where said railroad crosses Second avenue, 
Maple street, and what is known as the Anchor Duck 
Mill crossing; and the watchmen above provided for shall 
be young, active, and intelligetit white men ; a»nd they shall be 
on duty at all times for twelve hours each day, during daylight 
hours : and v hile on duty, each watchman shall wear on his hat 
or cap, a badge, with the word ''Watchman*' thereon in plain 
letters, and shall keep displayed in his hamds a red flag ; and it 
shall be his duty to keep a look-out at all times for trains ap- 
proaching the crossing at which he is stationed, and to warn 
travelers thereof. 

648. Switching, how done at crossings. There shall be no 
switching of railroad trains across the streets of the city, at the 
crossings hereinafter specified, unless said train is preceded 
across said street by a flagman on foot, whose duty it shall be 
to warn travellers on the street of th-e approach of said train, 
to-wit : 
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(a) The crossing of Second avenue by the tracks of the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company, near the Battey 
Machintery Company warehouse. 

(b) The crossings) of First avenue by the tracks of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Railway Comp-any. 

(c) The crossings of First avenue by the tracks of the 
Southern Railway Company. 

(d) And it shall be the duty of the brakeman on the end of 
said train, nearest to the streets above referred to, to flag the 
train across the street as above indicated. 

649. Switching on Second avenue. No train shall be al- 
lowed to pass across Second avenue on the tracks of the Nash- 
ville, Ohatta>nooga & St. Louis Railway, unless the same is pre- 
eeded across said street by a flagma)n, whose duty it sihall be to 
warn all travellers on the street of the approach of said train ; 
and it shall be the duty of the brakeman on the end nearest to 
said street crossing above referred to, to flag the train across 
said street. 

560. Penalty. Any person or corporation that sihall violate 
any of the provisions of this chapter shall, upon convietion, be 
punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 



CHAPTER XLV. 

BEOISTRATION OF BUSINESS. 

661. Persons doing business must register. Every person, 
firm or corporation engaged i»n prosecuting or carrying on any 
trade, business or profession, within the incorporated limits of 
said city, is hereby required to register their names, business, 
calling, trade or profession annually at such times as the Mayor

and Council may by resolution from time to time, direct; and 
persons coming into the city and engaging in business after that 
date in each year shall so register within ten days after com- 
mencing such business, calling, trade or profession and pay for 
and procure a business license. 

552. Consignments prohibited except to commission merchants 
licensed as such. No person or persons, firm or corporation doing 
business in this city, shall sell or offer for sale any goods, wares, 
merchandise, fruits or produce consigned to them, up)on commis- 
sion or otherwise, or whether they derive the usual benefits of 
consignees therefrom, unless said goods, wares, fruits or piroduce 
come within the scope of the lines of goods that they are licensed 
by law to deal in, or unless they have a general commission 
merchant's registration license, when, in either instance, they 
must pay tax on commission sales, as required by Tax Ordi- 
nance. 

553. Penalty. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this chapter shall, upon conviction, be punished as pre- 
scribed in Sectioffi 121 of this Code. 



CHAPTER XLVI. 

SEWERS. 

554. Authority to construct sewers. The Mayor and Coun- 
cil shall have full power and authority to lay down sewers and 
drains in said city, and assess the amount of the cost of laying 
and constructing the same upon the real estate abutting on the 
streets througOi a.nd along which sewers and drains may be 
placed and constructed, and upon any real estate through or 
upon which the sam»e may be constructed or placed. All work 
of laying down or constructing sewers and drains shall be done 
under the direction and supervision of the Superintendent of 
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Board of Public Works, who shall furnish the Mayor and Coun- 
cil information and advice as to the necessities of any particu- 
lar locality for sewerage, the kind of sewerage that may be de- 
sirable, with estimates of the cost of the same, and shall furnish 
plans and profiles and such other like work as may be »neeessary 
and proper. Amounts of assessments on real estate for con- 
structing sewers may be collected by execution, levy and sale 
as in street assessments ; provided, however, that where a sewer 
exceeds eighteen inches in diameter, the property owners abut- 
ting on the street traversed by said sewer shall not be assiessed 
exceeding the cost of an eighteen-inch sewer. The excels over 
and above the cost of an eig'hteen-inch sewer is to be paid by 
the city. 

656. Damage to private property. The Mayor and Council 
are hereby authorized to co»nstruct and lay down sewers 
through property in said city ; provided, that before doing so, 
any damage done to private property thereby shall be ascer- 
tained and paid. In order to ascertain the amount thereof, 
assessors shall be appointed, who shall act and report as in 
cases of opening streets in said city, and from wlhose award 
either party may appeal to the Superior Court of Floyd copnty 
within four days. 

666. Tapping and connecting with sewers. It shall not be 
lawful for any person to tap or make connection with any 
sewer in the City of Rome, for any purpose whatsoever, except 
by permission of the Mayor a»nd Council, and upon complying 
with the f oUowdng terms and conditions : Whenever a connec- 
tioi^ is made with any such sewer it must be done under the 
direction and supervision of the Superintendent of Public 
Works ; Bcid the person, or persons, at whose instance the con- 
nection may be made, shall be liable for any damage resulting 
therefrom, and shall replace the street and sidewalk along and 
through which such connection is made, in as good condition as 
it was before the work was commenced, and shall pay to the 
city suc]i an amount in proportion to the wjiole cost of the 
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sewer to which he connects, as the frontage of the lot bears to 
the double length of such city sewer. 

557. Permission to connect discretionary. Permission to 
connect with such sewer or sewers may,in the discretion of the 
Mayor and Council, be confi»ned to such character, and kind of 
water and other deposiits, as in their judgment is meceBsary and 
proper, considering the locality and size of the sewer. The ap- 
plication must set forth fully the size and character of the 
sewer which is to be put down, the point or points at wliich 
connectio»ns are to be made with the city sewer, and the pur- 
pose for which the sewer is to be used. 

558. Connections must be kept in good order. The occu- 
pant or occupants of premises from which any sudh connection 
is made shall be bound at his, her, or their own expense to 
keep such connection i<n good order. Any person or persons 
who shall make connections with any sewer of said city, except 
by permission as aforesaid, or who. after permission shall fail 
to perform, or violate any of the terms and conditions of such 
permission, or shall fail to keep such connection in good order, 
shall, upoin conviction, be .punished as prescribed n Section 121 
of this Code. 

559. Putting down sewers or gas pipes. Any person w!ho 
desires to excavate any street, to any extent, for the purpose 
of laying sewer or gas pipes, or for any other purpose, sihall 
get permission in writing from the City Engineer and Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, who shall specify the streets a»nd por- 
tions thereof, which are to be so excavated, and the length of 
time for w|hich such permission is granted. During the- time 
such work is progressing ligOited lanterns shall be placed, at 
night, on either end of said excavation, and any piles' of dirt or 
material. The top soil and rock, if a»ny, shall be carefully kept 
apart fyom the clay or lower earth, and shall be replaced in as 
good condition as the s:ame was before, or to the satisfaction 
of the Engineer and Superintendent of P^iblic Works. Any 
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person ar pepgons violating this section, or any part thereof, 
shall, on conviction, be punished as is prescribed in Section 121 
of this Code. 

860. Excavating in streets regulated. Any person >vho may 
desire to excavate any street which has been perman^aitly im- 
proved, for the purpose of laying sewer, gas or water pipes, or 
for any other purpose, shall first apply and obtain permission 
from the Mayor and Council, and deposit witfti the Clerk of 
Council such sum as in the judgmemt of the Mayor and Council, 
upon the advice of the City Engineer and Superintendent of the 
Board of Public Works, shall be suflScient to eover the cost of 
replacing said permanent improvement, the surplus, if any, to 
be returned wheci work is completer, who shall specify in 
writing the streets and portions th'ereof which are to be exca- 
vated, and the length of time for which such permission is 
granted, and any person wiho sftiall rennove any permanent im- 
provement upon such streets without first having obtained such 
permission, shall, upon conviction thereof, be pumished as pre- 
scribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

661. Laying and renewal of water service pipes and preser- 
vation of pavements. Within thirty days after written notice 
from the Board of Public Works, it shall be the duty of all 
property owners having service conmections with the present 
water mains upon any street which said Board of Public 
Works shall have determined to pave, to replace the same with 
one (1) inch best quality galvanized iron pipes, from the street 
property line to the lead connection provided by the city, at 
each tap on the water main. All work and materials shall be 
subject to the approval and regulation of the wAter depart- 
ment of said city. 

(a) Should the laying of new mains be contemplated by the 
Board of Public Works on any such street, alley or public 
place, or the re-arrangement of old mains, temporarily prevent 
the renewal of such service pipes, in tSiat event the property 
owner shall be required to provide and comaect with the water 
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servioe pipe ta the ma»n within thirty days after the same sball 
have been re-arranged or re-laid. 

(b) The Board of Public Works, tihrough its duly author- 
ized agents, is empowered to inspect, aild> if necessary, con- 
demn, any gas, water, sewer or other main or service pipes and 

coniMctiodas, when found in bad eonditian, or likely to become 

# 

so within a reasonable time as determined by the Board ; and 
may re<|uire that such main, service or connections, be re* 
arranged or re-located to conform to grades established for 
pavng, upon written notice from the Board of Public Works. 

(c) After the paving of amy street has been determined by 
the Board of Public Works, and notice of suoh determination 
shall have been publi&died, all water or gas pipes thereafter laid 
in said streets shall not be less than one (1) inch in diameter 
and of bestt quality galvanized iron pipe. 

(d) In the event of the neglect or failure of any property 
owner to renew the service connections as herinbefore pro- 
vided, the Board of Public Works may, without notice to such 
property owner proceed to take up, relay or replace any^ con- 
nection, and the cost of the same shall be charged against the 
delinquent property own-er, thereby becoming a direct lien 
upon the property benefitted, and the amount shall be col- 
lected in the same manner as provided for the collection of 
city taxes. 

(e) After the paving of a«iy street shall have been com- 
pleted and accepted, it shall be unlawful to disturb the same 
for the connection of water, gas, sewer or other pipe, or the 
laying of the same, or for other purpose, except by a direct 
resolution and permission of the Board of Public Works, under 
its- direction, and after a deposit sufficient, in the judgment of 
the Board, to fully cover the cost of such removal and proper 
replacement of tibe pavennecit has been made by the person, Atut 
or corporation desiring such permi8sio«i<t 
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(f ) For each and every violation of this ordinance, or fail- 
ure to comply therewith, upon conviction, the offendeir shall be 
punished as provided in Section 121 of this Code. 

562. How re-fllled, and replacing improvements. All per- 
manent improvements which may be removed, and alf excava- 
tions which may be made as aforesaid, shall be refilled and re- 
placed by the applicant under the supervision of the City 
Engineer and Superintendent of Public Works, and the entire 
cost of such work shall be borne by the person to whom such 
permit has been granted. In order that such work shall be 
doflie expeditiously, it shall be the duty of the person to whom 
such permit is granted to notify the Superintendent 
of Public Works when the work of repair can commence, 
and until such 'notification has been givon, all obligations to 
protect excavations, etc., shall rest upon the person to whom 
the permit has been granted. 

663. Penalty. When a permit is revoked as above provided, 
or any person shall fail to do any of the work above specified, 
in the manner provided by this ordinance, or who shall fail on 
notice from the City Engineer, or Superintendent of Public 
Works, to repair defective work within the time specified in 
the notice, no other permit shall theireafter be granted to sudh 
party except by the Mayor and Council of said city, on» applica- 
tion therefor, which application may, i»n the discretion of said 
body, be granted or refused, and such person so failing to do 
said work, and in the manner as above provided, or who siiall 
do any such work without the permit herein provided, shall, 
oh convictioin thereof, for each offense be punished as pre- 
scribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

564. B^fulating removal and replacing permanent street 
improvements. The City Clerk ^hall keep a book in which he 
9hall record the nam'C of the party to whom the permit is 
granted and the date, etc. 
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565. Duties of Police in this matter. It shall he the duty of 
the Police Department to ecif oree said ordinance by causing the 
apprehension and prosecution of all violators of its provisions, 
and it is hereby made the duty of any person, who may be re- 
moving or about to remove, any permanent street improve- 
ment, to exhibit to any officer of the police or to any policeman 
the permit from the City Engineer or Mayor and Council to 
make such removal, when called upon to do so, if it is claim -d 
by any person that such permit has been granted. A failure to 
exhibit such permit when so called upon, shall subject the of- 
fender, on conviction thereof, to the penalty prescribed in 
Section 121 of this Code. 

566. Oas mains, water ajid sewer pipes — how laid. i\U gas 

mains shall be laid two feet below the surface of the street, and 
all water pipes shall be laid three feet below the surface : and 
all sewer pipes shall be laid four feet below the surface, where 
it is necessary to lay such pipes. 

567. Under government of Council as to time and manner 
of connections. For the preservation of all sewers in said city 
for the public use and easement the Mayor and Council shall 
have the authority to direct and control the time and manner 
id which connection shall be made with such s-ewers, and by 
whom the work is to be done, and upon what terms and condi- 
tions and at what point and to what extent surface water or 
drainage shall be permitted to flow into sewers, and generally 
all matters relating to the use and control and repairs of sew- 
ers and sewer connection, and replacing of paving and other 
adjacent structures in good condition, shall be at all times 
under the regulation and control of the Mayor and Council in 
its fair and legal discretion. 

568. Assessors appointed. Whenever the Mayor and Coun- 
cil shall decide to lay a sewer or water main over, on or 
through the property of another they shall appoint appraisers 
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and have the damages assessed, if any, as is provided by the 
Charter for opening, widening and changing streets, etc. 

569. Corner lots to have deduction, when. In the case of 
real estate situated on street corners, and having frontage on 
two streets, the owner and realestate thus situated shall be 
assessed by this Act provided for the frontage on the street in 
wthich a sewer is first laid, a»nd w^here a sewier is laid on the 
other street seventy-five feet of frontage shall be exempt from 
assessment on the owner and real estate for the last named 
sewer. 

570. Cost of S€wer a lien on property. The amount of such 
assessment for sewers on each piece of real esate shall be a 
lien on said real estate from the date of the passage of the ordi- 
nance providing for the work and making the assessment. 

571. In case of abandoned culverts, etc. The Board of Pub- 
lic Works of the City of Rome is hereby authorized to require 
the owners or agents in charge of property in front of which 
«new sewers are built, to take the place of old culverts, aban- 
doned for sewerage purposes, to quit using the old culverts 
for drainage purposes, and to connect their drainage with the 
new sewers. 

572. Penalty for failure to comply with notice. Any prop- 
erty owner or agent in charge of property, notified by the 
Board of Public Works to quit using the old culverts and to 
conoiect their drains with the new sewers, failing to connect 
their drainage with the new sewers or continuing to use the 
old culverts for drainage purposes for a longer period than 
twenty days after service of notice, shall be punished, on con- 
viction, as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

573. Connections, when made. Connections shall not be re- 
quired or permitted to be made with any sewer already laid and 
not already connected with until such time as shall be indicated 
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by the Conmiittee on Sewers a»nd Drains or the City Engineer 
to the Board of Health, which connections shall be required and 
made as by existing ordinances provided. 



CHAPTER XLVII. 

SEXTON. 

574. Election and duties of. The Mayor and Ck)uncil shall 
shall elect a Sexton, whose duty it shall be to superimtend the 
digging of all graves and all interments that shall take place in 
the City of Rome. He shall keep a register in which he shall 
enter the date of the interment, name, age, color, sex and resi- 
dence of the deceased,, and as far as he can ascertain the cause 
of the death. 

675. Depth of graves. No grave shall be dug less than fiv»e 
feet deep ; nor shall any grave be ' dug or corpse interred ex- 
cept under the superintondenc and direction of the Sexton. 

576. Bond and fees. The Sexton shall give bond in such 
sum as may be fixed by the Mayor and Council for the faithful 
discharge of his duties. He shall receive such compensation 
as may be prescribed by the Mayor and Council. He shall 
charge and collect the following fees, as well as those enumer- 
ated heretofore m this Code, and turn the same over to the 
Clerk of Council : 

For attending a funeral without hears-e, one dollar; for at- 
tending a funeral with hearse, two dollars-. The Sexton shall 
make a monthly mortuary report to the Mayor and Council. 

577. Cannot charge for work. It stoall be illegal for the 
Se'xton to charge any pers-om for any work done upon lots in 
the cemeteries, whether the same is done by himself or other 
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empolyees, who work upon the cemeteries, or accept or receive 
any presents, gifts or compensation of any kind, either directly 
or indirectly, from any person whomsoever, for any work done 
by him or any such employees upon any lot in said eeoneteries. 

(a) A violation of this ordinance shall subject the person 
violating the same to removal from oflSce. 

678. Inter before purchase, when. The Cemetery Commit- 
tee may, in their discretion, allow grantees to inter bodies in 
the lots bargained for by said gra»ntees before the purchase 
price of said lots has been fully paid ;provided, said Cemeetery 
Committee reserves the right to have removed such body, or 
bodies, that may be so interred when payment in full is de- 
manded of such grantees, by the City Sexton, or Cemetery Com- 
mittee, and the same is refused by said grantee. 

679. Keep record, Sexton must. The City Sexton is re- 
quired to keep reports sihowimg in detail the amount of money 
received by him, the names of the parties who pay it, the pur- 
pose for which it is paid, the date whan paid, and he is re- 
quired to keep the same in an orderly, systematic way. 

680. Policemen, when. The City Sexton shall be invested 
with all the powers and duties of the City Policemen within 
and upon the cemetery grounds, and shall have the right as 
such ex-oflBcio policeman within amd upon said grounds, to en- 
force obedience to all laws, rules and ordinances relating to 
said cemetery and to make all needful arrests for violations of 
the same, and to do and perform all necessary police duties 
within and upon said cemetery grounds. The purpose of this 
ordinances being to clothe the City Sexton with all usual and 
ordinary police powers and duties, the same to be exercised 
concurently with the regular police force of said city. 

681. Oath of. In addition to the usual oath taken by the 
City Sexton, he shall take and subscribe the oath taken by the 
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regular police force, and all the rules aflid ordinances governing 
the conduct and deportment of policemen shall apply to and 
govern said City Sexton while on duty, and especially ^all 
the ordinance relating to general deportment, taste, gentiltiy, 
using obscene amd profane language, and drinking be ej^tended 
and applied. 

582. Pull time required. The City Sexton shall be required 
to give his entire time and attention to the duties of said posi- 
tion during ordinary business hours, and shall at all times be 
subject to the direction and control of the Chairman of the 
Cemetery Committee. He shall not be permitted to loiter om 
the streets inor leave his place of employment during business 
hours without the permission of the Chairman of the Cemetery 
Committee, except in going to and from his meals, and going to 
and coming from the cemetery in discharge of his duties as Sex- 
ton, or in some emergency, the sufilciency of which shall be 
judged of by the Councl. For a violation of any of the provis- 
ions of this chapter, the Sexton shall be subject to censure, 
suspension or removal, at the discretion of the Mayor and 
Council. 



CHAPTER XLVIIL 
STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 

583. Superintendent of Chaingang shall give his entire time 
to the service. The Superintendent of the Ohaingang shall 
give his undivided service to the management of the street 
hands and chain gang, aind duties of his offi-ce, and shall not ab- 
sent himself from his duties except by consent of the Mayor 
and Council. 

684. Duty as to pay rolls. It shall be the duty of the Super- 
intendent of Public Works to make out all pay rollf in dupli- 
cate, the Board of Public Works retaining a copy, and the 
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otiier filed with the City Clerk. Said pay rolte ape to be made 
out to Friday evening of eaoh week, and approved by the Board 
of Public Works. All pay rolls shall show character of work, 
on which street and ward done, so that said Board can keep a 
rteoord of all work done and cost of same. 

686. Orading of streets, etc. No grading of streets, curb- 
ing, flagging or crossings shall be done except by order of the 
, Board of Public Works, who will furnish the Superintendent 
with instructions as to grades and nature of work to be done, 
number of hands, teams, acid any other instructions that may 
be deemied necessary for carrying on the work for the best in- 
terests of the city. All purchases for the department shall be 
made on requisition to. the Board of Public Works and ap- 
proved by its Chairman. 

886: Contracts for grading^ etc. When in the opinion of 
the Board of Public Works any gradi»ng of streets, sewerage, 
paving, macadamizing, curbing, flagging or other street work 
should be given out by contract, the same shall be done only by 
authority of the Mayor and Council, and only after ten days' 
advertisement for sealed bids. has. been run in the public prints 
of the city. All contracts must be let to the lowest and best 
bidder. The Board of Public W/orksr shall furnish plans and 
specifications to all persons wishing to bid in blank, stating 
the character of the work, time for completion and all other in- 
formation necessary. All bids must be sealed and addressed to 
the Board of Public Works of the City of Rome, and be opened 
a^d passed on by them at times specified for opening the same. 
All bids for grading, sewerage, paving, curbing, flagging, shall 
be clearly specified in measurements and nature of work done, 
on what street and ward of the city, and same shall be made 
out in accordance with contract passed on by the Board of 
Public Works at its regular meetings. 

887. Power of Mayor and Council as to streets, etc. The 

ISfayor and Couincil of the City of Rome s^hall have full power 
and authority, in their discretion, to grade, pave, mttcadamice, 
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and otherwise improve for travel and drainage the streets and 
public lanes and alleys of said city and to construct sidewalks 
and pave the same, to put down curbiflig, cross drains, crossings, 
and otherwise improve the same, and to lay down sewers in 
said city. 

588. Assessment shall be by ordinance, and discretionary. 

Said Mayor and Council shall have full power and authority to 
adopt, by ordinance, such a system of equalizing assessmentB oai 
real estate, for the above purposes, as may be just and proper, 
estimating the total cost of each improvement made, and pro- 
rating the cost thereof on the real estate, according to its front- 
age on the street or portion of a street so improved. It shall 
be wholly discretionary with the Mayor and Council, whether 
any work a&ked for is desirable or mecessary, and shall be done 

or not; and no application shall be received, -and no work done 
for less than an entire block ; provided, that the owners of one- 
third or more of the frontage on a block shall not, by a failure 
to apply for work, or by objection thereto, defeat an applica- 
tiom of the owners of one-ttiird of the frontage of more than a 
block, when such application shall have been regularly made. 



Lien of assessment. The amount of assessment on 
each piece of real estate shall be a lien on said real estate from 
the date of the passage of the ordinance providing for the work 
and making the assessment. 

590. Collection of assessment— defense. The Mayor and 
Council of said city shall have authority to enforce the collec- 
tion of the amount of any assessment so made, for work either 
upon streets or sidewalks, by execution, to be issued by the 
Clerk of Council against the real estate so assessed, and against 
the owner thereof, at the date of ordinance making the assess- 
ment, which execution may be levied by the Marshal of said 
city on such real estate ; and after advertisement and other pro- 
ceedings as in- cases of sales for city taxes, the same may be sold 
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at public outcry to the higliest bidder, and such sale shall vest 
an absolute title in the purchaser ; provided, that th-e defendant 
shall have the right to file an affidavit denying that the wliole, 
or any part of the amount for which the execution issued, is 
due, and statimg what amount he admits to be du-c, which 
amount so admitted to be due shall be paid or collected before 
the aflBdavit is received, and the affidavit for th-e balance, an-d 
all such aflBdavits so received shall be returned to the Superior 
Ck)urt of Floyd county, and there tried, and the issue returned 
as in cases of illegality, subject to all the pains and penalties 
provided in cases of illegality for delay. 

691. Obstractions. No person i^hall place any trash, lum- 
ber, wood, glass, boxes, kegs, or other obstructions, in any pub- 
lic street, lan-e, alley or way in said city, or on any sidewalk. 
Any person who shall place any obstruction, as aforesaid, in 
any street, lane, alley or way, or on any sidewalk, failing or re- 
fusing to remov»e the same within six hours after being notified 
by the Marshal, or amy member of the police force, or, having 
removed the said obstructions, shall replace the same or similar 
obstructions, shall, on conviction, be punished as prescribed in 
Section 121 of this Oode. 

692. Sidewalks, how put down. It shall be the duty of per- 
sons owning lots fronting on streets in said city, upon notice 
from the Board of Public Works, to put dow«n in front of their 
property, on the grade given them by said Board, and in ac- 
cordance with, their direction, and in such manner as to receive 
their approval, good and substartial sidewalks of such charac- 
ter and material as shall be prescribed by the Magior and Coun- 
cil after the sidewalk shall have been curbed by the city. They 
shall keep the sam«e in good repair whether put d«wn by them- 
selves or by the city, a»nd if they fail to do so after ten days' 
notice, the said Board shall have such repairs done at the 
expense of the lot owner and collect for such repairs as is here- 
inafter provided, in cases Vhere lot owners refuse or fail to 
put down sidewalks after notice ; provided, that should said 
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sidewalts be in a condition dangerous to passers-by, ten days' 
notice shall not be necessary, but the Board may have sncih 
repairs dome at once and collect therefor in the same manner 
as though ten days' notice had been given. It shall also be t!h€ 
duty of persons owning property in said city to keep the drains 
and gutters in front of and adjacent to their property in good 
order. 

593. Sidewalk pavements, construction and repair. The 

Board of Public Works of Borne, Georgia,, whenever in its judg- 
ment the public necessities require, is empowered and directed 
to notify the owner or owners of lot or lots fronting upon any 
street or alley in the corporate limits of the city of Eome, 
where there is no pavement upoci the sidewalk, to put down 
and construct in front of said lot or lots, on the sidewalk, a 
concrete pavement in accordance with specifications to be fur- 
nished by said Board governing the material, thickness, width, 
&c., of said pavement. All of said work shall be docie under tike 
superintendence and direction of the Superintendent of Public 
Works. 

(a) Where such sidewalks have a brick pavement already 
laid thereon, but the same, in the opinion of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, is in need of repair, notices shall be served <m the 
owner or owners of lot or lots abutting said sidewlaks to re- 
move the brick and construct in lieu thereof a concrete pave- 
ment, to be constructed as indicated in- the first paragraph of 
this ordinance. 

(b) Ifli all cases where, in the opinion of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, it shall become neeessary to remove any ** concrete*' 
pavement already laid upon any sidewalk in order to bring 
such sidewalk to the grade previously established by the 
Board, the Board is authorized, in its discretion, to remove said 
pavement and bring the sidewalk to the established grade. In 
such cases the value of the old pavement shall be computed by 
the Superintendent of Public Works and approved by the 
Board, such computation shall be final and conclusive and such 
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valuation shall be deducted from the cost of the tnew pavement 
and the difference, if any, shall be paid by the property owner. 

(c) All owners of lots abutting sidewalks paved with con- 
crete within the corporate limits of the City of Rome, are re- 
quired to maim tain and keep in thorough repair said pavement 
at their own expense, the necessities for repair to be judged by 
the Board of Public Works. 

(d) No owner or owners of lots abutting sidewalks hereto- 
fore paved with brick shall be allowed to repave, repair, or re- 
construct the same with brick, but will be required to repave 
as in the manner stated in the first paragraph of this ordi- 
nance. 

(e) Whenever, in the opinion of the Board of Public Works, 
it is not practicable, or the ♦necessities of the case do not require 
that a sidewalk shall be brought to an established grade, that 
abutting owners shall be required to pave the same without 
alteration therein upon notice as hereinafter stated, according 
to the first paragraph of this ordinance. 

(f ) No curbing shall be required to be placed along the 
sidewalk where, in the judgment of the Board of Public Works, 
the same is not needed or is impracticable, prior to requiring 
the abutting property owners to pave the sidewlak as herein- 
before prescribed. 

(g) The notice required to be served upon the property 
owners by this ordinance shall be in writing, signed by the 
Superintendent of Public Wtorks, specifying in accordance with 
the first paragrpah of this ordinance the nature or character of 
the work and the location of the lot abutting sidewalk to be 
paved or repaired, which notice may be served in person upon 
the property owners, or the agent of the same, or the tena»nt in 
possession, or by mailing to either of them, if their postofficc 
is known, if not, then by posting said notice upon the abutting 
lot. 
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(h) If, after the expiration of ten days from the. date of ser- 
vice of this notice or the posting of same upon said lot tile 
owmer neglects, fails or refuses to pave said sidewalk or to 
make the repairs as required in said notice, then the Board of 
Public Works shall immediately thereafter have the same done, 
and shall deliver a bill of exepense for the same to the Clerk 
of Council of Rome, who shall issue an execution against the 
land, goods and chattels of the owner of said lot or lots, which 
shall be placed in the hands of the City Marshal, who shall pro- 
ceed to collect the same by levy and sale as by law provided 
i»n cases of tax sales, and when said bill of expense is collected 
to pay the same over to the Board of Public Works that it may 
be reimbursed for same. 

(i) Whenever, in the opinion of the Board of Public Works, 
any portion of the sidewalks within the ,City of Rome is in 
need of immediate repair or is dangerous to the traveling pub- 
lic it shall proceed at once, without notice to the abutting 
owiner, and have the same repaved or repaired, and the bill of 
expenses of same shall be presented forthwith to the owner 
or owners of said lot or lots, and should he fail, neglect or re- 
fuse to pay the same on presentation, or if the owner cannot 
be found so that he can be presented with the bill of expenses, 
then and in that event it shall' be tunned over to the Clerk of 
Council, who shall proceed to have the same collected at once 
by execution. 

»94. No obstructioni. The streets, alleys, or sidewalks 
shall not be obstructed, except in cases of necessity, of which 
the Council s^hall be the judge, nor shall anything be throwai or 
discharged upon them so as to render such streets or sidewalks 
offensive. Neither shall culverts or ditches be obstructed. 

696. Sidewalk — advertising on, etc. It shall be unlawful 
for any pesron or persons to paint, print, write or stam'p with 
paint, pencil, ink or other substances, any advertisement or 
notice upon the sidewalks of the City of Rome. Ainy person or 
persons guilty of violating this ordinance shall, upon convic- 
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tion, be fined not less than one nor more than five dollar for 
each and every offense. 

596. Streets and sidewalks. All oecupants of houses shall 
be oompelled to keep the sidewalks before their respective 
housies and lots, or so much thereof as is paved with brick or 
other material, clear of the growth of weeds, and all w^eds or 
growth cleaned from the sidewalks by such occupants shall be 
gathered a>nd deposited in boxes for the city scavenger carts, 
as prescribed by ordinances of this city. Any persons vio- 
lating the provisions' of this ordinance sihall be punished as 
prescribed by Section 121 of the Code of the City of Rome. 

597. Sidewalks kept clear and clean. If any owner or occu- 
pant of any property abutting on any street, lane or alley or 
any public place, shall fail to keep the sidewalk adjacent 
thereto clear of obstructions, snow, trash or any vegetable mat- 
ter, he shall, on conviction, be punished as prescribed in Sec- 
tion 121 of this Code. 

598. Spitting on sidewalks, etc. It shall be disorderly con- 
d.uct and u»nlawful for any one to spit or throw hulls, peelings 
or other litter upon the sidewalks, floors of churches, public 
halls, theatres, street cars or other public places over which 
ladies are accustomed to pass. Any one violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall, upon conviction, be pun- 
ished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 



Barbed wire fences prohibited. It shall be unlawful 
for any citizen of the City of Rome, or any other person, to 
build, construct or maintain any barbed wire fence or fences, 
along or adjoining any street, thoroughfare or alley of said 
city, and within the corporate limits thereof. 

600. Single strands of barb wire prohibited. It shall not be 
lawful for any person or persons or citizen of said city, to main- 
tai»n, keep or run one or more strands of barbed wire on, along 
or adjoining the streets, alleys or thoroughfares of said city, 
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either on top of or anywhere on the face of any picket fence 
or any other sort of fence, abutting on said streets, alleys or 
thoroughfares of said city, unless such barbed wire strand 
shall be not less than six feet above the ground's surface. 

601. Shall sweep sidewalks. All occupants of houses, mer- 
chants, shop-keepers, grocers and tradesmen shall be compelled 
every day in the week except Sunday, before eight o'clock 
a. m., and on Saturday nights, to sweep or have swept the s-ide- 
walk before their respective houses and lots, or so much thereof 
as is paved with brick or other material, and sihall colleet the 
rubbish therefrom and deposit the same ready for the city 
scavenger carts as prescribed by ordinance of thisi city. 

601a. Encroachments upon sidewalks. No one shall be per- 
mitted to make an encroachment upon or to place any obstruc- 
tion in or upon any street, lane, alley or sidewalk of the City 
of Rome, whether the same be of a permanent or temporary 
nature without first obtaining permissio'n from the city authori- 
ties to do so, and the person making any encroachme»nt or 
placing any obstruction upon the streets, lanes, alleys or side- 
walks, or causing the same to be done, shall be required to re-, 
move the same immediately upon notice from the Superintend- 
ent of Public Works. Should said person, after said ^notices, 
fail or. refuse to remove the same, then the City of Rome shall 
have the same removed and an itemized bill of the expense for 
removing said encroachment or obstruction shall be presented 
to the person placing, or causing the same to be placed, in said 
street, lame or sidewalk, and immediate payment of same de- 
manded. Should any person fail or refuse to promptly pay 
said bill then Clerk of Council shall forthwith issue an execu- 
tion against said person, which sthall be placed in the hands of 
the City Marshal, who shall proceed to collect the same by levy 
and sale, as is by law provided, in the cases of tax sales, and 
the same when collected shall be turned into the City Treasury 
to replace the amount expended for the rmoval of said en- 
croachments or obstructions. Any one violating this section 
shall be punished as preseribed in Section 121 of this Code. 
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602, Use of streets in building. Any person or persons act- 
ually buildiag, or about to build or repair any building, mav 
collect and lay all such materials as may be necessary for such 
building or repairs in the street, lane or alley next adjoining 
to or in front of, such building or repairs, and such person or 
persons so building or repairing, shall have the privilege of 
using ocie-third of the sidewalk and one-flfth of the width of 
the street adjoining where the building or repair is on Broad 
street, and one-third of the width of all other streets adjoin- 
ing, when the building or repair is on other streets than Broad. 
Provided, that no person so building or repairing shall i»nter- 
fere in any way with the running of the cars upon any railroad ; 
and provided, further, that such person or persons shall keep 
any excavation securely covered, and keep two-thirds of the 
sidewalk open and in good passable condition. During all 
such time as such materials shall so lie in any street, lane or 
alley, the owner or proprietor of such materials shall cause 
lamps, or lanterns, with a good and sufficient red light therein, 
to be secureljr hung up, placed or fixed on a post, or otherwise, 
at each of the four corners of such inclosure, projecting into 
the said street, lane, or alley, and in such manner as clearly 
and plainly to show the place and extent occupied by such ma- 
terials. The said lamps or lantenns shall be lighted by said o - ner 
or proprietor at or before dark in the evening, in such manaer 
as to reasonably suppose it shall continue to burn until da3rv 
light. The use of one-third of the sidewalk and one-fifth of 
Broad street, or one-third of any other street, shall only be al- 
lowed twenty days before a buildimg is actually commenced, 
and ten days after its completion. 

608. Sidewalk obstruction with goods. No person occupy- 
ing any store, stall, shop or other place of business shall ob- 
struct the sidewalk in front of the place so occupied by him, or 
the view of the street, to or across the sidewalk, by placing 
goods of any kind on or over such sidevalk longer tha»n is re- 
ally necessary to get the goods or other articles into or away 
from such place of business in receiving and delivering such 
goods or other articles ; provided, however, that merchants be 
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allowed two feet of the sidewalk next to their buildings on 
which to display their goods. 

604. DiBorderly driving, etc. No person or perso»ns shall 
drive a vehicle or ride in a disorderly manner through the 
streets or over a bridge faster than a walk, or shall ride, or 
place any wagon, cart, or vehicle, on the sidewalks, or stop 
such vehicle on a regular street crossing, except in cases of 
loading or unloading wagons, carts or other vehicles. 

606. Provision carts shall not run on sidewalks. No per- 
son shall run provision or ice cream carts or wheelbarrows on 
the pavements or sidewlaks. 

606. Assemblages on sidewalks. Assemblages of persons 
shall not be permitted to obstruct the sidewalks or streets of 
this city. 

607. Shall not dig gravel, etc. No person shall dig or 
scrape up and carry away gravel, earth, dirt, rocks or sand 
from any street, lane or alley, or from the river banks of said 

city. • .^ ' ,^i^ 

608. Auctioneers shall not obstruct sidewalks. No auction- 
eer, commission merchant or other merchant S'hall obstruct any 
public street or sidewalk for the purpase of selling, vending, 
showing or disposing of their wares and merchandise or of de- 
livering the same. Nor shall an assemblage of persons as bid- 
ders be assembled for the purpose of bidding for the same, so 
as to obstruct free passage on the sidewalks or streets of the 
city. 

609. Awnings 'and signs. All awnings erected in the city 
in front of booths, sitores or residences shall at their lowest 
I>oint be seven and one-half feet from the sidewalks iprovided, 
however, that no awnings covered with wooden material shall 
be erected in said city. Occupants of the stores, booths and res- 
idences shall be responsible for the location of the awmings in 
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front of said booths, stores and residences. All signs shall be 
placed at least seven and one-half feet at their lowest point 
above the sidewalk ; and no signj^ shall extend across the side- 
walk, except signs lighted by electricity may extend over the 
sidewalk; provided, they are constructed and located under 
the approval, in writing, from the Street Committee and the 
said approval is first filed with the Clerk of Council. 

610. Destraying trees, and fastening animals to trees, etc. 

Any person wiho shall wilfully destroy any shade tree or shall 
fasten any hors'C or other animal to any shade tree, fence, or 
to a»nything on, in or by a sidewalk, shall be punished as pre- 
scribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

611. Discharging fluids on streets. No occupant of any 
lot shall throw or discharge from said lot any water or 
fluid substance so as to affect injuriously any street, lane or 
alley, way or sidewalk in said city. 

612. Pile plats of property laid oflf for sale. It shall be the 
duty of each and every property owner, or agent of such 
owner, having property in charge, who sub-divides any prop- 
erty in said city for the purpose of division or for sale, to file 
with the Clerk of Council a true copy of the plat or place of 
such division, giving dimensions of such proposed lots and 
width of such proposed streets. Any person who shall fail to 
comply with the provisions of this ordinance within ten days' 
notice after such sale or sub-division, shall, on eociviotion, be 
punished as prescrbed in Section 121 of this Code. 

613. Telegraph and telephone poles to be painted. All tele- 
graph, electric light or telephone poles erected on the streets 
of the city shall be painted, and the said painting shall be kept 
in good repair. The Mayor and Council may at any time notify 
the owners of said poles to paint or repair the same, and upon 
their failure to do so within ten days, the said poke shall be 
removed. 
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614. Fire department may cut wire. The Chief of the Fire 
Department, or other authority acting under him, is hereby 
authorized to cut any and all electric, telephone or other wires 
which he shall deem necessary to cut on the occasion of fires, 
without expense to the city for so doing ; provided, that nothing 
herein contained shall imply that the city authorizes any per- 
son to undertake the risk of cutting any of said wires or ren- 
ders itself liable for any iniury to the person so doing. 

615. Electric wires twenty-four feet. Hereafter all electric 
wires shall be placed at a distance from the siurtace of th« 
ground of not less than twenty-four feet, and all sudh wires 
shall be erected under the supervision of the Superintendent 
of Publie Works. Any violation of this ordinance shall subject 
the offender to fine or imprisonment, in the discretion of the 
Recorder. 

616. Injuring street directory boards. Any person or per- 
sons who shall remove, or cause to be removed, or who shall 
mutilate, deface, destroy or injure any of the street directory 
signs, shall, on conviction, be punished as prescribed in Sec- 
tion 121 of this Code; unless it should become necessary to re- 
move the same for building or repairing purposes, in which 
case the owner of the property, or the person who removed the 
board, must place the same i»n its correct or original position, 
immediately after the completion of such buildings or repair- 
ing. 

617. Bubble between street railroad to be replaced with Bel- 
gian blocks in certain cases. Whenever any street railroad, in 
repairing its tracks, remioves the rubble betw'eeh the tracks, 
the repairing between said tracks shall be done with suitable 
paving, provided the balance of said street is paved; and for 
violation of this ordinance the officers of the offending com- 
pany shall be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this 
Code. 

618. Street grade fixed. The grade of the various streets. 
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alleys and thoroughfares next to the buildings or line fences 
, within what is knowin as the high-water mark district of 1886 
of the City of Rome, be and the same is hcireby permanently 
fixed a^-d established at the level of the top of the piers of the 
Broad street bridge across the Etowah river, as per profile of 
both sides of Broad street, made by Hines M. Smith, civil en- 
gineer, dated July 5, 1893, and now on file in the Clerk ^s office 
in the City of Rome; and the same is hereby established as the 
^ ofl&<5ial grade line hereinbefore mentioned. 

619. Improyements. Any person, firm or corporation own- 
ing real estate in the City of Rome desiring to improve the 
same, or build thereon, shall possess th^ right to have the grade 
of any street, alley or thoroughfare bo>rdering on th-e same, 
permamently established at said premises, by complying with 
the following conditions, to-wit : The owner, his agent or at- 
torney, shall make an affidavit stating the ownership and de- 
scription of the property that is intended to make improvement 
on, either fencing or building or otherwise; that such improve- 
memts are to cost above the sum of one hundred dollars, and 
that he desires to have the grade of such street or streets estab- 
lished. A copy of such affidavit shall then be served on the 
Chairman of the Street Committee of the Council of said city, 
accompanied by the sum of five dollars to cover expenses, and 
said Committee shall then, within fifteen days thereafter, have 
the necessary grade made, and fix the grade of such street or 
such locality, and have a plat or profile showing the same made 
I and delivered to the applicant, together with the affidavit of the 
surveyor showioig that the same is correct and fair, and upon 
the same being filed, together with the original affidavit, in the 
office of the Clerk of the Superior Court of Floyd county for 
record, the owner shall thereupon have a vested right in said 
grade, and shall be entitled to recover damages from the city 
for injury done to such property, should the city thereafter 
alter such grade; such damages to be ascertained, recovered 
and paid in the mamner in which the laws and ortlmances in 
force at the time may provide for ascertaining, recovering and 
paying damages done to property in laying out and widening 
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streets. It being further provided aind ordained that said sum 
of five vioUars shall be turned over to the Clerk of Council, a>nd 
by him turned into the treasury as payment for said survey 
and services in fixing the grade of said street, and issuing said 
plat and permit therefor. 

620. Two or more buildings. Any person owning two or 
more buildings or stores adjoining each other, and undertaking 
the improvement or repairing of any one or more of same, shall 
be required to have said improvement or repairs extend to and 
include the whole of said property; and he shall not be allowed 
to confine said repair or improvement to a portion only of such 
property as he may then and there control, to the extinction of 
the right of said city to raise the grade of sidewalk and street 
in front of said property, and the owner shall fill up his side- 
walk bordering said property to the proper grade level fixed 
and prescribed as hereinbefore set forth, and shall build a*ny 
necessary retaining wall, other than an ordinary curbing, and 
shall lay thereo»n a good and substantial pavement of such ma- 
terial as may be determined by the Board of Public Works 
and all work shall be done under the supervision of the Super- 
intendent of Public Works. 

621. Slope of sidewalks. The slope of sidewalks in said dis- 
trict shall be one-fourth inch to the foot from the building 
towards the curb; that the center line of the street shall be on 
the same level as the top of the curb at edge of sidewalk, with 
a slope on each side to the curbs of one inch in each and every 
five feet. 

622. Penalty. Any one violating any of the provisions of 
this chapter shall, upon conviction, be punished as prescribed 
in Section 121 of this Code. 
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CHAPTER XLIX. 
STREET RAILROAD COMPANIES. 

623. Street railroad companies shall conform to surveys. 

It shall be the duty of street railroad companies to co iform to 
the surveys, regulations and grades as they are aow, or may 
hereafter be, established by law or an ordinance of the City of 
Borne. They shall submit all proposed plans, courses, styles of 
railSj and the manner of laying the same, to the Board of Pub- 
lic Wbrks, for their approval and sanction, which shall be ob- 
tained before they proceed to brea,k ground, or occupy any of 
the highwys aforesaid. 

624. Shall maintain streets. The said railroad companies 
shall be at the entire cost and expense of the maintaining and 
repairing that may be necessary upon any road, street, avenue 
or alley, occupied by them, for two feet on each side of their 
tracks. It shall also be the duty of the company to clear the 
streets, or other public highways that they may occupy, of a»ny 
obstructions placed upon them by said company, wh^n the same 
impedes the travel upon such highway ; and for any neglect on 
their part to do so for a period of three days, they shall be pun- 
ishable by a fine of twenty dollars for each offense. 

625. Numbers on cars. It shall be incumbent on all street 
car companies, before placing cars on their road, to have the 
number of the car painted on some conspicuous place on each 
car, and shall have the place of its destination conspicuously 
placed on the front and rear of each car in plain letters not less 
1pha>n five inches high, and any omission or neglect to comply 
with this provision shall be punishable by a fi^nc of ten dollars. 

626. Rate of speed regulated. The running speed on street 
railroads shall not be at a greater rate than eight miles an hour 
on Second avenue from East Second street to Broad street, and 
on Broad street from the Etowah river to Sixth avenue; swid 
never to be greater than twelve miles an hour on any other por- 
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tion of its line within the limits of the city. Any person vio- 
lating this ordinance shall be punished as prescribed in Section 
121 of this Code. 

627. Macadamizing streets. Said companies shall be re- 
quired to macadamize or pave the width of their track, and for 
two feet on each side of every line of track ; they shall be gov- 
erned in locating the ttracks by the Board of Public Works, 
nor shall they locate any track without the consent of said 
Board. 

628. Refusal to pay fare. Any person who shall enter any 
of the cars of any street railroad company for the purpose of 
riding therein, and who shall fail or refuse, on request, to pay 
the usual and proper fare or charge for the same, with intent 
to defraud the said street railroad company, shall, on convie- 
tio»n, be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

629. Obstructing platform. Any person not being a regular 
. passenger on such car or cars, who shall obstruct or occupy the 

platform of such car or cars, either by standing upon, leaning 

against, or swinging to the same, shall, on conviction, be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 121 of this code. 

630. Interference with track. It shall not be larwful for any 
person wilfully to place any obstruction on the track or road- 
bed of any line of any street railroad company, located or run- 
ning m or through the said City of Rome, or unnecessarily to 
interfere with, or obstruct the free passage of any car, or to 
endanger the safety of any car, or any person in any car, run- 
ning in or through the City of Rome, by wilfully allowing their 
vehicles to remain on or about the track of said railroad 
company, or by any other careless, negligent or wilful means 
whatever. A violation of this section shall subject the offend- 
er, on conviction, to be punished as prescribed in Section 121 
of this Code. 

631. Street rairoads. The Board of Public Works, or per- 
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son appointed by same, is authorized to »notify the street rail- 
road companies now, or hereafter, doing business in the City of 
Home, what parts of the sidewalks or streets of the city crossed 
or used by such street railroad companies are out of repair on 
account of the tracks or running of the cars of such street rail- 
road companies, or from the manner in wlhich said street rail- 
road is built and operated o»n the public sidewalks and streets 
of the ity of Rome, and such street railroad company failing, 
on three days' notice, to keep and put such sidewalks and 
streets so crossed or used by such street railroad company, in 
good, smooth, passable condition, it shall be the duty of the 
Board of Public Works to report the same to tihe Mayor and 
Council. 



Citation to show cause. Upon report being made to 
the Mayor and Coujncil, as provided by the preceding section, 
it shall be their duty to cite said street railroad company to be 
and appear before them after two days' notice in writing, and 
show cause why said Mayor and Council should not prevent 
such street railroad company from crossing, or using street or 
sidewalk so out of repair and not in good, smooth, passable 
condition until the same can be properly repaired. Upon fail- 
ure of said street railroad company to show such good and 
sufficient cause, said Mayor and Council shall sause said street, 
or sidewalk, to be properly repaired and placed in good condi- 
tion and the cost of such work shall be estimated by the Super- 

intendent of Public Works, and returned to the Clerk of Coun- 
cil, who shall issue execution therefor agai^nst such street rail- 
road company, and place the same in the hands of the Marshal, 
who shall collect the same by levy on any property of the street 
railroad company, as usual in such cases for sales under city 
tax fi. fas. 

633. Reservation of right to grant franchises to other com- 
panies. Th-e Mayor and General Council of the City of Rome, in 
gramting franchise to street railroads and street car companies 
of whatever motive power, reserves the right to grant a fran- 
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chise to another company or companies, wh«en, in their judg- 
ment, the public interest and welfare is subserved thereby, 
over any part of the street or streets. 

634. This reservation to be made applicable to all companies 
asking additional privileges. Any street railroad company or 
street car company, of w^hatever motive power, naving the 
franchise gramted prior to the passage of this ordinance, and 
petitioning the Mayor and Council for additiomal privileges or 
amendments as regards power, or additional streets, or any 
other material change, agree to the provisions of the foregoing 
section, otherwise any material addition or amiendment shall be 
denied to any such street railroad or street car compa)ny. 

635. Penalty for laying tracks without authority. Any 

street railroad company, its servants or agents who, without 
authority from the Mayor and Council, shall lay any track on 
any street or portion of a street, or shall displace any perma- 
nent improvement for making repairs, without written author- 
ity from the Mayor and Council, shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

636. Not to exceed four miles an hour at crossings, etc., and 
to stop at such places. It shall be unlawful for any street car, 
electric, horse power, or otherwise, to run over any street 
crossing, or at an intersecting street, at a greater speed than 
six miles an hour, and without giving warning by repeatedly 
ringing a bell or gong. 

637. Line having heavy grade has right of way, but must 
stop. When two railroads or tracks cross each other it shall 
be the duty of the persons in charge of the motive power of 
the cars to come to a stand, to see that the crossing is clear. 

638. Slacken speed in case of frightened horses, etc. When 
an engineer, or party in charge of the motive power of any car, 
shall see that his car is the cause of frightening horses attached 
to vehicles, it shall be his duty to slacken his speed and stop 
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the cause of fright as much as possible, and give the party 
driving the horses an opportunity of getting off the street at 
the first crossing. 

639. Penalty for violating^ this ordinance or directing such 
violation. Any engineer or person in charge of the motive 
power of any car violating any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, shall, upon conviction, be punished as prescribed in 
Section 121 of this Code ; and any manager or agent in charge 
of any line of street railroad in this city, who shall give or 
cause to be enforced orders in conflict with the provisions of 
this ordinance, shall, upon convictio<n, be pu»:iished as pre- 
scribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

640. Ta pay for eleven feet of streets paved before franchise 
granted. In all cases where a street railroad company shall de- 
sire to place tracks on any street which has already been paved, 
such street railroad company shall first pay in to the City 
Clerk, the cost of paving such street, the width betweon the 
track, and for two feet on each side thereof, and said City 
Clerk shall pay of said amount so paid into abuUing property 
owners the pro rata to which they are entitled. 

641. Guard wires to be erected. Street railway companies 
using electricity as a motive power with an overhead system 
of wires, shall erect and keep in good repair a guard wire (of 
not less than No. 6 gauge) tightly strung two feet above the 
wire, or wires, used to convey the current to the car motor. 
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CHAPTER L. 
TAX— ASSESSMENT OF. 

642. How assessment may be reviewed. Parties dissatisfied 
with the assessment of their property by the Tax Assessors 
may have the same reviewed by the Assessors by filing with 
the Clerk of the Council an affidavit that the valuation is ex- 
cessive and that the property is not worth the amount assessed, 
and upon said affidavit being filed, the Assessors shall recon- 
sider their assessment, and their report shall be final, unless 
parties are still dissatisfied acid should appeal the same to the 
Mayor and Council, whose decision shall be final. 

643. Street tax. All male citizens within the ages pre- 
scribed by law, who have taketn up their residence within the 
corporate limits of the city for the space of thirty days, shall 
be liable to street duty or street tax as the Council may elect, 
and the same shall be required and collected of them unless 
they have already performed street duty or paid street tax for 
that year in some other city or place. ' 



CHAPTER LI. 
TAX RETURNS. 

644. Annual tax. For the support of the city government, to 
keep the streets itn repair, to support the poor, for sustaining 
the public credit, providing for sinking fund, and for other pur- 
I>oses, ordinary and contingent, there shall be levied and col- 
lected an annual tax on all property, persons and professions 
subject to tax-atio»n in said city. 

645. Tax Digest. The Tax Receiver shall have annually 
prepared and prited a Tax Digest, adapted for the City of 
Rome, in manner and form fashioned after the usual State and 
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County Digests now in use. There shall be columns prepared 
on each double page of said Diojest. the heads or designations 
of which shall be as follows : Names of Tax Payers ; Occupa- 
tion : Ward of Residence ; Real Estate as Assessed by City 
Assessors ; Mercha»ndise on Hand, Own Right ; Merchandise on 
Hand as Agent ; Merchandise on Hand as Trustee ; Merchandise 
on Hand on Commission; Bonds and Stocks; Money, Notes and 
Accounts; Household and Kitchen P'urniture; Wlatches, Pia»nos, 
Jewelry, Organs, Silverware ; Horses, Hogs and Cattle ; Car- 
riages, Wagorns, Drays, etc. ; Libraries, Professional and Liter- 
ary; All other Property Not Stated; Street Tax; License Tax 
(under which shall be one column for occupation and one for 
amount of license tax) ; Aggregate Amouat of Taxes Upon 
Real Estate; Aggregate Amount of Taxes on Personal Prop- 
erty; Aggregate Amount of General Tax and License; Grand 
Total of Taxes Due. 

646. Entries thereon must be arranged alphabetically. It 

shall be the duty of said Tax Receiver to arrange alphabetic- 
ally the entries on said Tax Digest, and have the same fully 
made out and ready to submit to the Fi>nance Committee, with- 
in two weeks after the return of the Tax Assessors and full re- 
turn of personal property taxes ; provided, that Tax Digest 
shall be completed and turned over to said Finance Committee 
on or before the 10th day of INIay of each year. 

647. Sworn returns of personal property. Every per- 
son, firm, corporation or company within the city limits be a^nd 
are hereby required to make' a swo! n statement of all personal 
property held, owned or possessed as owner, agent. or trustee 
on the 15th day of April of each year to the Tax Receiver on 
or before the 1st day of May of each year. Persons having 
such personal property and failing or refusing to retunn it as 
above required shall be deemed guilty of having violated this 
ordinance, and it shall be the duty of the Clerk of Council to 
issue executions against such defaulters for double the 
amount of their imediate preceding return, and when no re- 
tunn has been previously made, the Clerk of Council sh-all issue 
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executions for double the amount of the tax on th€ property 
owner or in any way held by said defalti»ng person, or -persons, 
the City Tax Receiver making the best •estimate he is able to 
m>ake of the value of said property not returned. 

648. Returns referred to Board of Assessors. Tha,t the 
City Tax Receiver shall refer returns of personal property to 
the Board of Assessors and they shall examine each and every 
return, visit and assess all property they may deem under- 
valued by the owners or agents thereof, and all persons, firms, 
eorporations or companies shall point out and allow an exam- 
ination of said property, books or accounts, on demand of the 
Board of Assessors. 

649. Forms of returns to be printed. That the City Tax 
Receiver shall have prepared and printed forms of rturns, 
a»nd shall require all returns to be made on said blanks or sim- 
ilar ones, and he shall actually administer the oath required by 
the ordinances in each and every case. 

660. Yearly tax ordinances. The Mayor and Council shall 
each year pass such tax ordinances, not contrary to law, as 
they may deem proper. 

661. Tax license, etc. A»ny person, firm or corporation w^ho 
shall prosecute or carry on his trade, business, calling, profes- 
sion or vocation within the corporate limits of the City of 
Rome without first registering their names, business, calling, 
vocation or profession and paying the taxes or license imposed 
by the Mayor a»nd Council for the same, shall, on conviction. 
be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

662. Oath of tax payers. The oath to be administered by 
the officer who receives taxes, shall be as follows : 

*'You do solemnly swear (or affirm) that the account which 

• you now give in is a just and true account of all the personal 

taxable property which you possessed, held or claimed on the 

first day of April last, or were interested in or entitled to. 
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either in your own right, or the right of a»ny person or persoins 
Whomsoever, as parent, guardian, executor, administrator, 
agent or trustee or in any other manner whatever, according to 
the tax ordinances of the City of Rome, to the best of your 
knowledge, information and belief. So help you God.'' 

653. Double taxed, when. It shall be the duty of all per- 
sons to give in their tax by the time prescribed, and any person 
failing to do so shall be double taxed, the Receiver making the 
best estinrnte he can of the property not returned. 

664. Transient persons. Tra^nsient persons stopping and 
selling any articles in the city, shall pay such tax as may be 
prescribed by the Mayor and ouncil. 

655. Selling goods on commission. All persons selling goods 
or merchamdise on comtnission for non-residants shall be re- 
quired to make quarterly returns under oath of the amount of 
said sales and pay such tax thereon as may be required by th«e 
Mayor and Council. 



CHAPTER LII. 

TAX SALES. 

656. Clerk shall issue executions. In all cases wihere any 
person or persons shall become indebted to the City of Rome 
for taxes due the city or for any fine imposed a»nd shall fail, 
refuse or neglect to pay the taxes or fines imposed according 
to law or ordinance enacted by said city, the Clerk of Council 
shall issue executions for the same, which (executions shall be 
signed by said Clerk and bear test in the name of the Mayor 
and be directed to the Marshal of said city, commanding him 
to levy o»n the goods, chattels, lands and tenements of the de- 
fendants, or so much thereof as shall be sufficient to satisfy the 
demand and cost, which execution shall bind all the property 
of the defendant. And the cost thereof shall be the same as on 
Tax Collector's exeecutions, by the law of this State.

657. Marshal to levy ft. fas. Whenever any fieri facias shall 
issue against any person or persons for taxes or fines due the 
City of Rome, in the manner prescribed by the Charter of the 
city, it shall be the duty of the Marshal forthwith to levy the 
same upon the property of the defendant or a sufficiency 
thereof to satisfy said fi. fas. and costs, and for these purposes 
the Marshal may follow the property upon which the taxes may 
be assessed to any point in Floyd county. 

668. Advertisement and sale. Whenever the Marshal shall 
have any execution placed in his hands., he shall execute the 
same in the manner prescribed by this ordinance, and when- 
ever he sh^l levy any execution upon any goods, chattels, 
lands or tenements, he shall advertise the same i»n one of the 
public gazettes of the City of Rome once a week for four weeks 
prior to the day of sale ; and the said Marshal shall, on the first 
Tuesday of each month, between the bours of ten o'clock in 
the forenoon and four o'clock in the afternoon sell all property 
levied upon, in fro»nt of the County Court House door, at pub- 
lic outcry and shall knock down said property to the highest 
bidder, and execute titles to the same, if required; provided, 
should the owner of the property levied on consent the said 
property may be sold at any place within the corporate limits 
of the city. He shall be allowed the same fees as sheriffs are 
allowed by the laws of this State. 

669. Marshal shall give notice. Where real estate is levied 
on, it shall be the duty of the Marshal to give to the owner, or 
the tena»nt in possession, if the owner is uiiknown, a written 
notice of such levy five days before the sale. 

660. Redemption. Whenever any land is sold under and by 
virtue of any tax execution issued in pursuance of the Charter 
and ordinances of the City of Rome, the owner or owners there- 
of, his, her or their agent, attonney, or the vender of the land, 
when the purchase money has not been paid, shall have the 
right a»nd privilege of redeeming the land thus sold within one 
year from the time of sale, by paying the purchaser thereof the 
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amount paid by such purchaser for said land, with leg^al interest 
thereon and ten per cent, premium on said amount in current 
money. 

661. Marshal to keep register. The Marshal shall keep a 
re^ster of all sales of real estate, whether vacant or improved, 
in a book provided by him for that purpose, in which he shall 
enter each tract or lot of land exposed to sale, the precise quan- 
tity sold, and the amount of taxes a»nd cost the same wias sold 
for and the purchaser's name, which book shall be kept in a 
neat and legible manner, and shall always be open for the in- 
spection of any and all persons interested. 

662. Marshal — ^papers and books to be kept by. Hereafter 
it shall be the duty of the Marshal of said city : 

First. To keep a file of all ciewspapers in which his oflBcial 
advertisements appear. 

Second. To keep an execution docket wherein he shall enter 
a full description of all executions levied by him on any kind 
of property, showing what property levied on, the date of levy 
and of the service of notice, together with all his acts and 
doings thereon. 

Third. To keep a book in which shall be entered a record 
of all sales made by him, describing accurately the property 
and proeess under which sold, the dat-e of the levy and sale, 
and the purchase priee. 

Fourth. Said books shall have an index, whieh shall be 
kept up for each entry therein. 

663. Purchase by city. The chairman or a member of the 
Finance Committee shall act for the city in bidding the anuount 
of the execution and costs on property sold by the Marshal, 
where no one bids that amount, and see that the Marshal makes 

, the city a deed in pursuance of law. 

664. Clerk shall keep recprd. It shall be the duty of the 
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Clerk of Council to prepare and keep in his office a book of rec- 
ord of all property purchased by the city at Mlarsihars tax 
sales, showing whose property was so purchas-ed, the amount 
bid by the Finance Committee, and what portion of same was 
costs. He shall also file and carefully keep in his office the 
deed made by the Marshal to the city, and the execution at- 
tached, which shall be delivered to him by the Marshal af1?er 
having had same properly recorded in Record of Deeds of 
Floyd county ; also a copy of the newspaper in which any Mar- 
shal 's sale, at which the city purchased was advertised. 

666. Possession, renting, etc. Th-e Clerk of Council shall 
be the proper person for the City Marshal to place in possession 
of all property purchased by the city at Marshal's tax sales, 
and it shall be the duty of the said Clerk to keep a careful 
watch over all such property, and see that no person is allowed 
to trespass thereon, in oases of vacant property, and look after 
the buildings (if the property is improved), and rent the same, 
collect the rents, and pay all amounts collected for rent to the 
City Treasurer, taking receipt for same. The Clerk shall keep 
a record, in the book above referred to, of all amiounts received 
for rent. 

666. Redemption. The owner desiring to redeem property 
so purchased by the city, may do so within one year from date 
of sate by applying to the Clerk of Council, and upon compli- 
ance of any such person with the law, may be allowed to do so. 
And the Clerk shall keep an account of all money received from 
such, sources, and pay the same over to the Treasurer, taking 
his receipt therefor. 

667. When held one year. Property purchased by the city 
at Marshal's sale for city tax (as provided by the laws of Geor- 
gia), and which has been held under deed in pursuance of such 
sale, for one year, shall be sold and disposed of by the city as 
follows : The Clerk of Council shall present to the Mayor and 
Council, at any regular meeting thereof, a full descriptive list 
of all property so purchased, and which has been held as af ore-

said for one year, and said Mayor and Council shall then, by 
resolution, direct the sale of all, or such a portion of said prop- 
erty as in its judgment should be sold. Such direction being 
given, it shall be the duty of the Finance Ck)mmittee to adver- 
tise such property for sale in a newspaper in the City of Rome 
once a week for four weeks before a regular Sheriff's sale day, 
and to have motice of such proposed sale served on the owner, 
or agent in possession, as in the case of vacant property posted 

thereon, and return of service of this notice made as in cases 
of regular tax sales, and on such day, between the legal hours 

for Sheriff's sales, said committee shall sell, or have sold, said 

property at public outcry to the highest bidder, for cash, at the 

County Court House door. 

668. Separate sales. Each piece of said property shall be 
sold separtely. Purchasers at such sales shall receive from 
the city a quit claim deed, to be executed by the Mayor upon 
the payment of the purchase money to the Clerk of ('ouncil, 
which amount the Clerk shall pay over to the Treasurer, taking 
his receipt for the same. 



CHAPTER LIII. 

CITY WARDS. 

169. Number of Wards. The City of Rome shall be divided 
into seven wards. 

670. First Ward. All that territory lying within the fol- 
lowing boundaries shall constitute the First Ward: Beginni»ng 
at the junction of Sixth avenue and the Etowah river ; thence 
along the center of Sixth avenue to its junction with the Oosta- 
naula river; thence up the Oostanaula river to the»north bound- 
ary line of land lot 245; thence east along said boundary line 
to the southeast corner of land lot 236 ; thence north along the 
land line between land lots 236 and 235, to a point due east of 
the south line of the city reservoir property; thence west to 
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and along the south side of said reservoir property, to the east 
line of the property formerly known asi the C. I. Graves old 
homestead ; thence northerly along the east li»ne of said Graves 
property to the east and west line between land lots 205 and 
236; thence east along said land line and the land line between 
lots 206 and 235, to the extension of Ross street ; thence south 
along Ross street to Harvey street ; thence along Harvey street 
to the Southern Railroad; thence al6ng said railroad to the 
Etowah river; thence down said river to the beginning point. 

• 671. Second Ward. All that portion of the city lying south 
and west of Sixth avenue and north and east of Third avenue 
that is situated between the Etowah and Oostanaula rivers 
shall constitute the Second Ward. 

672. Third Ward. . All that portion of the city lying south 
and west of Third avenue that is bounded on the east and south 
by the Etowah river, and on the west by the Oostanaula river, 
shall constitute the Third Ward. 

673. Fourth Ward. All that portion of the city that lies 
w»est of the Oosta»naula river and north of the Coosa river, to- 
gether with that territory known as the city pumping station 
property, on the east side of the Oostanaula river, shall consti- 
tute the Fourth Ward. 

674. Fifth W^rd. All that portion of the city that lies 
south of the Etowah and Coosa rivers and west of the Etowah 
river and Silver creek, shall constitute the Fifth Ward. 

676. Sixth Ward. All that portion of the city that lies 
north and east of the First Ward shall constitute the Sixth 
Ward. 

676. Seventh Ward. All that portion of the city that lies 
east and south of the Etowah river and east of Silver creek, 
shall constitute the Sev^enth Ward. 
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677. Whenever a street or river or creek is named in this 
ohaprter^as a ward boundary, the center of said street, river or 
creek shall be understood and construed as being su(^h line. 



CHAPTER LIV. 
WAREHOUSES. 

678. Warehouses. For protection of property against dan- 
ger of fire, no person shall be permitted to store any cottofli, 
hay, shucks, fodder or other combustible material in any other 
place in this city than a licensed warehouse. Every person 
desiring to do business as a warehouseman i^all apply to the 
Mayor and Council for a license, which shall be granted on 
payment of such fee ^as the Mayor a»nd Council may prescribe, 
and continue of force for one year. 

679. License may be refused. The Mayor and Council may 
refuse such license if they deem that the building, from its 
character or location, will endanger contiguous property. 

680. Ordinances does not apply to stables. . .This ordinance 
does not apply to livery or other stables, but the quantity of 
hay and loose provender kept by stable keepers and the man- 
ner of keeping it may, at all times, be regulated by the Mayor 
and Council. 



CHAPTER LV. 

CITY BONDS. 

681. Bonds for registration. Holders of coupon bonds of 
the City of Rome may, if they so desire, have such bonds reg- 
istered in office of Treasurer of the City of Rome, upon the ap- 
plication and presentation of said bonds to the Treasurer, wlho 
shall detach the coupons from said bands in the presence of 
the Mayor and Chairman of the Finance Committee, and shall 
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stamp on the back of each bond the words written below with 
his name signed thereto : * * This bond is registered in the name 

of , whose signature is placed 

hereon as direction to the City Treasurer for registration. No 
transfer of this bond shall be recognized except by registration. 
(Signed) City Treasurer." 

(a) The City Treasurer shall have a book prepared in such 
form as shall show the numbers, date cad denomination of such 
bond registered by him, also by whom signed and with such 
accurate description ds that such bond may be easily identified, 
with postoffiee address of the owner, so that the semi-annual 
payments of interest of such registered bonds may be properly 
and s-af ely made. 

(b) The detached coupons, as provided in this ordinance, 
shall be turned over by the City Treasurer to the Finance Com- 
mittee of the city, and said committee shall destroy said cou- 
pons and make report of the same to the next regular meeting 
of the Council. 

(c) Said registered bonds may be re-registered in the ♦name 
of any subsequent holder by presentation of the bonds to the 
City Treasurer with a written assignment endorsed thereon 
acknowledged before a Notary Public, with a seal of the place 
of assignment, if within the United States, if with- 
out, before a Consul of the United States at the place of 
assignment, and such written assignment shall be copied upon 
the registration book of the Treasurer. 



CHAPTER LVI. 
DOGS. 

682. Dogs. Any person, who shall desire to retain a dog, 
or dogs, in this city, shall, on or before the first day of April 
of each year, make written application to the Clerk of Council 
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on a blank to be furnished by said 'Clerk, to have his or her 
dog or dogs registered in a book for that purpose. Said appl-i 
cation shall plainly state the number, name or names of said 
dog or dogs, the age, size, color, breed and any mark that will 
tend to identify said dog, and upoci payment by the applicant 
of one ($1.00) dollar for each male dog and five ($5.00) dol- 
lars for each female dog, to the Clerk of Council, then said 
Clerk shall issue a written permit for each dog, stating to 
whom issued, the name of the dog, the age, size, color, breed 
and any marks that will tend to identify him, also the number 
of the permit, which ss^id permit shall be made out in duplicate, 
one copy delivered to the applicant, the other to be kept on file 
by said Clerk. At the same time of delivering siaid permit, the 
said Clerk shall deliver to applicant a metal badge, wihich sh-all 
have stamped on it the words ** Registered and numbered,*' 
which number shall correspond with the number on tlie permit 
and the year in which the said badge is issued. Amd it shall be 
the duty of the owner of said dog, or dogs, to secure, fasten or 
attach said badge on the neck of the dog, or dog», so that the 
same may be plainly seen. 

(a) Any person who shall keep, or attempt to keep, main- 
tain by himself or others, any dog or dogs in this city after 
the first day of April, 1910, without having complied with the 
preceding section, shall be deemed guilty of violating the same, 
acid, upon conviction therefor, shall be fined not more than 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars, or in default thereof shall be 
confined in the calaboose not more than thirty days or sen- 
tenced to work on the streets of said city not more than thirty 
days ; and it shall be the duty of the police to carefully investi- 
gate and report all violations of this ordinance to the Chief of 
Police, who shall, upon said inforniation, make cases against 
the persons so reported, and it sihall be the duty of the Re- 
corder to try the same under the rules and regulations govern- 
ing cases in said court as now prevails. 

(b) Any person desiring to bring a dog of any age in this 
city after the first day of April of each year may be allowed to

do so by complying with the requirements as set out in Section 
682 of this Code. 

(c) After the first day of April each year, it shall be thie 
duty of the police and such other person or persons as the 
Chief of Police shall designate to assist him to catch up all 
dogs in the city without badge and to impound the same for 
the space of three days. Persons who shall appear and lay 
claim to a dog w^hich is without badge, if the claimant caci show 
to the satisfaction of the Chief of Police that the dog confined 
is his, that he has complied with the law in regard to register- 
ing the same, and can show that a permit has been issued to 
him, and that said badge is lost, then upon payment of fifty 
(50) cents, and ssecuring a new badge, which shall be furciished 
by the Clerk, said dog may be turned over to the owner. At 
the expiration of three days, if no claimiAnt appears, or if they 
fail to comply with the requirements set out above, it shall be 
the duty of the Chief of Police to have said dogs killed in the 
most' humane manner possible. 

(d) All money collected under and by virtue of this Act 
shall be used for the purpose of enforci»ng this ordinance and 
purchasing books for registry, collars and permits and blanks 
required. And anything excess received from this source must 
be paid into the treasury of the city, to be disposed of by the 
Mayor and Council, and the Clerk shall keep a separate and 
distinct account of all money received and paid out and report 
the same from time to time to the Mayor a»nd Council. 

(e) This ordinance shall not be in force agaist persons or 
dogs brought into the city by travelers or visitors whose stay 
is limited to one day and night, or to persons passing through, 
said city accompanied by dogs ; provided, said dog, or dogs, are 
kept in their immediate control at all times while in the city. 

(f ) Where a dog is found upon the premises of any citizeci 

of this city after the first day of April of each year, without 
badge (it will be presumed that the owner or person in posses^ 
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sion of said premises is the owner of said dog, and if said dog 
should remain there longer than twenty-four hours, it sHall be 
the duty of the police to arrest the person in charge of said 
premises, and to bring him or her before the Beeorder for a vio- 
lation of this ordinance. 

(g) It shall be the duty of every person in the city annually 
and before the first day of April in each and every year here- 
after to register his dog or dogs, as the case may be, as pro- 
vided in this ordinance, and shall comply with all the co«ndi- 
tions therei^n required, securing new permit, new badge, new 
collar, and it shall be the duty of each and every person wlho 
have heretofore registered their . dogs, to return their permit 
and the badges heretofore issued or make satisfactory account 
for their loss before the Clerk shall be entitled to issue new 
permits, collars and badges, as heretofore provided. 

(h) Every owner of a dog, or dogs,, who applies for a reg- 
istering of said dog, or dogs, shall pay to the Clerk one ($1.00) 
dollar for each male dog, and five ($5.00) dollars for each fe- 
male dog, it being the purpose of this ordinance to require an 
a»nnual registration of all dogs in this city, the issuing of new 
permits, collars and badges required as aforesaid. 

(i) Any person w^ho fails to register, or re-register as requir- 
ed in the foregoing paragraph, it sihall be the duty of the police 
to make cases against all persons violating said section, it shall 
be their duty to catch up said dog or dogs and confine the same 
for the length of time heretofore required a>nd then dispose of 
them as required heretofore. 

(J) No person shall be allowed to keep, maintain, house, 
board, or in any manner retain any dog or dogs, other than his 
own, for hire or in any way without first taking out a license 
for the same ; and said persons shall pay a license fee in ad- 
vance, annually, of fifty ($50.00) dollars, and before license 
shall be issued to any person or persons as aforesaid, he shall 
give a good and sufficient bond in the sum of one thousand 
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($1,000.00) dollars, to be approved by the Chainnian of the 
Finance Committee, conditioned to pay any and all damages 
that may accrue to any citizen of said city, or the jeity its-elf by 
reason of any injury to person or property of any citizen of 
said city, or by reason of any judgment that miay be obtained 
against said City of Rome by reason of any injury or damage 
caused by said dogs or dogs ; a«nd any person who snail violate 
this law in any particular, it shall be the duty of the police to 
make a case against against him, and, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be fined not more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars or 
sentenced to work on the streets not more than thirty days for 
each violation. 

(k) It shall be unlawful for the owner of any female dog 
to allow such dog to run at large while in heat ; and for every 
such offense the owner of such dog shall, upon conviction, be 
fined i»n a sum not exceeding fifty ($50.00) dollars, or imprison- 
ment not exceeding thirty days, either or both, in the discre- 
tion of the Recorder's Court. And it shall b€» the duty of any 
policeman to kill said dog when caught outside the owner's 
premises when in heat. 

(1) The same tax that is levied upon male dogs within the 
corporate limits of the City of Rome, is hereby levied upon all 
spayed female dogs within said city limits; provided, that the 
ow»ner of said spayed female dog will file with the Clerk of 
Council an affidavit of the fact that said female dog has been 
effectually spayed by fsome competent person. 



CHAPTER LVII. 
DBTTMSOiBS. 

683. Drummers. It shall not be lawful for any merchant in 
this city to allow any drummer, agent or person selling to other 
than registered dealers, from whom a license is required, to dis- 
play or sell in his business house a>ny article or a dharacter or 
line of goods different from that ordinarily carried by said 
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merchant, unless the said articles so displayed or sold are bona 
fide the property of said merchant, and said drummer or other 
person is bona fide in the employ of said merchant. 

(a) A license of one hundred ($100.00) dollars per anmum 
is hereby fixed upon any merchant within the city limits, allow- 
ing any drummer, agent or other person selling to other than 
registered dealers from whom a license is required, to display 
or sell in his business house any article of a character or li»ne of 
goods different from that ordinarily carried by said merchant, 
unless the said articles so sold or displayed are bona fide the 
property df said merchant, and said drummer or other person 
is bona fide in the employ of said merchant. 

(b) Any person violating this ordinance shall, upon convic- 
tion, be punished as prescribed in Section 121 of this Ck)de. 



CHAPTER LVIII. 

684. Liquors. It shall be unlawful for any one to have in 
his possession, custody or control, within the limits of tihe City 
of Rome, for the purpose of barter or sale, any spirituous, malt 
or intoxicating liquors of any character or description what- 
ever; provided, this ordinance does not apply to persons 
authorized by the laws of the State of Georgia to sell such liq- 
uors within the corporate limits of the City of Rome. Any one 
violating any of the provisions of this' ordinance shall, upon 
conviction, be punishe-d as prescribed in Section 121 of this 
Code. 



CHAPTER LIX. 
NUMBEBING HOUSES. 

685. Numbers, houses. Each and every owner of a resi- 
dence, barti, stable or other building fronting on a street or 
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thoroug^hfare of the city be and is hereby required to place 
over or on the front of such building a street number of said 
building. 

(a) Owners of such buildings shall get from the Clerk of 
the City or Chairman of the Street Committee of the city the 
correct number for said houses, and shall put up said correct 
numbers so given, and thereafter keep and maintain said num- 
bers. 

(b) Any person violating any provisioin of this section, 
shall, on conviction, be punished as prescribed in Section 121 
of this Code. 



CHAPTER LX. 

PAWN BROKERS. 

686. Pawn brokers, etc. All pawn brokers, second-hand 
clothing dealers, and keepers of auction houses shall furnish to 
the Chief of Police a full and complete list each day of every ar- 
ticle received, taken in pawn or bought by said keepers, bro- 
kers or dealers, giving a full description of same, maker, marks, 
number, brand, monogram or letters of any kind on such arti- 
cle so pawned by said brokers or dealers. 

(a) And they shall also keep account showing from wihom 
all such article are received. And they ^hall have their goods 
arra^nged in stock so as to enable the same to be inspected by 
the Police Department. When it becomes necessary to visit 
keepers, brokers or dealers, the Chief of Police in person may 
visit it, or give a written order to the proper officer to perform 
said duty, and any such keepers, brokers or dealers refusing or 
failing to furnish such list, or refusing to admit said officer in 
their place of business, i^hall, upon conviction, pay a fine of «not 
more than two hundred ($200.00) dollars, or work not more 
than thirty days on the streets, or both, in the discretion of the 
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court, and the conviction of such keeper, pawn broker or 
dealer for a violation of this ordinance shall work an immediate 
revocation of the license of such oflfender. 



CHAPTER LXI. 

PROTECTION OF STREET PAVEMENT. 

687. Traction engines and machines prevented from passing 
on paved streets. It shall be unlawful for any one to run ov 
drive over and upo»n any portion of the paved streets of the 
City of Borne with any traction engine, disc harrow or other 
machine or engine of like character, but he may be permitted 
to pass over and across a paved street to an unpaved street by 
placing a plank way or track on and over said paving of a suffi- 
cient thickness, »not less than twK) inches, and placed in such 
a manner that no part of the Wheels of said engine or machine- 
ry shall come in contact with said paving. 

(a) Any person violatoing the provisions of this ordinance 
shall, upon co»nviction, be punished by a fine of not more than 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars, imprilsonment in the City Prison 
not more than ninety days or work upon the streets or other 
public works of the city not more than ninety days, any one or 
more of said puaishments, in the discretion of the court trying 
tihe ^ame. 



CHAPTER LXII. 
PROTECTION OF SHADE TREES; REGULATE HITCHINa. 

688. Shade trees used as hitching posts, prohibtion of. No 

person shall wilfully desitroy any shade tree, or shall fasten any 
horse or other animal to any slhade tree, nor shall any person 
hitch any horse or other animal to anything in or on the 
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streets of the City of Rome, except the same be to a hitching 
block of sufiS-cient size to hold said horse or other animal under 
control, or to a hitching post erected as hereinafter provided. 

(a) Any person desiring to erect a post to which horses or 
other animals may be hitched as above prescribed, at any point 
within the city limits, except on Broad street between First 
and Fifth avenues, and on First, Second, Tttiird, Fourth and 
Fifth avenues, between East First and West First streets, may 
do so by applying to the Street Comimiittee, designating the 
point where it is desired to erect the same, and securing the 
written consent of a majority of said committee, which shall 
be filed with the Clerk of Council. 



(b) No person shall be allowed to leave any animal or team 
at any point on Broad street, between First and Fifth avenues, 
or on First, Second, Third, Fourth and Fifth avenues, between 
East First and West Firat streets, except where the same are 
left temporarily, in which case such animal or team shall be 
driven in next to the curbing and fastened to such hitching 
block as herein provided for. 

(c) No person shall be allowed to leave any animal or team 
standing in the streets of the city unless the same be under the 
control of some person, or hitched as hereinbefore provided. 

(d) Any person violating any of the above and foregoing 
ordinance shall, upon conviction, be fined not exceeding one 
hundred ($100.00) dollarSj'or imprisoned not longer than thirty 
days, either or bot!h or any portion of either or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the court trying the case. 

689. Shade trees to be protected against electric currents. 
It shall be unlawful for any person or corporation to erect, 
place, or run any electric wire for the purpose of conveying 
electricity to be used for power or lighting purposes on, over 
or against any shade tree, or between the limbs or bra^nches of 
any shade tree, within the limits of the City of Rome, unless

the same is thoroughly insulated so that the current will in no 
event come in contact with said shade tree or any part thereof ; 
nor shall any person or corporation maintain and operate any 
electric wire that is now being used, or that may hereafter be 
used, for the purpose of conveying electric current to be used 
for power or lighting purposes, that is now or may hereafter be 
erected, placed or run over, on or against any sihade tree or be- 
tween any of its limbs or branches, withi»n the corporate limits 
of the City of Rome unless the same is thoroug'hly insulated so 
that said current will in no event come in contact^with said 
shade tree or any part thereof. 

(a) Any person violating any provision of the foregoing 
sectio»n, shall, on conviction, be punished by a fine of not less 
than ten ($10.00) dollars nor more than one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars, confined in the City Prison not more than ninety days 
or worked upon the streets or other public works of the city 
not more than ninety days, any one or more of said punish- 
ments, in the discretion of the court trying the same. 

(b) Each day said wires shall be maintained and operated 
in violation of the provisioins of this ordinance shall constitute 
a separate asnd distinct offense, for which -said person or cor- 
poration maintaining and operating the same shall be liable to 
trial and conviction, and the penalties above prescrioed in this 
ordinance imposed and enforced. 

690. Shade trees, prohibiting the mutilation of. It shall be 
unlawful for any person or persons to chop, skin, cut or muti- 
late any shade tree on the sidewalks or streets in the City of 
Rome, or to cut therefrom any limb, or drive any nails or spikes 
or other substance into said trees, or to attach, fix or fasten, any 
wire or cable or anything else to any tree, or in any manner to 
interfere with the same, and any person violating this ordi- 
nance, upon conviction for the same, shall be fined not 
more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars or sentenced to work 
o»n the streets of the city not longer than thrity days. Provided, 
that any person desiring to trim or cut any shade tree on the 
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sidewialk or streets of said city may make application to the 
Chairman of the Street Committee, and should he decide that 
it is necessary to trim or cut the tree, or trees, mentioned in 
said application, he may grant the same, stati)ng in the permit 
how it shall be done and that said work must be under the 
supervision of the Superintendent of Public Works. 



CHAPTER LXIII. 

PENALTIESHOW ENFORCED AGAINST CORPORATIONS, 

PENALTIES— HOW ENFORCED AGAINST 

CORPORATIONS. 

691. Penalties, how enforced against corporations. When- 
ever a corporation shall violate any of the provisions of any 
ordinance of the City of Roni'e, a warrant shall issue againisit 
such corporation for violaing said provisions, and the 
Clerk of Council shall issue a copy of said warrant, 
which shall be served by the Marshal or any policeman of said 
city upon any officer of isiaid corporation to be found in; said 
city, or upon the agent, superintendent or per»o»n in charge of 
the business of said corporation in said city, and the Marshal 
or policemian serving such copy shall at the time notify said 
person upon whom such service is made of the time and place 
of trial, and shall make an entry of isuch service uporn said war- 
rant, showing the time of service and upon whom the service 
was made, and return the same to the Recorder's Court, and 
docket the case, which case shall stand for trial in the order in 
which other cases against individuals for violation of ordi- 
inaeices of the city are tried. If, on the trial, the defendant 
corporation fails to appear, or appearing faib to plead, the Re- 
corder or person presiding at said court, shall cause to be en- 
tered a plea of not guilty, and trial shall proceed as thoug'h the 
defendant had appeared and pleaded. Upon conviction of any 
corporation, there shall be rendered judgment against it for 
the fine imposed by the said presiding officer, together for all 
costs of prosecution, upon which judgment the Clerk of Coun- 
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cil shall issue an execution agai»nst the defendant, 

which shall be levied and collected by the Marshal of said 
city as tax executions, in favor of said city are now levied acid 
collected. 



CHAPTER LXIV. 

ELECTRICAL INSPECTOR. 

692. It shall be the duty of the Ohief of the Fire Depart- 
ment to select from his department an Electrical Inspector, 
which shall be approved by the Fire Committee and ratified by 
the City Council and salary fixed annually. 

(a) The Electrical Inspector is hereby authorized, empow- 
ered and directed to regulate the placing of electric wires or 
other appliances for electric light, heat or power in the City of 
Rome, Georgia, a»nd to cause all suclh wires or appliances to be 
so placed, constructed and guarded as not to cause fires or acci- 
dents, endangering life and property. 

(b) The Electrical Inspector shall have the right, in the dis- 
charge of his duties, to enter any buildings, man-hole or sub- 
way, or to climb- any pole, for the purpose of examining and 
testing the electrical appliances therein or thereon contained. 
And for that purpose he shall be given prompt access to all 
buildings, public and private, and to all man-holes, sub-ways or 
poles, on application to the individual or company owning or 
in charge of same. 

(c) Whenever an electric wire or appliance shall be defec- 
tive through improper or insufficient iinsulation, or for any 
other reason, he shall at once cause the removal of such defect 
or defects at the expense of the owners of such wires or appli- 
ances. 

(d) No alteration ^hall be made in the wiring of any build- 
ing for light, heat or power, or in^r^^s^ in the load carried by 
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such wires, nor shall any building be wired for electric lights, 
motors or heating devices without a written permit therefor 
from the Electrical Inspector. 

(e) Upon the completion of the wiring of any D-uilding for 
light, heat or power, it shall be the duty of the company, firm 
or individual doing the same to notify the Electrical Inspector 
who shall at once inspect such wiring and appliances, amd if 
approved by him, he ahall issue a certificate of satisfactory in- 
spection, which shall contain the date of such inspection ajad 
an outline of the result of his examination ; but no such certifi- 
cate shall be issued unless such electric wiri»ng and appliances 
be in strict conformity to the rules and regulations prescribed 
or required by these ordinances, nor shall current be turned on 
such installation until said certificate be issued. 

(f ) All electric construction, all material and all appliances 
used in connection with electrical work, and the operation of 

. all electrical apparatus within the City of Rome, Georgia, shall 
conform to the ** Rules and Requirements of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters'' for the installation of wiring and appa- 
ratus for electrical purposes as they are now established or 
may hereafter be amended ; and the said rules and regulations 
are hereby adopted and approved as a part of this ordinance. 

(g) Every persoci, firm or corporation desiring to engage in 
the business of electrical construction and of the installation of 
wiring and apparatus for electric light, heat or power in the 
City of Rome, Georgia, ^all, before doing so, obtain a license 

therefor, the fee for which shall be ten (10.00) dollars 
whicih s*hall be paid into the treasury of the city before 
such license shall become effective. Said license shall be issued 
by the City Clerk after the payme'nt of the fee above men- 
tioned. Amy person, firm or corporation found doing electrical 
work in the City of Rolne, Georgia, without such license shall 
be subject to a fine of one hundred ($100.00) dollars or impris- 
oirment for thirty days, or both. 
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Oh) It shall be the duty of the Electrical Inspector to so 

direct the placing of poles and wires in the streets, alleys and 
public places of the city that the same ^hall cause as little ob- 
struction as possible, either to public travel on such thorough- 
fares or to the private use and enjoyment of adjacent property. 
It shall also be 'his duty, and he shall have authority, to com- 
pel the removal of unsafe or superfluous poles. 

(i) Any person or company owning and using any such 
poles who shall fail or refuse, after five days* notice from the 
Electrical Inspector, to remove any pole, or poles, deemed by 
him unsuitable, unsafe or improperly located, or the locatioai 
of which he shall require to be changed, shall, upon conviction, 
be fi»ned not less than five ($5.00) nor more than twenty 
($20.00) dollars. And the erection or use of any poles rejected 
or condemned by the Electrical Inspector shall subject the of- 
fender, upon conviction, to a like penalty. 

(j) The Electrical Inspector shall cause all wires, except 
telephone wires, that have not been used for thirty days, and 
which are known as dead wires, to be removed at once at the 
expense of the owners of such wires. All dead wires of tele- 
phone companies shall be detached from the buildings with 
which they have been connected. 

(k) On any pole of any electric light, power, street rail- 
way, telephone or telegraph company used jointly by two or 
more such companies, each company shall be allotted a special 
zone, and shall confine its wires to that zone. Spaces shall be 
measured from th^ tops of poles downwards, and the uppermost 
zo»ne on every pole shall at all times be reserved for the free 
use of the city in stringing its fire alarm or police telegraph 
wires. 

(1) The Electrical Inspector shall keep a full and complete 
daily record of all work done, permits and licenses issued, ex- 
aminations made, and other ofiicial work performed, as re- 
quired by this ordinance, and shall send a report thereof to 
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the CMef of the Fire Department, who sihall include same in 
his a«mual report of his department to City Council. 

(m) Whenever builders or persons engaged in repairing, 
painting, etc., find it necessary to remove wires from buildings 
in prosecuting their work, the owner of such building or the 
contractor engaged theron shall serve the Electrical Lnspector 
with written notice twenty-four hours before such contem- 
plated work is begun, and said Electrical Inspeetor shall have 
authority in his discretion to direct the owners of such wines 
to remove the same. 

(n) Any person, firm or corporation who shall fail to cor- 
rect any defect or defects i»n his work, after having been duly 
notified for ten days by the Electrical Inspector, shall not re- 
ceive any further permit until such defect or defects have been 
corrected ; and any case in which any perso'U shall continue to 
or persistently violate the ordinance of the city i»n regard to 
electrical affairs or the orders of the Electrical Inspector 
touching the same, the license of such person shall be forfeited. 

(o) In any case of failure to comply with this ordinance, 
the Electrical Inspector shall have authority, after due notice, 
to cut out lights or current in any locality concerned a»nd to 
enforce discontinuance of the same until said requirements are 
complied with. 

(p) Any person, firm or corporation who shall violate any 
of the provisions of this chapter, for which no specific penalty 
has been provided, or shall faij, neglect or refuse to comply 
with any order of the Electrical Inspector given in pursuance 
of and by the authority of this ordinance and the rules em- 
braced therein, shall, upon conviction, be fined not more than 
o»ne hundred ($100.00) dollars for each offense, or confined in- 
City Prison or worked upon the streets of the city not exceed- 
ing sixtv days, one or more of said punishments, in the discre- 
tion of the court trying the same. 
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" CHAPTER LXV. 
WATER WORKS. 

693. Board of Public Works, Duties of. The Board of Public 
Works shall exercise a general supervision over the water works, 
the property connected therewith, and over all oflScers and agents. 

694. Must approve bills. AH bills for expenditures by said 
Board shall be approved by the Chairman. 



Shall make all repairs. The said Board shall have 
pov^er to make all necessary repairs of the works, but shall 
not make any additions to said works, nor extend the mains 
and pipes of distribution without the approval of the Council 
first being had and obtained. 



Engineer. The Engineer shall have charge of the 
pumping works and machinery ; he shall keep a careful account 
of all fuel, supplies used, and repairs made, and report to the 
Superintendent of Public Works the condition of the machine- 
ry whenever required, and make a monthly statement of the 
revolutions and strokes of the engines, the quantity of water 
pumped, and condition of machinery ; test and report quantity 
and quality of fuel and supplies used, to the Superintendent of 
Public Works for the inspection and approval of the Board. 

697.. Penalty for opening hydrants. If any person shall 
open any hydrant within the limits of the City of Rome, or lift 
or remove the cover of the same without license of the Board, 
or of the Superintendent, except in case of fire, and then under 
the direction of the fire company, he, she or they oiFending 
shall, 001 conviction, be punished as prescribed in Section 121 
of this Code. 

698. Opening or connecting pipes. No person shall make 
any opening or connection with any pipe or mains without the 
license mentioned in the preceding section. 
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699. Turning water on or oflf.No person shall turn on or off 
the water in any of the pipes or mains without the license re- 
quired and permission obtained for so doing. 

700. Penalty for injuring. No person shall destroy, deface, 
impair, injure or wantonly force open any gate or door, or in ' 
any way whatsoever destroy, injure or deface any part of the en- 
gine houses, reservoir, building or buildings, or appurtena»nces, 
fences, trees or fixtures thereto appertaini'ttg, or any water 
pipes, gates, cisterns, hydrants, fire-plugs, fountains, or any 
fixtures or property appertaining to the Rome Water Works. 

701. Superintendent shall make all connections. The Su- 
perintendent of Public Works, or licensed plumbers under his 
supervision, shall make all connections with the water pipes 
and mains; and said Superintendent shall keep a record, giv- 
ing a description of the premises, location of service cock, 
length and size of pipe, the »num;ber of hydrants, bath, water 
closets, fountains, street washers, apparatus, etc., together with 
the name of the owner and occupant of such premises. 

702. Fee for making connections. The Superintetident, or 
any licensed plumber, shall charge and collect the sum of 
three ($3.00) for every connection so made, which sftiall 
be turned into the City Treasury through the Clerk of Council. 

703. Plumbers may repair connections.. The Mayor and 
Council shall have power to authroize and license plumbers to 
repair connections with the water pipes of the Romfe Water 
Works under the direction of the Superintendent of Public 
Works. 

704. Pluniber's duty. Any plumber desiring to do business 
with the water works shall, before receiving a licemse, file his 
petition in the water works office with the Superintendent of 
Public Works, giving the name of his firm and place of busi- 
ness. The petition must guarantee that the plumber is thor- 
oughly competent and responsible, and that he will abide by, 
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and be governed by, the rules relating to the water works made 
now and hereafter. 

706. Returns. Plumbers must make full and complete re- 
turns to the Superintendent of Public Works for all purposes 
to which water has been applied, under any permit granted to 
them, stating fully the number and kind of outlets upon tihe 
premises, also the ki»nd of meter in use, its number, and where 
it is located, and said return must be made within forty-eight 
hours after completion of said work. Nor shall any water be 

turned on until said return has been made and the work recorded 
in accordance with the rules and regulations of the water works. 

706. Must have permission. No plumber, or other person, 
shall make an attachment to any old pipe or water fixtures, nor 
any pipe where water has been turned oflf, unless permission 
has been granted to the applicant by the Board of Public 
Works ; nor shall any plumber or other person, alter or extend 
any water pipes or attachments to conduct any water into any 
adjoining premises, or additional hydrant, stable, water-closet, 
urinal, wash-basin, cistern, or fpuntain, or for any purpose 
whatever, without obtaining written permission from the 
Board of Public Works for each and ev<ery separate modifica- 
tion or extension made; and in every instance, the plumber, 
after having tested his work, must turn the water off, and re- 
port and return his permit to the w^ter works office witihin 
forty-eight hours after completing his work. 

. 707. Inserting ferrule. No plumber, or other person, shall 
insert any ferrule i»nto any water pipe or attachment, unless 
the applicant for water has first obtained written permission 
from the Board of Public Works ; nor ^all any ferrule exceed 
three-fourths of an inch inside diameter. 

708. Material in streets. All material removed in the 
streets or alleys by the plumber in making his trenches, shall 
be replaced in as good condition as before disturbed ; and no 
trench shall be left open after night-fall. Obstructions to 
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travel, or inconvenience to pedestrians, is positively prohibited 
in making trenches and attacbm'ents. 

709. Service pip6. In every case the service pipe extend- 
ing from the street mains to the street limits must be of lead or 
iron. All of the iron pipe must be capable of bearing hydro- 
static strain of three hundred (300) pounds to the square inch; 
and the lead pipe mlist b^ of the kind named, extra long. 

710. Stop-cocks and location. There shall be a brass cock 
(to be under the control of the consumer) placed on the service 
pipe line within the premises, and at the expense of the con- 
sumer, for the purpose of guarding against leaks or accidents 
to the pipes on the premises; but in no case will the water 
works be responsible from accidents or leaks happening within 
the premises of the consumer. 

711. To remove water from sidewalks. The Board of Pub- 
lic Works shall hereafter require all the water plugs- and water 
meters and other devices placed inside the lots of consumers, 
and have same made safe from personal injury. And a failure 
to comply with this ordinance shall be considered malfeasance 
in offiee, and shall subject the members of the Board, who re- 
fuse to comply with same,' to dismissal from oflSce. 

712. Service pipe, etc. All service pipe must be laid at 
least two feet below the surface of the sidewalks, and be kept 
in good repair at the expense of the owner or occupant. A 
suitable brass stop-cock must be located on the service pipe 
line within the curbstone, which will be made accessible to the 
water works authorities for turning water oflf or on, or by 
placing a small cast iron pipe key-box over the stop-cock cover 
marked ** Water.'' A heavy penalty will be inflicted on any 
person or persons who disturb said key-box or stop-cock, ex- 
cept by written permission from the Superintendent of Public 
W/orks. 

713. Water, turning on and oflf. Water cannot be turned 
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on or off under any circunistan<;es, to any premises, or for any 
purpose, but by tbe authority of tbe Superintendent of Public 
W'orks, except only by the plumber for testing his work, who 
must turn the water off immediately thereafter, according to 
the within rules. 

714. Violation of rules. Any violation of the aforesaid rules 
and regulations by the plumber, or any other person or per- 
sons, will subject the offender, upon conviction, to be punished 
as prescribed in Section 121 of this Code. Plumbers not ob- 
serving these rules and regulations will also forfeit their right 
to do business with or receive plumiber's permits from the 
Board of Public Works or Mayor a»nd Council. 

715. Hopper closets, etc. Water will not be furinshed to a 
** hopper closet'* unless it is ** self-closing, ' * or ** spring-seat 
hopper,'' or is provided with a self-closing stop-cock or valve. 
All urinals must h^ave a self-closing stop-cock attached. This 
rule will apply to repairs to old fixtures. When the supply is 
furnished through a meter, the kind of fixture is at the option 
of tho consumer. 

716. Permits. Consumers' permits for water will be grant- 
ed on the payment of the rents for the current quarter and not 
otherwiise. 

717. Application for water. All persons desiring a supply 
from the water works must first make application at the water 
office, stating fully the several and various uses for which 
water s wanted, and the name of a selected plumber if service 
is desired. Such application must be made by the owner of the 
premises, or duly autliorized agent, when a permit will be is- 
sued, specifying the particular uses applied for; and when 
thereafter any use of water, or a discontinuance of any particu- 
lar use, a further permit will be issued on application as afore- 
said, for extension or addition, or a plumber's certificate must 
be furnished the water office for discontinuance, or the rent or 
rates will go on u»nchanged until such certificate is furnished. 
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718. Damages. It is understood that the city will not be 
liable for aiiy damage that may result to consumers from the 
shutting oflf of a water-main or service for any purpose what- 
ever, even in c^ses where ^no notice is given, and no deduction 
from water bills will be made in consequence thereof. 

719. Repairs, etc. Persons taking water must keep their own 
water pipes, and all fixtures connected therewith, in good re- 
pair, and protected from frost. They must provide a stop and 
waste cock, properly located inside the building, and have the 
pipes so arranged that the water can be drawn from them 
whenever a»nd wherever there is danger of freezing. 

720. Two or more supplied through one tap. Wh<en water 
shall be supplied to more than one party through a single tap, 
the bill for the whole supply furnished through such tap will 
be made to the owner of the property. In case of non-payment 
the water may be shut off, notwithstanding one or more parties 
may have paid their proportion to such owner. 

721. Mains — ^when tapped. The mains will not be tapped 
for builder's use, unless there will be a consumption on the 
premises after the completion of the building. The location of 
the said tap, and application, to be made by the owner <)f the 
property. 

722. Officers and employees of water works. The officers 
of the water works, their agents and assistants, may enter the 
premises of any water taker, at any reasonable time, to exam- 
i»ne the pipes and fixtures, the quantity of water used, and the 
manner of its use ; and in case of fraudulent representation on 
the part of any water taker, or unnecessary waste of water, 
the payment will be forfeited and the supply of water stopped. 

723. Street and yard sprinklers. Street or yard sprinklers 
ca»nnot be converted into hydrants, jets or fountains, or be al- 
lowed to run to waste in the gutters of the streets, or upon 
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lawins or in yards, but must be kept closed, except when used 
for sprinkling, as intended. 

'^24. Nozzle. No those allowed to be used without a nozzle, 
and no nozzle allowed more than one-quarter inch diameter. 

725. Premises. No premises shall be sprinkled except those 
from whom water rent is collected. 

726. Second service pipe. Any person desiring to have a 
second service pipe run from the mains to his premises, shall 
be required to pay the w'hole cost of same, including stop-cocks 
and key-box. 

727. Hydrants, etc. Hydrants, taps, hose, water-closets, uri- 
nals, baths or other fixtures, will not be permitted to be kept 
running when not in actual use. 

728. Hydrant bibb. No hydrant, bibb or hose attachment 
shall be placed in any yard or area of any premises, so situated 
as to be accessible to persons living or occupying neighboring 
premises unless the owner of the premises, first named, becomes 
responsible for and pays the water rent for all persons using 
water therefrom. A separte rate will be charged for each sepa- 
rate house, store or premises supplied, a*nd if supplied through 
one pipe and meter, all rates must be paid by one party on one 
bill. 

729. Neighbors using. Any water consumer who shall per- 
mit a neighbor, builder, or any other person or persons whom- 
soever, to use water from his or her fixture, without written 
permission to do so from the Superintendent of PuD-llc Works, 
will forfeit their rent advanced, have water turned off and pay 
a penalty fixed by the Board of Public Works before water can 
be again turned on. 

730. Discontinuing use of water. Any person wishing to 
discontinue the use of water supplied from the water works, 
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must give notice thereof at the water oflBice, and he will be 
charged for use of water until such notice is giveoi. 

731. Continuous flow. No permit shall be granted for a 
continuous flow from any fixture, however small the outlet, un- 
less a special rate is made or a meter is used. 

732. Failing to use water. Persons having taps made and 
failing to use the water, will be required to pay the cost of 
making said taps, including cost of the stop-cocks and key- 
box. 

733. Pay for service pipes. All consumers shall be required 
to pay for the service pipes from the distributing pipes or 
mains. 

734. Leaks must be repaired. If the connecton or branch 
pipe, stop or hydrant cock, through wlhich the premises of any 
person ghall have been supplied with water, shall become leaky 
for want of repair, it shall be the duty of such person forthwith 
to have the same repaired and upon failure to have the same 
repaired within twenty-four hours after notice, the supply of 
water on such premises shall be shut off. 

735. Turning on water by false keys or otherwise. If any 

person shall, by any false key or otherwise, after the water 
shall be shut off from any premises, cause said premises to be 
supplied with water, such person, his aiders and abetters, eadh 
and every one, shall for every such offense, be punished as pre- 
scribed in Section 121 of this Code. 

736. Waste, penalties for. If any person shall waste, know- 
ingly and unnecessarily, the) water on his or her premises, he, 
she or they shall be liable to a penalty of not more than fifty 
dollars for each offens, and the supply of wiater may be with- 
held from such premises. 

737. Polluting water. If any person shall wilfully pollute 
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the waters in the reservoirs or pipes or main®, he, she or they / 
so offemding sihall be punished, upon conviction, as prescribed 
in Section 121 of this Code. 

738. Leaks to be reported. It shall be the duty of all at- 
tachees of the Rome Water Works^ and the officers and mem- 
bers of the police force of the city, to report to the Superin- 
tendeoit of Public Works, in writing, any leaks, or unnecessary 
waste of water that may come to their knowledge, also any vio- 
lation of ordinances! pertaining to the water works. 

739. When water may be withheld. The supply of water 
may be withheld from all premises, whon the ordinances, rules 
or regulations adopted by the Miayor and Council and the 
Board of Public Works have in any manner been violated, and 
the supply not again let on except a rectification of tibe cause 
of withholding the same, and satisfactory assurjance given that 
mo further cause of complaint shall arise. 

Water rates, when payable. The rates to be charged for 
water shall be payable quarterly, in advance, to tlhe Board of 
Public Works, or Collector of Water Rates, if one is elected, on 
the first of January, April, July and October, rateably for any 
fraction of a term; and on failure to pay the same within 
thirty days thereafter, the water shall be shut off and not again 
let on to said premises until arrearages are paid. 

741. Rates, when assessed, final. The rates, when assessed, 
shall be final and conclusive, subject only to the revision of the 
Mayor and Council. 

742. Water for building purposes. It shall be the duty of 
all persons who may desire water for building purposes, to 
make application a tthe office in writing, accompa^nied by an es- 
timate of the amount of bricks, perchesi of stone or yards of 
plastering for which it is required, and pay the rate assessed 
therefor before using the same ; and any person using water in 
violation of this section shall, upon conviction, be pu»nished as 
presicribed in Section 121 of this Code. 
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743. Fines, how disposed of. All fines and fees received for 
penalties under this ordinance shall be paid to th-e Clerk of 
Council, and by him turned into the city treasury as other 
funds are. 

744. Assent to ordinances. Any person whose premises are 
or may be supplied with water in pursuance of this ordinance 
shall be deemed and taken to assent to the terms and require- 
ments of the same, or a»ny ordinance amendatory thereof. 

746. Landlords and agents responsible for water rates. 

Laindlords and agents are hereby held responsible for water 
rates on their premises, and shall pay the same immediately 
upon failure or refusal of their tenants to do so. 

746. Water rates. The rates for the use of water for con- 
sumers, shall be established annually by the Board of Public 
Works, subject to change, revisio»n and modification by the 
Mayor and Council. 

. 747. Superintendent shall remove faucets. It is made the 
dut yof the Superintendent of Public Works to remove the 
faucets and to cap over all bath tubs, fountain jets and other 
pipes not paid for at the published rates. 
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CHAPTER LXVI. 

RTTLES AND REGULATIONS OF THE 
BOAiBD OF PUBLIC WORKS OF THE CITT OF ROME, GA. 

Section 1. The regular meetings of tlie Board shall be held on 
the Thursdays preceding the second and fourth Mondays of 
each month. The Board shall act only while in session and no 
miember will, under any circunvstances, pledge himself to vote • 
for or support any applicant for office, or any measure, in ad- 
vance of the meetings. All measures adopted by the Board 
stall be known only as the action of the Board and of each 
member thereof. 

Sec. 2. (a) The officers of the Board shall be a Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and Secretary and their election shall be annu- 
ally on the last meeting in D'eeember. They shall hold office 
from the first of January, for twelve months, or until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. 

(b) The offioer-employees shall be a Superintendent of Pub- 
lie Works, and a Clerk and a Book-keeper, the latter office to 
be filled by the same person. Their election shall be annu- 
ally on the last meeting in December and they shall hold office 
from the first of January, for twelve months, or until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. 

(c) The Superintendent of Public Works shall give bond 
and security in an approved surety company in the sum of 
one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duty. 

(d) The Clerk and Book-keeper shall give bond and secu- 
rity in an approved surety company in the sum of five thousand 
($5,000.00) dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of 
his duty and correct accounting of all the funds coming into his 
hands. 
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(e) All other emiployees of the Board s*hall be appointed by 
the Superintendent of Public Works, at his discretion, with due 
regard for competence, l3ut none of them shall be objectionable 
to the Board. 

(f ) All appointees shall be men of known competence in their 
respective lines of duty. Each of the following shall give bond 
n the sum of five hundred ($500.00) dollars, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of their duties, said bond to be in an 
approved surety company, viz .- Pumping Station Engineer and 
his assistant; Filter attendant and his assistant; Street Fore- 
main and his assistant, when appointed. The dift'erent laborers 
under them shall be appointed upon their recommendation, at 
the discretion of the Superintendent of Public Works. 

(g) All bo»nds of officers and employees shall be made pay- 
able to the City of Rome, approved by ^& Board and noted on 
its minutes, and filed with the proper custodian for ^f e- 
keeping. 

(h) All officers and employees (who are bonded) shall take 
and subscribe to an oath, before an officer duly appointed to 
adminster oaths, to faithfully perform their respective duties, 
which oath shall be recorded on the minutes of the Board and 
a report of same made to the Miayor and Council. 

(i) The officer-employees and' appointive employees shall be 
subject to removal at any time at the pleasure of the Board 
without formal notice and trial, at its discretioin. 

Sec. 3. The duties and powers of the Chairman, Vice- 
Chairman and Secretary of the Board shall be such as are gen- 
erally exercised and performed by officers in their positions ; to 
be added to from time to time by assignments by the Board in 
session, as occasions may arise. 

(a) The duties and powers of the Superinteindent of Public 
Works shall be: To supervise, manage and operate, control 
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and keep in repair the entire water wiorks system of the city ; 
to make all necessary connections and alterations in the pipes, 
stop-cocks, meters and all other apparatus connected with said 
water works ; to issue permits and reflate the use of water by 
consumers ; to enter at any reasonable hour, either in person or 
by authorized inspector, any dwelling or place of business, 
buildi»ng or premises where water is used or taken, for the pur- 
pose of making inspections and noting condition of fixtures, 
mumber and for what purpose used, &c. ; to lay out, or cause to 
be laid out, superintend and direct all street work, sidewalk 
repairs, improvements, construction and paving ; all extensions 
of the water works system, sewerage system and street paving ; ' 
locate, remove and regulate gas pipes, e-lectric light, trolley, 
telegraph and telephone poles and all wires strung thereon; to * 
regulate street and other railway tracks, crossings and bridges, 
in the city limits, subject to the approval of the Board a#nd 
Mayor and Council of the City of Rome; to engage and em- 
ploy the different city employees coming directly under his 
charge, as already stated herein ; to cause to be kept a daily 
report of the time of such employees and the furnishing of 
same, at the end of the week, or month, to the Clerk ; to carry 
out the laws and ordinances of the City of Rome concerning 
the different departments under his care and charge ; to make 
written monthly reports of work done, with the cost of same; 
to take and have charge of the pumping station, filter plant, 
;machi»nery and supplies contained therein, and grounds upon 
which they are located ; to cause to be kept a careful account 
of fuel and supplies used and repairs made, and to report to 
the Board the cost thereof ; to report the care and condition of 
machinery ; to make monthly statements of the amount of 
water pumped and filtered, the quantity and cost of fuel, elec- 
tric power and supplies ; to direct the work of the engineers, 
firfemeci, filter attendants and other employees; to note the con- 
duct of every man in each department, w*hether officer under 
(him or employee, requiring of them courteous and gentlemanly 
treatment toward each other and the general public and to see 
that proper pains are taken in answering and relieving com- 
plaints and in dealing with all persons doing business with the 
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Board or any of the different departments under its charge. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the Clerk and Book-keeper shall be : 
To take charge of a»nd to preserve the books, papers and rec- 
ords of the Board ; to put in form and record correctly on the 
minuttes all of the proceedings of the Board ; to keep a true ac- 
count with all water consumers; to make out and collect all 
bills due by them, and when such water consumers fail or re- 
fuse to pay their respective water rents to furnish to the Super- 
intendent of Public Works a list of same for his direction ; to 
keep a separate set of books for the water, street and sewer 
departments, on which shall be entered by him all sums of 
mony received and deposited with the City Treasurer, from 
whom he shall take a receipt ; to make and enter on his books 
the weekly pay rolls and of all checks or drafts that may be 
ordered drawn, showing dates, names of payees, and amounts 
in detail; to furnish separate expense accounts of the water 
and other departments as are used for weekly pay-roll vouch- 
ers, to the Chairman of the Board for his exami»nation and ap- 
proval, obtain vouchers and pay off sudh claims ; to render to 
the Board a monthly financial statement, approved by the 
Superintendent of Public Works, showi-ng the amount on hand 
and available for expenditure of each department a»nd of all 
expenditures made during the previous month ; to make such 
other reports and do such other clerical work as may be di- 
rected by the Superintendent of Public Works, ircely confer- 
ring and advising with him in all matters. The said Clerk and 
Book-keeper shall be a man of steady habits, reliable in busi- 
ness matters and a thorough accountant, competent in all re- 
spects to discharge the duties of his office. 

Sec. 5. The stationary engineers at the pumping station 
shall be men of thorough knowledge of machinery in their 
charge. It s:hall be their duty to operate the pumps and other 
machinery contained therein, keep the same in repair, thus 
guaranteeing the best service ; they s^hall have the care and re- 
spo»nsibility of the property, control and direct the fireman and 
other laborers working at the pumping station, subject to the 
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supervision of the Superintendent of Public Works'. Watchful- 
ness, care and fidelity are exacted of each and they will be held 
to a strict reckoning for any infraction th/cy may commit, or 
allow to be committed, on the premises. The first engineer, in 
charge during the day, shall keep an account of water pumped, 
shown by the register on pumps, of the tonnage of coal, gallons 
of oil and such other supplies as are furnished and consumed, 
making a complete monthly report of each to the Superinte»nd- 
ent of Public Works. 

Sec. 6. All accounts arnd pay-rolls shall be certified to by 
the Superintendent of Public Works, examined and approved 
by Chairman, Vice-Chairman or Secretary, and paid by check 
drawn on the City Treasurer, each check or draft to be signed by 
the Chairman or Vice-Chairman and countersigned by the Sec- 
retary, it shall bear the correct date and serial number, state 
upon what fund it is drawn, for what purpose and to whom pay- 
able. All bills, other than pay rolls and emergency items, shall 
be presented to the Board, by it considered and disposition 
ordered. No Check or draft shall be drawn to the order 
of /'Cash'' or ''Bearer" in any event. The Clerk may, 
if it is necessary, pay out small emergency items from the funds 

in his hands, not to exceed one hundred ($100.00) dollars, mak- 
ing a voucher for same, weekly, presenting to CJiairma*n for ^ 
approval order to pay and issue check to cover, subject to later 
approval by the Board. 

Sec. 7. All communications relating to any matter, or mat- 
ters, connected with the different departments, or complaints 
concerning same shall be made to and through the Superin- 
tendent of Public Works and by him laid before the Board, 
when necessary, with such recommendations as he may desire 
to make. 

Sec. 8. Absolute sobriety is enjoined on every man con- 
nected with the Board in any capacity, and this rule must be 
enforced to the letter by the Superintendent of Public Works, 
and for a»ny infraction of it he shall suspend or discharge the 
delinquent, governed by his employment, and report his action 
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to the Board for such further action as it may deem necessary 
in the premises. 

Sec. 9. No person shall trespass upon or injure, intermeddle 
or interfere with any of the public works property or enter 
therein without the leave of some officer of the Board or of the 
city authorized to give such permission. 

Sec. 10. Article 1. Every application for a water service 
attachment shall be made in writing upon the application book 
of the Board by the owner of the premises to be supplied, or 
by his duly authorized agent, w'ho will be required to state in 
such application all purposes for which the water is to be used. 
The water shall not be supplied to any property unless the 
owner or agent miakes a contract for same. 

If the water service attachmecit is for the construction of a 
building the applicant shall pay such sum in advance as may 
reasonably be required, the balance to be paid before the com- 
pletion of the work. When the house is occupied the owner 
will be reqiured to pay in advance, at the office, to the end of 
the quarter before the water is turned on. If payment is made 
by the tenant he will only be recognized as the agent, to that 
extant, for the owner. 

Article 2. The connection between the main and the con- 
sumier's lot or property line shall be made by the Board, the 
pipe and fittings, with the labor necessary to do the work, shall 
be paid by the owner, the Board assuming respoGisibility for 
the material and workmanship for one year, the cost of the 
work and material shall not exceed ten percent profit. The 
board will, after the applicant has notified the office that a li- 
tiensed plumber has extended his service pipe from his prem- 
ises to his property line, proceed to connect the same with the 
main in the street ru»nning parallel with said property line and 
next thereto in accordance with an application contract which 
shall be signed before the work is done. The sidewalk stop- 
cock will be furnished by the Board, for which no charge will 
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be mad-e and which no one shall be allowed to use, under pen- 
alty of trespass after warning. A bill for the cost of the work 
and material, with ten per cent, profit, shall be rendered to the 
owner, on completion of the work, said bill then becoming due 
and immediately payable and no water shall be allowed to run 
through the pipe until the bill is paid. The cost of making the 
connection is to be paid in addition to the tapping fee herein- 
after listed. 

Article 3. All connections to the water mains shall be made 
by means of brass corporation cocks with not less than twenty 
inches of lead pipe attached of the quality known as ** extra- 
strong,*' with a bent brass union and heavy soldenmg nipple, 
either wiped on or put together with an approved brass u^nion. 
The size of the tap shall be governed by the usiefi for which the 
water is required, at the discretion of the Superintendent of 
Public Works. No service pipe of less than three-fourths (3-4) 
inches in diameter, from the main to the lot line, shall be al- 
lowed. The service pipe shall be of extra strong lead, tin or 
lead lined or galvanized iron pipe I. No service pipe already 
laid of other material than the above shall be repaired, either 
in whole or in part, except with said named pipe. 

Article 4. All underground connections in the streets, be- 
tween lead and iron pipes, shall be made by means of a heavy 
bras« soldering »nipple or an approved brass union specially 
made for the purpose. All service pipes shall be laid at least 
two feet below the grade of the streets and the plumbing work 
beyond the lot line shall be tested by an authorized inspector 
before the pipes are covered. 

Article 5. The stop-cock must be placed six inches inside of 
the curb line and in a line running at right angle from the tap 
to the curbstone. The location of the stop-cock shall be plain- 
ly dsignated, by measurement, upon blanks made for the pur- 
pose. The measurements on avenues shall be taken from the 
west corner to the stop-cock and on streets from the north 
corner, in all eases the same square being required as the start-

ing point. The curb or meter boxes shall be properly and se- 
curely placed in a vertical position directly over the stop-cock 
or meter and the paving securely placed around them ; the tops 
of such boxes shall be placed level with the surface of the side- 
walk. All serivce pipes, stop-cocks, meters and boxes, being 
located in the streets and sidewalks of the city, shall be under 
the exclusive jurisdiction and control of the Board, all persons 
are, therefore, forbidde^n undcT penalty of trespass ordinance 
of the city, from using or meddling with same unless they ^ave 
permission in writing issued from the office of the Board and 
signed by the Superintendent of Public Works. 

Article 6. In addition to the stop-cock near the curbing, 
furnished by the Board, each line of pipe shall be provided, at 
the expense of the owiner, with an approved pattern stop-and- 
waste cock, conveniently placed inside the lot line and under 
the control of the occupant of the premises, to be used in case 
of breakage in pipe or fixtures or for making repairs and to 
prevent freezing. In no case shall a fixture be allowed between 
the stop-cock and stop-and-waste cock. 

Article 7. All pipes and fixtures shall be subject to inspec- 
tion and approval by an authorized agent of the Board before 
the water is turned on. No person except an authorized agent 
of the Board, shall be allowed to turn oci the water or shut off 
same. Should'it be necessary to use the stop-cock at Curb, for 
making repairs or otherwise, such use shall be done by the 
Board, upon application at the office, for which service a rea- 
sonable charge may be made, not exceeding fifty (50) cents, 
discretionary with the Board. 

Article 8. No addition to or alteration in any service pipe 
or fixture, whetl\er supplied by meter or not, shall be made 
until application for same has bee»n . made by the property 
owner, or his agent, and a written permit granted. This pro- 
vision is not intended to apply to repairs. 

Article 9. No owner or occupant of any premises supplied 
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with water from the water works will be allowed to supply 
water to other persons, for any purpose, without written 
authority from the Superintendent of Public Works, such per- 
n^it stating for what purpose or reason water is so supplied and 
for What length of time. A separate service pipe for each 
premises, where possible, shall be required. 

Article 10. Yard sprinklers, street and pave washes shall 
not be used beyond the center of the street, or the- limits of the 
premises paid for, and shall not be permitted to run to waste, or 
leak, or converted into jets, or used for washing out gutters or 
drains, or to flood the streets, and shall not b« permitted to run 
except When held by the band and used for sprinkling purposes 
only. Flat rates made on such fixtures shall be made for six 
months only, i. e., from May 1st to November 1st though pay- 
ments may be made quarterly for the sake of convenience if 
desired. Fountains shall be supplied by meter only and the 
right to supply water for this purpose at all is reserved by the 
Board. Thi«s same reservation also applies to elevators for 
either passemger or freight service. 

Article 11. Water closets and urinals shall be provided with 
high-pressure, self-closing cocks or valves, if on flat rate, and 
cocks at sinks, wash-basins, baths, urinals and water closets 
shall be kept closed when not in actual use, and shall not be 
allowed to leak. The Board may require, at any time, the in- 
stallation of self-closing cocks on all fixtures supplied by flat 
rate, whether old or new attachments. It may also require the 
installation of meters, at the expense of the consumers, when, 
in its judgment, same may be necessary to preserve the water 
supply. 

ATticle 12. Hydrants shall not be permitted on streets or in 
other exposed positions, except for building purposes, a*nd then 
only wihen the builder uses a remoyable key faucet, same to be 
removed at night or when not in use. When hydrants, watar- 
closets or other fixtures are located where they may be- liable 
to joint use by occupants of adjoi»ning premises, offices or oth- 
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erwise, a rate shall be made to cover each contiguous premises, 
&c., and the original applicant shall be reqiured to pay for each 
separate use. Where suclh use is by meter the minimum, here- 
inafter named, shall be charged as if each separate establiah- 
ment were on. a separate service pipe or meter. Where taps 
are made for building purposes they are to be located so as to 
be utilized for the permanent supply of the premises. 

Article 13. The fees for tapping the mains are as follows, 
viz.: Half inch, $4.00; three-quarter inch, $5.00; one inch, 
$6.00. No other sizes shall be made except by special contract. 
The charges are for fees only and do not convey ownership for 
any of the material used. 

Article 14. Steam users taking water from direct pressure 
are warned that they do so at their owm risk, as the water sup- 
ply is liable to be shut off at any time from accidental or other 
causes. Neither the Board nor the city shall be liable for dam- 
age that may result to consumers by reason of such shut-off, 
nor will any deduction be made in consequence thereof. Bot- 
tlers of soda water, launderies and all other consumers depend- 
ing upon a supply of clear water for their uses are warned that 
the water supply is liable to become turbid at any time and the 
Board and the city shall not be held responsible for any dam- 
age that may result from such cause ; nor will they be held re- 
sponsible to consumers for allowing their supply to ru»n to 
waste in order that they may obtain clear water. 

Article 15. The Board reserves the right to place meters, at 
the exi>ense of the consumer, whenever it sees proper to do so. 
When meters are found not to be rgistering properly the con- 
sumption shall be estimated according to the best information 
obtainable. Water meters are guaranteed not to register more 
water than actually passes through tihem, hence no claim for 
such overcharges will be entertained, but meters will be tested 
at the request of the consumer when errors are suspected, the 
cost of same to be borne by said consumer. Elevator registers 
are not meters, per se, as they only register the number of pis- 
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ton feet traveled, and the Board will not accept t!hem as me- 
ters, but will, in every i»nstance, require a meter to be placed in 
the line of pipe leading to such fixture at the expnse of the 
consumer or owner. The general supply for premises will not 
be allowed to come into the premises through the elevator sup- 
ply pipe, but it shall come through a separate service pipe. 

Article 16. All consumers outside of the corporate limits of 
the city shall be supplied by meter only, the siame to be ap- 
proved by the Board, each supply to have a separate meter, 
same to be installed under the rules already herein set out. 
Water rates to all such consumers sihall be fifty (50) percent, 
more than similar rates charged to consumers within the city. 

Article 17. Water consumersi are required to keep their 
own fixtures and service pipes from the mains in good repair 
and properly protected from the frost at their own expense. 
No claim shall be made against the Board or the city by reason 
of the breakage of any service pipe, stop-cock or fixture, nor 
will any such claim be entertainied. If any repaiVs or covering 
is necessary to the serivce pipe between the main and the side- 
walk, the Board will, if practicable, notify the consumer that 
such repairs or covering is necessary and the same will be made 
by the Board at the cost of the consumer. 

Article 18. The Superintendent of Public Works, or inspec- 
tor appointed by him, shall be permitted, at any reasonable 
hour, to have access to all parts of premises supplied with 
water for the purpose of examining; fixtures, their condition, 
number, uses, &c., and the occupant of such premises shall' an- 
swer frankly and without concealment all questions relating 
to the use of the water. In case of misrepresentations on the 
part of such person, or the applicant originally, or the use of 
water not embraced in the application, or the careless or will- 
ful waste of water, or violation of any rule or regulation of the 
Board, or non-payment of water rent w^hen due, the water shall 
be cut off and the money already paid, if any, shall be api)lie(l 
to the payment, or part payment, of water misused and th^ 
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Board reserves the right to impose additional damages to cover 
all such losses, which shall be paid before the water is restored. 

Article 19. Water rents are due and payable at the office of 
the Board quarterly, unless otherwise specified, strictly in * i- 
vance, on the first' day of the following months : April, July, 
October and January. Ten days are allowed for payment be- 
fore the supply is e'hut off and at the expiration of that period 
consumers who have not settled will be shut off and a tax fi fa. 
against the property issued to cover same with all cost? of col- 
lection in the usual manner of collecting other city taxes to- 
gether with the usual fee of fifty (50) cents for cost of shuttini^ 
off and turning on. Bills for measured water shall be paid by 
the month or by the quarter, as required, and unless paid as 
herein stated, or at the expiration of the month for which the 
amount is due, the water shall be turned off an'l the method 
hereinbefore described pursued in the collection of same. 

Article 20. Persons wishicig to discontinue the use of water 
supplied by the water works shall give notice of such intention 
at the office and they will be charged full rates until such no- 
tice be given. No allowance will be made for non-oocupancy 
u»nless the water has been shut off in accordance with such no- 
tice. Water takers should take special notice of this, as this 
rule will not be deviated from. 

Article 21. The introduction of service pipesi fi:om th<» si le- 
walk for the supply of water and plumbing of every dt^scrip- 
tion for the use of same must be done by plumbers permited to 
do so by this Board and duly licensed and bonded, as herein- 
after stated, by the City of Rome. . 

Article 22. Plumbers, plumbing firms or corporations desir- 
ing to do business with the Board of Public W«orks in the dif- 
ferent departments under its charge shall, before receiving a 
license from the City Clerk, file a petition in writing: for the 
consideration of the Board and approval of the Superintendent 
of Public Works, said petition stating the name, finn or corpo- 
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ration name, place of business, ability, qiialifieation niirl compe- 
tGinee to do sanitiiry plumbing, i^nd that he or tbey will abide 
^ukI be ^^overncd by tlie rules 'of this Board and al> t'lty ordi- 
nances in reference to siieh work, now in effect or hereafter 
passed. Such person, firm or i*oi'poration sihall make, in an ap- 
proved surety company, a bond in the sum ol one thousand 
($1,000,00) dollars, crmditioned on the above set out qaalifioa- 
tions and faithful performance of his or their work aufl ciin- 
traets and indemnifying the eity from such damages as may be 
caused by neglect or failure to properly perform the .vork he 
IS engaged to do in su far as it is done in the street,'^, bnes, 
sidewdaks, parks, alleys and other public places and th(n'(HTgh- 
fares of the city. Said bond is to be payable to the City of 
Home a>nd apj^roved by the Board. 

Article 23. Any plumber, plumbing firiti or corporation, or 
employee thereof, violating any rule of the Board or any city or^ 
di nance in reference thereto or eoUiCerniiig the public works of 
the city, governing the introdnction, supply and consumption 
uf water, or wlio shall volunitarily or at the request of another 
j>ei*son, introduce or install any pipe, hydrant, bath tub, water 
closet, urinal or other device or fixture^ change plain bibbs U* 
hose bibbs, without written permission from the office of the 
Board, shall not be allovt^ed to do business for himself or other 
plnnd:)ers, plumbing firms or eorporations until the matter ha,s 
been adjudicated by the courts under thie terms of this indem- 
nity bond. This article is not intended to relieve such offend- 
ing plumber of criminal prosecution, in addition to the above* 
should same be proper. 

Article 24. The water rates, from and after April Ist^ 1910, 
shall he as follow^s, to remnin in force and effect untile in the 
judgment of the Board, and upon its recommendation to the 
Mayor and Council, the same shall, by city ordimance, be 
changed, viz: 

Minimum rate, by meter, $12.00 per annum, consumer to fur- 
nish and install the meter and box at his own expense, work 
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to be done by the Board in accordance with the plan already 
herein set forth. For the above price a miximum use of five 
hundred (500) feet per month shall be allowred. 

Should the Board, for the city, furnish and install the meter 
and box, at its own expense, a minimum rate of $16.00 per an- 
num shall be charged and a maximum use of five hundred 
(500) feet per month allow^cd. These rates shall prevail for 
larger amounts. A discount of twenty-five (25) per cent, shall 
be allowed from the above rates to all who pay their bills at 
the office of the Boaord withia ten days after same shall be- 
come due. Bills may be made either monthly or quarterly as 
to the Board may seem for the best interests of all. 

The minimum flat rate shall be $6.00 per annum for one plain 
faucet to be used by one family of six persons or less. If used 
by an additional family in the same house the same rate shall 
apply, to such family. The number of persons shall include 
children, lodgers and servants. The following rates shall be 
charged for additional fixtures, viz : 

"Wash stands, per annum $3.00 

Water closets (rated with house), per annum 5.00 

Bath tubs, per annum 5.00 

Hose con»nections, per season 5.00 

Yard hydrants (without hose) 2.00 

Stables (per head) per annum 2.00 

(No charge less than $5.00). 
Domestic rates not listed; special rates. 

Business Houses. 

For each store, whether connected or not, one plain 

faucet, six persons or less, per annum $8.00 

F'or each shop or office, per person, per annum 2.00 

But no less rate than 8.00 

Water closet (where store is rated) per annum 5.00 

Water closet (where store is not rated) per annum. . 6.00 
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Urinals (self-closing) per annum *. . . 6.00 

Urinals (not self-closing, meter only 

All other uses to be by meter only, rates to be fixed 
by co«ntract to fit the business and amount con- 
sumed. 



Article 25 : Should the amount of water consumied by meter 
be above the minimum, as hereinbefore stated, the same rate 
shall prevail per each one hundred cubic feet or less. Any con- 
sumer who elects to do so may pay the minimum annual rate 
in advance, less the discount of twenty-five (25) per cent., and 
be allowed the maximum annual amount- of two thousa»nd 
(2,000) cubic feet, provided same be consumed within the 
year. Should subsequent quarterly or monthly readings of the 
meter show him to have consumed the maximum amount, prior 
to the end of the year, the usual charges will be resumed and 
the consumer shall pay accordingly. The city, acting through 
the Board, becomes the owner of any meter now or hereafter 
installed, in so far as the absolute control may be, and will, in 
co«nsid,eration thereof, maintain same until worn out, free of 
expense to the consumer. The right to name the make and 
style of meter to be hereafter installed is reserved by the 
Board, it having, by experiment, ascertained the manufacture 
and type best suited to the water supplied. The sole right to 
handle, maintain, repair and install water meters connected 
with the city water works shall be vested in, the Board of Pub- 
lic Works; he»nce, all persons arc warned not to meddle in any 
way with water meters in use as above set out. 

Article 26. Special contracts, when made with manufactur- 
ers and others, for large amounts, shall carry a rate of not less 
than .08 of a cent per one hundred (100)) cubic 
feet, except by unanimous consent of the Board in regular or 
called meeting, i>n which event the rate shall not be less than 
.06 of a cent per one hundred (100) cubic feet, the 
minimum rate to be one dollar and twenty cents ($1.20) per 
month. 

Article 27. I^rivate fire protection lines being often used 
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clandestinely, for other purposes than subduing tires, it is or- 
dered that in consideration of no charge being made for the 
use of water for that purpose, that all such free consumers be 
required, on and after April 1st, 1910, to install a type of wate.' 
meter to be approved by the Southeastern Tariff Association, 
and known as the ** Detector" type, so that anything but fire 
uses may be charged and paid for. Such mieter® do not curtail 
the efficiency of the fire streams but do account for leakage and 
unauthorized uses and abuses. Rates for above purposes shall 
be fixed by contract. 

Article 28. Landlords, or their agents, are responsible for 
all water rents, and if payment be made by the tenant or user 
he is only recognized as being, to that extent, the agent of said 
landlord or ow^ner. It is preferable, in all instances, for the 
owner of the premises to pay the water bill. 

Article 29. The right to amend or add to these rules and 
regulations, as further experience may show to be necessary, 
is reserved. 



CHAPTER LXVII. 

RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE MAYOR AND 

COUNCIL. 

Rule 1. Regular meetings. The Mayor and Council shall 
meet at the Council Chamber at half past seven o'clock p. m. 
during the months of October, November, December, January, 
February and M'arch, and at eight o'clock during the remain- 
der of the year. Regular meetings shall be held on the second 
a*nd fourth Monday evenings of each month. 

Rule 2. Special meetings. Special meetings of the Council 
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may be called by the Mayor whenever, in his discretion, the 
exigencies of the case m-ay require it. 

Rule 3. Quorum. A majority of the memi)ers ot the Coun- 
cil shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business 
and in all cases a less aumber may adjourn from time to time, 
and compel the attendance of absentees. 

Rule 4. Presiding officer. The Mayor, or in his absence 
the Mayor pro tem., or in the absence of both, any member of 
the Council who may be designated (a quorum being present) 
shall take the chair at the hour appointed for any regular, ad- 
journed or special meeting. 

Rule 5. Shall preserve order and appoint committees. The 

presiding officer, whether the Mayor, Miayor pro tem. or any 
member of the Council, shall enforce the rules of the body, pre- 
serve order and d^ecorum, and appoint all committees, unless 
the Council shall otherwise direct, in which case they shall be 
appointed by the Council m such mlanner as may be determined 
upon. 

Rule 6. Order of business. The following order shall be 
observed in the transaction of business, viz. : 

1. Call of roll of members. 

2. Reading o| minutes. 

3. Financial stateme»nt by the Clerk. 

4. Trial of appeals. 

5. Petitions and communications. 

6. Reports of standing committees. 

7. Reports of special committees. 

8. Reports of officers. 

9. Resolutions, orders and ordinances. 

10. Umfinished business. 

11. Miscellaneous business. 

12. Accounts and salaries. 
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Rule 7. Accounts. No account not examined and certified 
to be correct by the proper commitee or by the Mayor, will be 
passed. 

Rule 8. Committees shall make reports. Every committee 
shall report in writing upon the subject miiitter referred, at the 
succeeding meeting, or show good cause why such report is not 
made. 

Rule 9. Reports of officers. Every officer whose duty it is 
made by the Charter or ordinal: oes or by order or resolution of 
the Council to report at the regular meetings of the body, shall 
punctually perform his duty or be fined, in the discretion of the 
Council. 

Rule 10. Motions. All motions shall be reduced to writLnga 
at the recpiest of the Mayor or any member of Council. 

Rule 11. Majority and tie vote. In all matters pending be- 
fore the Cou»ncil, a majority shall govern. In all cases of a tie, 
the Mayor or presiding officer shall give the casting vote, but 
at no other times, and under no other circumstances, shall he 
be permitted to vote. 

Rule 12. Questions of order. The ^layor or presiding offi- 
cer s-hall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
(Council. 

Rule 13. Yeas and nays. On the call of any member of the 
Council the vote on ar.iy question may be taken by yeas and 
nays and recorded. 

Rule 14. Clerk shall notify Committeemen. The Clerk shall 
give notice to the members of Council of the several commit- 
tees to which they have been a])pointed, and shall cause to be 
published once a year, a list of standing committees. 

Rule 15. Parliamentary rules. The ]\Iayor or presiding offi- 
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cer, when the Council is ia sassion, shall enforce parliamentary 
rules for its government so far as they are applicauie to such 
a legislative body and do not conflict with the rules adopted. 

Rule 16. Additional rules. Any additional rule or rules may, 
from time to time, be made by Council, but no alteration of a 
rule shall be made without the consent of two-thirds of the 
members present. 

Rule 17. Every ordinance shall be read at two different reg- 
ular or special or called meetings, or at one regular and one 
called or special meeting before its adoption, unless the s^me 
should meet with the unanimous approval of the Council, in 
which Qase the minutes must show that action was taken with- 
out objection. 

Rule 18. Each member of Council, w^hile speaki.ng, shall 
stand and respectfully address the presiding officer, confine his 
remarks to the question under consideration, and avoid all per- 
sonal, discoxirteous or indecorous language. 

Rule 19. No member shall interrupt another while he is 
speaking, except to rise to a point of order, the point of order 
to be briefly .stated to the presiding officer, or to ask the speak- 
er a question, permission being obtained through the presiding 
officer. 



Rule 20. In all votes upon resolutions or ordinances, hav- 
ing for their object the increase of the. indebtedness of the 
city, or the expenditure of the city's revenues, except the pay- 
ment of its salaried officers, or other regular fixed current ex- 
penses, any Councilman may give notice of a motion to recon- 
sider, which notice shall delay tlie question until said reconsid- 
eration can be acted on at the next regular meeting. In all 
other cases, a motion to reconsider any of the proceedings of 
the Council will not be entertained unless made by a member 
who previously voted in the majority. 
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Rule 21. No communication shall be entertained by the 
Council unless the same be in writing, except by . consent of a 
majority of the Council present. 

Rule 22. The Clerk shall keep a separate book in which he 
shall enter all resolutions and ordi»nances adopted by the Coun- 
cil from time to time, give the date of its adoption, which he 
shall properly index so that the same may be readily referred 
to. 

Rule 23. No member of Council shall speak more than ten 
minutes on any question under debate, nor more than once on 
the same question until all who. wish to speak shall have had 
an opportunity to do so; nor shall any member speak more 
than twice on the same question without permission. 

Rule 24. No perso»n not a member of Council shall speak on 
any matter pending without the consent of two-thirds of the 
members present.
